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REPORT AND PROCEEDINGS 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING OCTOBER 31, 1904- 



Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 1, 1904. 
Hon. Winfield T. Durbin, Governor of Indiana: 

The State Board of Health herewith submits its twenty-ninth 
annual report, the same being for the fiscal and ordinary board year 
ending October 31, 1904. The statistical report, which is always , 
for the calendar year, will be made up and submitted as soon as 
possible after January 1, 1905. 

SUMMARY OF TRANSACTIONS. 

The board held four regular and two special meetings during the 
year. Theminutes of these meetings follow, and give in detail all 
transactions. The fiscal report groups the expenditures; but, of 
course, the books show each item for which money was expended. 

The special visits to difi'erent places by members o£ tiie board, for 
various reasons, are reported in detail under the heading, Visits 
and Inspections. We find these visits are always productive of 
good. They are generally made upon invitation of the people who 
have learned that the State Board of Health can frequently help 
them. Requests for visits to give help in health matters are re- 
ceived almost daily, but most of them are answered by letter, and 
only when correspondence develops conditions of unusual impor- 
tance is personal attendance given.

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C0RRE8P0NDBNCB. 

Miicb work is accomplished by correspondence. The Board is in 
constant touch with the health officers in counties, cities and towns. 
It is a daily occurrence to give detailed directions to officers unin- 
formed in their duties. The frequent changes made of health offi- 
cers, especially in towns, makes this work unending. Each day also 
■ finds it necessary to answer letters from citizens. Teachers, town- 
ship trustees, county boards of health, prosecuting attorneys, and 
citizens in all walks of life are constantly asking for information 
in regard to the health laws, the health rules, and matters pertain- 
ing to public and individual hygiene. Our correspondence is heav- 
ier each year as population increases, and as the desire among the 
people for knowledge concerning disease prevention grows. 

UNSANITARY SCHOOL HOUSES. 

Many petitions have been received from citizens asking for re- 
lief from unsanitary conditions in school houses. In all instances, 
the buildings have been very old, many dilapidated, all badly venti- 
lated, poorly heated, and insufficiently lighted. "With rare excep- 
tions, they were damp, rarely supplied with good drinking water 
and the outhouses were abominable. It is indeed difficult to under- 
stand why so many communities treat their children so cruelly. 
During the year, a number of new sanitary school houses have 
been built because of the condemnation of the old ones by the 
Board. 

HEALTH CIRCULARS. 

The increased appropriation given for public health work by 
the last General Assembly has enabled the board to do much toward 
educating the people in regard to disease prevention. Six circu- 
lars have been prepared, which treat of the preventive side of con- 
sumption, diptheria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, diarrhoeal dis- 
eases, and smallpox. These have been distributed in sections where 
the diseases named have appeared as epidemics. They have also 
been sent to homes where members have died of said diseases, and 
been given to all applicants. Many letters from farmers, laboring 
men and other citizens tesfify to the good these circulars have done. 
The statistics to this date show a slight decrease in prevalence of 
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the diseases named and the death rate, too, is a fraction less. The 
exact figures for the year will be given when tha reports for the sta- 
tistical year are all in and summed up, 

SMALLPOX. 

Smallpox, which has existed more or less in Indiana . every 
week since 1898, still continues. Fortunately, it has usually been 
of mild type. It appears in a community, a number of people 
have it mildly, a alight alarm is felt, a few persons are vaccinated, 
and the epidemic dies out. In a few months it visits that com- ' 
munily again, this time being more severe and causing deaths. 
There is more alarm, a little more vaccination, and again the dis- 
ease dies oul^ but it comes again, always attacking those who have 
not been vaccinated, or those who have not had the disease. On 
the third visit, the cases are nearly all of the severe type, and 
deaths result. Some communities have been visited five times in 
this way; Clay, Sullivan, and Vigo counties have been notable for 
such experiences. Vanderburgh, Clark, Warren, Marion, and 
several other counties, have suffered from succeeding visits of 
smallpox, but not quite so notably as the first three named. From 
the past history of smallpox, and from our experiences with it, we 
conclude the disease will remain among the people until all of the 
unvaccinated have it. The necessity certainly exists, and the en- 
lightened public plainly demand a vaccination law, and the State 
Board of Health recommends such a measure. 

VITAL STATISTICS. 

As the first step in public health work is the collecting of vital' 
statistics, the board therefore puts forth strong efforts to make as 
perfect as possible the State's records of deaths, births, marriages 
and contagious diseases. Highly satisfactory results have been ob- 
tained in the matter of correct death records, rendered possible by 
the wise amendments made to the law of 1891 at the session of the 
Sixty-first General Assembly. It is gratifying to state that because 
of our accurate death records, Indiana is now classed with the reg- 
istration States by the United States Census Bureau. And fur- 
ther, the said bureau each year requests transcripts of each certifi- 
cate of death returned, to use in conjunction with the mortality re- 
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tuma of other registration States, for the purpose of making up 
mortality averages for the whole country. It is a serious and very 
conBiderable duty each luonth to gather from every part of the State 
satisfactory records of the more than 3,700 deaths which occur. 
The total deaths in 1903 were 33,892, making a monthly average of 
2,791. In addition to collecting the returns, they must be classi- 
fied, tabulated and analyzed. This work constitutes more than 60 
per cent, of all the work done in this office. Besides the sanitary 
value of the statistics, which is by far their greatest value, they are 
of very great importance in the mater of settling estates, inherit- 
ance of property, securing of life insurance, securing of pulsions, 
etc. An average of ten transcripts are called for daily by the peo- 
ple for the purposes above set forth. There are frequent demands 
for records of births and marriages, but at this time, these records 
are far from accurate, because of the insufficiency of the law. It 
is hoped that the General Assembly of 1905 will correct this mat- 
ter by making such amendments as are necessary. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In accordance with the law which makes it the duty of the 
State Board of Health to make such recommendations as may seem 
proper, we respectfully suggest as follows : 

A STATE LABORATORY OF HYGIENE. 

We recommend that a laboratory be established at Indianapolis 
under the charge and direction of the State Board of Health, to 
be called "The State Laboratory of Hygiene." The laboratory 
would be used for making sanitary analyses necessary in the work 
of tracing the cause and origin of diseases, also for making ex- 
aminations of diphtheria cultures, of sputum, blood, etc., for the 
purpose of Settling diagnoses, that cure and prevention may be 
properly applied, A third use of the laboratory would be to make 
analyses of foods and drugs, which is the first step necessary in 
the enforcement of the pure food and drug law. A laboratory de- 
voted to the above purposes should be located at Indianapolis under 
the charge of the State Board of Health, because the enforcement 
of the health and food laws is placed upon said Board. The labora- 
tory should be presided over by skilled men, who should give all of 
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their time and energies to their work. All of the States bounding 
Indiana have State laboratories, and likewise, almost all of the 
Northern and a few of the Southern States. In this respect, there- 
fore, Indiana is behind. 

SANITARY SCHOOL HOUSES AND TEACHING HYGIENE IN THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

We suggest a statute requiring that all school houses hereafter 
built shall conform to natural sanitary laws ; -«lso that the act 
should contain a clause requiring that hygiene be taught in the 
public schoolB. Not less than 10 per cent^ of the school moneys are 
now wasted on account of unsanitary school houses in which many 
epidemics begin, and in which are laid the foundations in many 
children for consumption and other diseases in after life. Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, and other States have statutes of the character 
we propose, and better health and progress among the school chil- 
dren has thus been secured. 

A STATE HOSPITAL FOR INDIGENT CONSUMPTIVES. 

Massachusetts, New York and Rhode Island have provided State 
hospitals for consumptives, and Ohio, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, and other States are considering the matter. Both 
humanity and economy demand such institutions in every State. 
At present, fully 1,000 indigent consumptives are being cared for 
at public expense in Indiana, but in such ways as to spread the 
disease and not restore health to a single patient. The proposition 
to establish a State hospital for indigent consumptives is not one 
to spend more money, but is clearly a measure to more wisely ex- 
pend the money now devoted to caring for these unfortunates. 

A NEW HEALTH LAW. 

The amendments made in 1899 to the health law of 1891 proved 
wise and practical. They made possible the collecting of correct 
mortality statistics and gave to the State health service a vitality 
and force which has resulted in preventing not a little sickness and 
death. These amendments were declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court in January, 1904, because of the omission by an 
engrossing clerk of a line in the title of the act. This makes it nee- 
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esaary to ask the Le^alatnre to restore the said amendments, and 
we silkiest that when this is done it would be of the greatest benefit 
to the State if the sections referring to registration were made to 
cover t^fl collecting of records of contagious diseases, births and 
marriages. We therefore recommend, and very respeetfully re- 
quest, your coDBideration and approval of a new health law which 
will make possible the collecting of accurate records of contagious 
diseases, births and marriages. 

We believe that all of these recommendations are wise, and 
would, if put in force by the state, save money to the people and 
materially prtanote the public happiness.

• REGULAR MEETING. 

January 8, 1904. 

Present: Dra. Wishard, Davis, Eisenbeiss, Cook and Hurty. 

Called to order by President Wishard at 1 :30 p. m., Jannaiy 
8, 1904. 

Minutes of the last regular meeting read and approved. 

Moved by Dr. Davis: The Secretary shall make inquiry of 
Attorney-General of the duties tof the State Board of Health in 
case of violation of -laws regulating pollution of streams, and in 
ease it is decided to be the duty of State Board of Health to take 
cognizance of the matter, the Secretary shall proceed as directed 
by the Attorney-General. 

Unanimously carried. , 

Minutes of special meeting of December 16-17 were read and 
approved. 

Secretary's report read and ordered spread of record. 

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

During the quarter ending December 31, 1903, the work of 
the State Board was signalized by the health oiEcers' school, which 
was held December 16-17, in Indianapolis in the auditorium of 
the new Claypool Hotel. Only town officers were summoned to 
this school, because county and city officers and the officers of towns 
which were county seats, were summoned to the school held in 
June. TwjD hundred and sixty-eight town officers were summoned 
and 193 registered. Those who did not attraid were excused for 
sufficient reasons. 

To prepare the officers for the summons to attend, the following 
circular was sent out July 24 : 
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Dear Doctor — The first Indiaoa health officers' school was held In In- 
dianapolis, June 26-26, under thb auspices of the State Board of Health. 
There were 516 health officers In the State and as this number would be 
too many to handle nt one time, It was decided to divide the class. So 
to the first session, all county and city officers and the officers of towns 
which were oounty seats. 20S In number, were summoned. One hundred 
and seventy attended and all united in declaring the school interesting 
and a success. 

In December a second school will be held and to it all town officers 
will t>e summoned, about 350 In number, tinder the law of 1903, the ex- 
penses of the officers attending must be paid by their respective boards, 
and the same law commands attendance upon summons of the State 
Board of Health. 

The object of this letter Is to apprise you of what has been done; to 
let you know of the coming meeting; to ask you to think over the mat- 
ter and to let us know your opinion concerning such a school and to give 
your suggestions.

This hotel will be headquarters. The rates are S1.50 per day and op, Eu- 
ropean plan; and $3.00 per day and up, American plan. The Hotel Eng- 
lish, on the Circle, will give a rate of $1.00 per day and up, European 
plan; and $2.50 a da; and up, American plan. 

Attendance is compulsory, and town hoards shall pay the expenses of 
their officers. See acts of 1903, page 163, section 6. Officers must pre- 
serve their summons and also secure a certiflcnte of attendance, for these 
documents are necessary to secure the payments of their expenses from 
their respective boards. 

Officers unable to attend must make application for an excuse In writ- 
ing, stating reasons, to the President of the State Board. 

No officer can afford to miss this meeting. Among the teachers will 
be Surgeon-GeneraJ George Sternberg, H. D., tJ. S. Army; Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Walter Wyman, M, D.. V. S, Public Health Service; Dr. F. G. Novy. 
University of Michigan; Dr. Frank Allport, OMcago; Dr. David Dennis, 
Earlham College; Dr. C. O. Probst, Secretary American Public Health As- 
sociation; Drs. Coulter and Burrage, of Purdue University.

Dear Doctor — You were not in attendance at the health officers' school

Finally every delinquent gave his reasons for not attending and 
for not asting to be excused, as ordered in the circulars. While 
these reasons in some instances are not satisfactory, still they have 
been accepted, and it is believed one result has been to discover 
many of the derelict town health officers. The full report of the 
stenographer shows the school was certainly a siiceess. It will 
be published in the annual report 
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During the quarter the Secretary made five visits, Deputy An- 
derson five, Deputy Nelson Braytou, M. D., one, and Deputy A. 
W. BraytoD, M. D,, one. Complete type written reports of all 
, these visits are here given. 

At the expense of the Secretary thfe following chemical and 
mycroscopical examinations were made:' 

22 sputuma, 5 negative, 17 positive. 

12 diphtheria cultures, 6 negative, 6 positive. 

16 waters analyzed. All but two were polluted, and the wells 
from which the 14 polluted samples were taken were condemned 
and closed. 

VISITS AND INSPECTIONS. 

Brazil. — October 13 I visited Brazil on account of smallpox, 
being urged to visit the place by the mayor and the health officer. 
Upon arrival, with Dr. Hirt I visited several houses where cases 
of smallpox were found and the diagnosis was confirmed. Cer- 
tain local physicians had denied that smallpox existed, and this 
had interfered with the proper measures for its suppression. Dr. 
Williams, health officer of the county, joined us, and we three 
visited one of the school houses, and found upon investigation 32 
children who were attacked with smallpox in very mild form, 
and one child we found who had scarlet fever. All precautions 
were taken and the city authorities were exhorted to buy vaccine 
and offer free vaccination to all the people. I learned afterwards 
this was done and within two weeks all smallpox had disappeared 
f rfm the city. 

Fontanet — On November i I visited Fontanet on Sccount of 
smallpox, being invited to do so by several merchants. It was the 
old story. Certain physicians had denied that the disease existed, 
and authoritative action was, therefore, demanded. With Dr. 
Milton, deputy health officer at Fontanet, I visited four houses, 
and found smallpox in every instance. From information gained, 
it was plain that the disease had made its first appearance in 
exceedingly mild form among the school children. It was not at 
first recognized, for many of the ehildren.were only sick a day 
or two, commencing with a slight chill ; in some instances having 
gastric disorders, with slight fever, and nondescript eruptions. 
In from two to four weeks after these children were attacked, the 
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disease broke forth in unquestioned form in several families. At 
the house of Mr. Moore, about one-half mile from Fontanet, there 
were eight cases of smallpox, all adults. A little girl nine years 
• old had returned from school twenty-fiye days before with a alight , 
chill and was sick for two days, followed with a slight breaking 
out, and then returned to school. Finally the whole family came 
down and the little girl was not attacked, and this seems to prove 
positively that she had had the disease. Quarantines were eetah- 
Kahed, circulara distributed and the authorities of the town urged 
to offer free vaccination. 

Lafayette.— November 14 I visited Lafayette on account of 
amallpox and to investigate two caaea of tetanus, which were sup- 
posed to have been produced by vaccination. I found the Lafay- 
ette authorities were taking all the precaution in the matter of 
restricting smallpox. A new pesthouse had been built, with two 
wings and an administration department Total capacity was 40 
beds. At the time of my visit there were 32 patients being treated. 
Vaccination was made free by the city and hundreds were being 
vaccinated. 

It had been annoimced in the newspapers that -Leonard Clark, 
three years old, and Georgia King, age 12 years, had died from 
tetanus due to vaccination. I called upon Dr. W. S. Walker, the 
physician who had vaccinated and who had attended Leonard 
Clark. He reported the vaccination took typically and the wound 
healed properly. Twenty days after vaccination, tetanus appeared 
and the child died. The child played in the alley, back' yard and 
in the streets many times after the day he was vaccinated. The 
same virus was used on many other children and neither the at- 
tending physician nor the parents believe the vaccine contained 
tetanus germs, but they did believe the child found the infection 
during play and possibly it was introduced through the scarifica- 
tion. Dr. F. B. Thompson vaccinated Georgia King October 13. 
Every precaution was taken. On November 2, twenty-two days 
after vaccination tetanus developed and she died on November 
3. The vaccination was typical and showed no untoward results. 
Dr. Thompson made many other vaccinations with the same lymph 
without ill results. It is not known that the child visited the stable 
and played in the back yard and street. She did, however, scratch 
the wound and tore the scab away. Neither the attending physi- 
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eian nor the parent-s believe that vaccine supplied the germs which 
caused the death, 

Eockville. — ^November 27 I went to Rockville to address the 
Parke County Teachers* Institute. I went by way of Terre Haute, 
and there called upon Dr. Rice, city health officer, and together we 
considered the smallp(jx situation in that city and made a few 
visits. As every precaution was being taken against the spread 
of the disease, no further action was necessary. At Rockville I 
addressed over two hundred teachers in the public hall. , The 
subject was "Public Sanitation." The address was illustrated 
and the attention was all that could be desired. The powers, 
duties and efforts of the State Board of Health were briefly re- 
viewed and school hygiene particularly presented. It" is believed 
the lecture was appreciated because a unanimous vote of thanks 
- was passed. I returned via Crawfordsville, where I had an inter- 
view with Dr. J, N. Taylor, city health officer. We considered 
several health matters, but everything was being attended to prop- 
erly and no action was necessary. 

Lebanon. — December 9 I visited Lebanon, being summoned 
there by the mayor, ahd health officer. Dr. Hardy. The diagnosis 
of Dr. Hardy had been disputed in several instances, and he was 
having trouble in enforcing quarantine, and the city anthorities 
were inclined to believe that no smallpox existed. Two families 
were visited and both were found to be afflicted with typical small- 
pox. The existence of the disease was authoritatively announced 
and the mayor said that the full support of the local government 
would be given to the health officer in all efforts put forth to stop 
the disease. 



Pursuant to your verbal instructions to proceed to Geneva, Ind., 
and make a sanitary survey of the town and surroundings, and 
report the conditions ; also to visit New Castle, Portland and De- 
catur, I left Indianapolis the morning of October 15 for New 
Castie. I there met Dr. W. H. Stafford, Secretary of County 
Board of Health, who showed me every courtesy. He reported 
the sanitary condition of the county very good. All public build- 
ings in good condition and that the order of the State Board in 
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regard to cleaning and disinfecting school bouses had been thor- 
ougby carried out The health officers and deputies were generally 
prompt in making returns, and the fJiysicIans in reporting con- 
tagious diseases, but in the matter of birth returns some of them 
were slow, especially at Knightetown. He thought he would have 
to make an example of some there if not more prompt in the 
future. He especially commended Dr. C. H. Brubaker, city 
health officer, for bis careful and efficient work. An examination 
of Dr. Stafford's books showed them complete and in splendid 
condition. 

I called upon Dr. Brubaker at his office, but as he was very busy, 
made an appointment for the afternoon. In the afternoon the 
Doctor drove me over the city, showing me the waterworks, school 
buildings, and factories, and explained the system of sewerage and 
the sanitary work the city had and is now doing. A great deal 
of street improvement is going on and the internrban railway being 
built through the city, which mars its appearance, but the sanitary 
conditions seem to be excellent. He said that the health board 
gave him very good support in his work. The Doctor impressed 
me as being thoroughly conversant with the duties of his office and 
the right man to see that they were carried out 

October 16 I left New Castle for Portland. Having an hour 

' to wait at Muncie, I called on Dr. H, R. Spickerman, the wide 
awake city secretary, who ordered his horse out and took me over 
a good part of that city. Everything looked in good condition, 
clean and free from rubbish and refuse of all kinds. After a half 

. hour's pleasant drive I was landed at the depot and continued my 
journey to Portland, arriving there at 11 :10 a. m. 

Dr. C. W. Maekey," secretary county board of health, was found 
in his office digging into some birth reports just received. His 
books were in good condition and kept up to date, but he said that 
his predecessors in office had been too lax in their methods and 
that he had discovered many omissions which he had tried to 
remedy so far as possible. He reported health and sanitary con- 
ditions in the county in good shape and thought the health officers, 
deputies and physicians were working together now in unison. 
He thinks he is getting 95 per cent of birth reports and has 
scarcely any trouble except along the Ohio line, and very little 
there now. No epidemic of any kind in the county. The city 
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papers have reported an epidemic of typhoid fever in the city, but 
an investigation showed no ground for it. He commended the -work 
of Dr. Stanton, the city health officer, very highly and especially 
in the effort now being made to compel the county commissioners 
to dredge the Salamonia River below the city and thereby give the 
city sewage an outlet, which at present they have not, as the river 
at that point has practically no current whatever and the sewage 
emptied into it simply remains at the mouth of the sewer and is 
likely to become a nuisance and breed disease. 

I found Dr. D, S. Stanton, the city health officer, a very cour- 
teous gentleman of 83 years, but surprisingly active for his age. 
He complained of not feeling very well, but insisted on walking 
me around and showing the town and explaining the condition of 
- sanitary affairs in the city. Portland is built on comparatively 
flat ground with a slight trend to the south. The Salimonia Itiver 
runs through the south part of the town in a winding direction, 
trending slightly north of west. No current waa perceptible, and 
the Doctor stated that it was practically dead water. The mouths 
of the sewers were practically on a level with the water, which 
was foul smelling, and its appearance indicated that it was badly 
polluted. They are likely to become stopped up at any time and 
are of but small benefit to the town in their present condition. 
The city commissioners have brought suit in the circuit court to 
compel the county commissioners to dredge the river for a dis- 
tance of four miles and straighten the bed, and in that way a 
good fall of about three feet to the mile would be-obtained that 
would give an outlet to the stream and create a current to carry 
off the sewage and stagnant water. The Doctor thinks this will 
be done this fall. The streets were clean and the town seemed 
to be in excellent sanitary condition. 

I hireda team and driver at Portland and was driven to (Geneva, 
11 miles. Dr. L. L. Mattox, ci^ health officer, and myself made 
an inspection of the alleys, water closets, stables and the town 
generally, and then drove east to the river about a mile from the 
town. Geneva has a population of about fifteen hundred, is 
situated on high rolling ground with natural drainage, but has no 
sewers, water works, electric lights or other modern conveniences. 
The Grand Eapids and Indiana Railroad passes through it. 
There is a splendid brick school building, built last year, sanitary 
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snd bested by hot air. The majority of the business rooms are 
hrick and an ordinance has been passed prohibiting the erection 
of woodoi buildings withia the business district The sanitary 
dHiditions we fonnd oonld not be much worse. The spaces bdiind 
business honsee were filled with filtb and rxibbish of all kinds. 
Tbe water closets were fall and orerflowing in many cases and no 
attempt at deodorizing or disinfection bad been made. One man 
who met us said, "Hello Doc, glad to see von in here. Two trips 
dirough this alley means typhoid fever." Other parties made 
similar and other appropriate remarks. The business houses are 
nearly all built on the main street, which runs east and west 
through the highest portion of the ground. One livery stable had 
a pile of manure in its rear about seven feet high, twelve to four- 
teen feet wide and at least for^ feet long. Another one had a 
mud hole in the alley in its rear that a team would mire in, but 
was clean of manure. The alleys in the residence part were but 
little, if any, better, and pig pens with foul odors were found in 
the south and west part of the town. No effort had been made 
to cut or destroy the weeds on vacant lots. I requested Dr. Mattos 
to call a meeting of his health board for 7 :30 p. m., to talk over 
the situation and decide what they would do in the premises. At 
" 7 :45 p. m. we met at Dr. Matbox's ofiiee, the president, town clerk, 
one member of council, and marshal were present I showed thran 
my authority as sanitary officer and stated my business there and 
that letters from some of their citizens had caused the visit Also 
the conditions as found by Dr. Mattox and myself that day, and 
that it was imperative these conditions be remedied if they wished 
to escape an epidemic of sickness and probably loss of life. That 
in my opinion they, aa the town health board, should take this 
matter in hand at once and have the town cleaned and put in a 
sanitary condition. After a short discussion of the conditions and 
the way to do this work, the board agreed to my request and stated 
they would issue a general order at their next meeting, October 
20, and see that the work was carried out. They also stated that 
they intended to put in a sanitary sewer to the river next year, 
which would insure them good drainage for the town. I found 
that four cases of typhoid fever had occurred in the town this fall, 
and that there was not a larger list was probably due to the fact 
that the water supply is from deep driven wells which prevented 
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the pollution of the ^ater supply. Left G«neva at 1 :50 a. m, for 
Decatur. 

Reported the conditiona to Dr. J. M, Miller, county secretary. 
He' seemed to be aslxmiahed and said he had no idea that such 
a condition would be allowed to exiat in any town in this State. 
Any complaints from Geneva had been referred to Dr. Mattox, 
and as he has not heard further, supposed that they bad been 
abated. Had received do typhoid fever reporta from Dr. Mattox. 
Health officers generally were prompt in making returns and he 
thought contagious diseases were promptly reported, but births 
were very slow, many physicians not reporting until called on per- 
sonally,' Dr. Miller was requested to visit Geneva in the near 
future and see that the town had been put in sanitary condition, 
as agreed, and also to pay closer attention to the sanitary condi- 
tions of the towns of his county. 

I found the city secretary, Dr. A. Q. HoUoway, in very poor 
health. He is 76 years old. He reported sanitary matters in the 
city in good condition. School buildings had been cleaned and 
disinfected before school began, A great deal of street improve- 
ment was going on. His city board supported him in hia work 
very well. I had time to go over but little of the city, but what I 
saw seemed in good condition, and the alleys were free from rub- 
bish and garbage. 

I left Decatur for Marion at 11:25 a. m. Called on Dr. D. A. 
Williams, secretary county board of health, who reported health 
and sanitary conditions in Grant County good. Health officers 
and physicians were working in unison and were prompt in report- 
ing contagious diseases. In births there were many physicians 
very slow. He mentioned Dr. Lewis, city secretary, as being 
especially competent and energetic in health work. Dr. M. J. 
Lewis, city secretary, reported conditions in the city in excellent 
shape in the very outskirts. There being no sanitary sewers there 
made it hard to keep rubbish and garbage piles from accumulating. 
The school buildings were all in good condition and the vaccination 
order had been enforced pretty thoroughly. He was not anticipate 
ing any serious sickness this winter. Any cases of smallpox would 
probably be imported and its first appearance would probably be in 
■ the outskirts of town among the poorer class of laborers. (One 
case was reported while in his office among that class.) 
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I returned to Indianapolis the night of the 17ih,

REPORT OF VISIT TO MONROE COUNTY. 

Pursuant to your verbal instructions to proceed to Monroe 
County and make a sanitary survey of some" of their school build- 
ings, I left Indianapolis, 1 ;00 p. m,, November 9, arrived at 
Bloomington about 4 :20 p. m., where I was met at the depot by.Dr. 
O, F. Rogers, secretary of the county board of health, and H. O. 
Buzzaird, coimty superintendent of Monroe County. We drove 
directly to District No. 10 in Bloomington Township, expecting 
to inspect that building. This is a two-room frame huilding on 
a solid stone foundation. The rooms are 28x30 and 30x32 feet, 
v?ith hall between. They are heated by stoves, ventilated by win- 
dows and transoms. The walls are tinted, and blinds to the win- 
dows, and seats are in fair condition. The building would accom- 
modate about eighty pupils, and has about sixty on the roll. It 
is situated on high ground, well drained, lot contains about one- 
half acre. Water closets are in the rear, screened in front, with 
new board walks leading to the front of the building. Building 
has porch and platform in front The water is obtained from a 
cistern at a residence about 100 yards from the building. Con- 
dition of the building and grounds is good. 

From there we drove to District No. 7, same township. This 
school building is about one and one-half miles from the city, in 
the northeast direction. It is a frame on stone foundation, with 
platform in front, but no porch. There is about one-half acre in 
the lot, on high and dry groimd, and closets are in the rear, 
screened by shrubbery in opposite comers of the lot. The build- 
ing is about 32x36 feet, is heated by stoves, is ventilated by chim- 
ney and windows. The walls are nicely papered, and have a new 
floor, well oiled. There are no blinds to the windows, has a hall 
and cloak room, will accommodate about forty-five pupils, with 
thirty pupils enrolled at this time. The water is obtained from 
a dug well about one hundred yards distant. Condition of this 
building and surroundings is good. 
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District No. 3, Bloomington Township. — This is a one-room 
frame building on stone foundation, about 32x40 feet, situated 
in a one-acre lot at the forks of the road. A change of road at 
this point makes the house with the rear and side to the road. 
It will be changed in the spring. The ground is high and rolling 
and surroundings are good. The floors of the building are oiled, 
the walls are papered and the room is ventilated from windows. 
It baa a hall and cloak room. Platform in front, but no porch. 
Building is in good condition. 

November 10 I left Bloomington wilii Dr. Rf^rs and Super- 
intendent Buzzaird at 7 a. m., and drove north about four miles 
to a sehoolhonse near north line of Bloomington Township. I 
did not get the district. This is what they call a "box" building. 
It is built by nailing boards to a square frame at top and bottom, 
nailing narrow strips over the joints on the outside where they 
come together. On the inside, there are narrow strips of wood 
or laths nailed lengthwise with the boards. Holes are cut for 
windows and doors. This makes a wall of about two and a half 
to three inches in thieknras, biit it is neither warm nor substantial. 
This is the only building of this character in Bloomington Town- 
ship. It is about 20x24 feet in size, has three windows on a side. 
The building is old and only in fair condition. It is on stone 
pillars with board underpinning. It will be hard to keep the 
pupils warm in this room this winter. The room is ventilated 
by windows and had been papered, but the paper is old and torn 
in places. The closets and screens are in good condition. Water 
is carried about one-fourth of a mile. About eighteen pupils en- 
rolled. This building should be condemned and a new building 
erected. 

Washington Township, District No. 7. — Teacher, William 
Paine, ex-county superintendent. This is a frame building, built 
about five years, atone pillars with wooden underpinning. The 
size is 24x28 feet and there are about twenty-seven pupils enrolled. 
The house is sealed with tongue and grooved lumber on the inside, 
instead of being lathed and plastered. The blackboards are wood, 
painted black. House situated on a clay bank, which had to be 
dug down and leveled oil in order to get room for foundation. 
It was not cleaned nor disinfected before school began, and had 
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been used for hog shelter during the past summer. The walls had 
been painted. The windows had no shades. The water was ob- 
tained about one-fourth mil© from the school building. There 
were not enough aeate for the pupils and what they have were 
in bad condition. This building should be changed, cleaned, dis- 
infected and have new seats for the small children. The condi- 
tions and surroundings of the building are bad. 

District No. 8. — This is a "box" building. It is old, dilapi- 
dated, spread at the cone. The flue is ready to drop. The plas- 
tering is bad and cracked in many places, floors broken through. 
It is underpinned with boards. The size of the building is about 
20x24 feet, and about twenty-six pupils enrolled in this school. 
There is no fence around it and it ia situated in the comer of a 
pasture field, is on dry ground. The closets are new, with shields 
built in front. This building should be condemned. Surround- 
ings are good. 

District No. i. — This building is in about the same condition 
as No. 8, as spoken of, but it is more crowded with pupils. There 
are three in a seat, forty-three pupils enrolled. Water closets are 
old and in bad condition. Water is carried one-quarter of a mile, 
I/Ocation is good. This building should be condemned. 

Beanblcssom Township, District No. 1, — This is a one-room 
frame building, on a stone foundation. The room is nicely pa- 
pered and blinds to the windows, and new water closets. The 
location of the building is good, but have to carry water about 
one-quarter of a mile. Enrollment at the building is twenty-five 
pupils. 

Stinesville Schoolhouse.— This is a building condemned by the 
State Board of Health. It is a three-room frame building, old, 
dilapidated, part of the siding has been torn off, roof is leaking, 
.the floors are bad. Rooms have not been oiled nor disinfected. It 
has an enrollment of one hundred and thirty-two pupils in the 
three rooms. The first grade has seventy pupils in the room, 
18x24, Most of them two in a seat The other rooms are not 
so crowded. The closets are in very bad condition and there are 
no shields in front Water is carried about three hundred yards. 
No ground has been obtained for the new building as yet on ac- 
count of a defect in title of ground selected, and also on account 
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of extortionate price asted for same. It is probable that the loca- 
tion of this building will be changed or suit entered to condemn 
the ground already selected. I do not think it would be wise to 
extend the limit of permit to teach in this building. 

Red Hill Scboolbouse (same township). — I did not see this 
building, but talked with the teacher and'healtb officer of Stines- 
ville, Dr. Spencer. The trustee had been given a permit to use 
the building until November 10, and had begun building a new 
schoolho-use, but it bad not been enclosed yet nor completed. The 
school was closed November 9 on account of scarlet fever. ' The 
balance of the schoolhonses in, this township are reported to be in 
excellent condition. , 

Eicbland Township.- — Trustee is Daniel Kriner, District No. 5. 
A one-room frame building on stone foundation. The house is 
old, but has been kept in good repair and is in good condition. 
It is ventilated by windows and transoms. The floor has been 
oiled, walls are tinted, and blinds to the windows. Teacher seems 
to be up to date in his work, and the condition of the building and 
groimds were good. The water is carried about one-fourth of a 
mile, and enrollment is thirty-seven pupils. 

.District No. 4, — This is a small frame house, which has stone 
foundation. It is about twenty feet square . It has two windows 
on a side, has enrollment of thirteen pupils. The house is old and 
only in fair condition. The grounds are clean, but the windows 
are not arranged for raising 8r lowering. Water carried a, half 
mile. I would suggest that &ls building be abandoned and pupils 
carried to EUettsville, about one-half mile. 

District No. 1. — This is a brick building, in good condition and 
■ surroundings, except closets, which should be cleaned and screened. 
The size is 36x44 feet, with enrollment of thirty-five pupils. There 
is no hall or cloak room. 

Bloomington Township, Quarrytown, District No. 8.— A frame 
house, with platform and porch in front, on solid stone foundation. 
Size 28x34 feet, witl( twenty-eight pupils enrolled. The walls are 
papered, floors and desks are oiled and varnished. Grounds eon- 
tain about three-quarters of an acre, in good condition. Pictures 
are on the walls, shelves and comer brackets in the room, with 
vases of flowers. Building and ground in splendid condition. 
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Water .coolera inetead of buckets are used in all schoolliousea In 
this county. 

In Perry Township the schoolhouses are generally in fair con- 
dition, with one exception, District No. 8, Building is about 
18z2^ feet, with seventy pupils. The condition of the building 
is good, but there are no playgrounds, no screens to closets, and is 
in the village of Saunders. The location is bad. They need a 
two-room building, changed to a better location. In Clear Creek 
Township the trustee has absolutely refused to comply with the 
order*of the county health officers tb clean, disinfect, and oil floors. 
No work has been done on the school buildings in this township 
by the trustee. 

School District No. 7, Clear Creek Township. — Is an old dilap- 
idated building and in the same condition as houses visited in 
Washington Township, It is a mile from the public highway, 
on a hill in among the woods. This house should be condemned 
and relocated. 

District No. 3 is in about the same condition, and same recom- 
mMidations were made. 

Benton Township. — School buildings in fair condition and trus- 
tee has tried to comply vrith orders to the beat of hie ability. The 
county superintendent, Mr. Buzzaird, asked that the secretary 
of the State Board of Health write personal letters to the follow- 
ing gentlemen, which he thinks will be of great help and benefit 
to them, as well as the county health officer and county, superin- 
tendent, namely, J. L. Warring, trustee of Clear Creek Town- 
ship, Smithville, Ind. ; Gleorge W. Qodsey, trustee Washington 
Township, Godsey, Ind, ; George M, Brock, trustee Benton Town- 
ship, UnionviHe, Ind. 

Suggestions, — I would suggest that the "box" houses in the 
county be condemned and replaced with new frame buildings as 
fast as can be done. Washington Township has nine school build- 
ings and only about four months' school in the year. The town- 
ship is about six miles square. The best building in the township 
is in District No. 7, I would suggest the condemnation of all 
the buildings except No. 7, and that this be plastered ; the redis- 
tricting of the township for school purposes and abolishing of at 
least two districts in the township. This would give a longer term 
and better proportionate attendance to the remainder of the 
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schools. The county auperinteudent and county heallih officers 
impreesed me as being very earnest in th6ir work and endeavor 
to better the conditions in a' sanitary way over tlie county, and 
Btated tiiat they wer^ supported by the best citizens and physicians 
generally in their work.

SMALLPOX CONDITIONS AT WEST BADHN AND FRENCH LICK. 

Indianapolis, November 5, 1903. 

The State Board of Health of Indiana, Dr. J. N. Hurty, Secre- 
tary: 

At French Lick, November 8-4. On arriving at French Lick 
and consulting with the local health officer of the town, Dr. W. 
W. Hoggatt, I found that there were six cases of smallpox in the 
. town and five cases in the country nearby, in the practice of Dr. 
W. W. Sloan. I immediately visited all the cases in the city and 
found th«n to be eases of moderate severity only. One of these 
was in the person of a negrq known as "Slick Mason," who had 
been a helper at one of the hotels in French Lick, and who was 
supposed to have had syphilis instead of smallpox by some of the 
laity. I found it a well-marked case of variola, which agreed with 
the diagnosis of the local health officer. Proper quarantine meas- 
ures were instituted and I directed the town board to encourage 
general vaccination, which they should provide free of charge, 
and also advised that the schools remain closed for ten days longer, 
action in the matter having already been taken by the school 
board. 

I myself vaccinated all the employes of tie Wells Hotel who 
had not the scars of a successful recent vaccination, and visited 
all the other hotels in the village a^ing that the same thing be 
done. Dr. Ryan had already taken these precautions in his house, 
and Mr. Taggart had given strictest orders to his house physician, 
Dr. Lindenberger, to vaccinate every one in the employ of the 
French Lick Springs Hotel. 

Conditions were certainly emcouraging at French Lick as com- 
pared with the conditions I afterwards discovered at West Baden. 
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■ WEST BADEN. 

I iiia<ie my first visil to West Baden on Xovember 3 (tlic ev<;ii- 
ing), and found that smalljKix wa3 causing aomo dotation in th'j 
town. On November 4 I drove to West Baden at noon and saw 
Dr. Hassenmiller, the local health officer of the town. His office 
is in the hotel ; also a drug store which he runs. On account of 
his hotel work, he is not able to give as much attention to the coti- 
ditions in the town as is necessary, I visited with him all the 
cases they had in town under quarantine, finding one woman goiog 
over the hills to visit her grandmother, witli a baby broken out 
with smallpox pustules, in her arras, I, of course, ordered her 
back. I gave one street lecture, lasting about an hour, and then 
drove to Russellville, where I saw about five cases in one house. 
One of the cases in West Baden was very appropriately confined 
in the lockup. 

On Nov6mber 5 I again visited West Baden. This time I saw 
Mr. Sinclair, proprietor of West Baden Springs Hotel, and caUed 
tJie town board in consultation. I told them to make immediate 
preparation for quarantine, which they did. A house was pro- 
vided for use as a pest house by Mr. Sinclair and $150 voted to 
be used to suppress the epidemic, Free vaccination was also pro- 
vided for. This afternoon, the 5th, I found a man acting as 
baggageman and carrying all the baggage between the hotel and 
station, to be broken out with smallpox. I immediately took him 
off his wagon and sent him to the house from which he came and 
where I knew they had the disease; I also gave another street 
lecture and visited tbe schoolhouse. Some improvements have 
been made in this building since last spring, but the water closets 
are located beneath the eaves of the building and are very unsani- 
tary. I took a specimen of water used for drinking purposes for 
analysis. It is obtained from an adjacent barnyard. School was 
in session; all students present had certificates of vaccinati<Hi, 
but only about one-fourth the .enrollment was present, and I or- 
dered the school closed, as there was a case of smallpox only two 
doors remote. 

In all there were about fifteen cases of smallpox in West Baden 
and vicinity, and with the exception of the one case above referred 
to, Charles Breedlove, the baggageman, there are no cases in the 
hoteL 
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This evening I also gave another street lecture in French Lick. 
I also understand that Mitchell, Ind., has quarantined against 
West Baden and Trench Lick. I expect to return home tomorrow, 
the 6tb.

REPORT OF VISIT ON ACCOUNT OP SMALLPOX, TO DELPHI AND 
PITTSBUKG. 

By Dr. A. W. Brayton. 

I visited Delphi on Wednesday and Thursday, December 9-10, 
and investigated smallpox there and in Pittsburg, an adjacent 
hamlet With me were Dr. W. R. Quick, health officer of Carroll 
County, and Charles C; Crampton, of Delphi. 

I first saw the editor of the Delphi Journal, Mr, V. L. Ricketts, 
who believes the real conditions should be published so as to aid 
suppression of contagious diseases. I left him the State rules, etc 

In Pittsburg we saw the first case, which was now well and quar- 
antine raised. Badly spotted but not pitted. This man brought 
tbe disease from Brookston, Tipton County. He infected young 
Prough, who lives with his father and mother. Their house was 
at once carded. Parents were vaccinated by Dr. Crampton. 

1. Charles Prough, age 21, infected. 

2. Charles Thompson, 21, of Pittsburg. 

3. Carl Clawson was infected from a town case. House was 

quarantined. 

In Delphi a restaurant keeper had tbe disease. It was diag- 
nosed as chickenpox, and the man, kept up his busine^ in the 
store, infecting his dishwasher, Maggie Lamar, sixteen years old, 
who was confined to her room with diagnosis of chickenpox. She 
was receiving company. . . Probably fropi these cases others will 
arise. I saw other exposed cases, but not as yet sick. Several 
cases had recovered without treatment or isolation. 

I called a meeting at tbe hotel parlor Wednesday, 7 p. m., of 
the school board, the health officers and tbe physicians, also editor. 
Ricketts. We discussed the situation for two hours. The school 
board determined to make vaccination compulsory, giving the 
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children until lie b^nnihg of th© n^ term to be vaccinated. 
The board of health will make this mandatory. The school super- 
intendent, Mr. Henderson, and the school principal, Mr. Engle- 
moD, were present at the meeting. There are 450 school children, 
all in one building. There are 40 high-school children, half of 
whom are pay students from adjoining villages and country. 

As this is die first 'epidemic in the town, it found the people 
not vaccinated. The people are very intelligent; the health officer, 
Dr. Quick, is capable, energetic, and conscientious. The diagnosis 
I made of smallpox was promptly accepted and vaccination began 
the same afternoon, with Mulford's virus. We vaccinated each 
other in our evening meeting. Dr. Carney had never secured a 
"take." I think cases will occur during the winter, as the exposure 
has been very great in the restaurant The disease is mild, from 
fiifty to three hundred lesions on the various patients. 

It. may be well to send some additional literature to the health 
officer to give the people. They were eager to get what I gave out, 
some fifty pieces.

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RBSOLUnONS RECOMMENDING THAT THE BYES AND EABS OF 
SCHOOL CHILDREN BE REGULARLY EXAMINED. 

Whereas, It is now known that a latfre percentage of school children 
have defective vision and hearing, and, for this reaeon many cities have 
itistituted regular examination of the e^es and ears of school children, and 
one State, Connecticnt, has made It obligator; by law, and, 

' Whereas, This very important matter has been neglected in the State 
of Indiana, to the detriment of the school children, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Secretary shall prepare a circular to the connty 
superintendents of schools, calling their attention to the Importance of the 
examination of the eyes and ears of school children, suggesting and urg- 
ing that said superintendent should take up this matter to the end that 
betterment will result in the matter of improving the eyes and ears of 
school children. And be it further 

Resolved, That It shall be tlie duty of all health officers to render all 
aid In their power to school authorities within their respective Jurisdic- 
tion, in regard to the matter which is herewith recommended.

The Secretary asked permission to have 20,000 sick room cards 
printed as follows : 

DIRECTIONS BY THE INDIANA STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, HOW 
TO MANAGE A SICK ROOM. 

1. Remove all carpets, drapery, clothing and furniture not needed. 

2. Ventilate well. If you don't ventilate the sick-room thoroughly, re- 
covery is greatly delayed, for bad air of itself makes well persons sick. 

3. The room, nurse and patient should be kept perfectly clean. Clean- 
liness greatly aids recovery. 

4. Admit no vlaitoi's without permission of the physician. 

B. Keep out flies, mosqnitoeB and other insects by screens and all 
practicable methods. Insects worry sick people, thus preventing recov- 
ery, and they also very frequentiy carry disease in their bite. 

G. Never allow a bad smell to exist. If free ventilation, sunshine 
and cleanliness do not keep out bad smells, then sprinkle dilute formalde- 
hyde (1 part formaldehyde to 50 of water) onto ihe carpet, or spray it Into 
the air with an atomizer. 

7. All body or bed clothing, towels, napkins, cloths, bandages, 
sponges, and also all dishes which have been In the sick-room must be dis- 
infected before being taken from the room, as per direction on other side 
of this card. 

8. Discharges from the sick, whether from tne mouth, bowels or blad- 
der, must always be received In a vessel containing a disinfectant. (See 
directions.) 

9. Consider that everything thSt has been brought Into the sick- 
room has bec&me Infected and carefully disinfect It before carrying out. 
.Uso, never leave a sick-room or eat without first washing hands with 
carbolic or other antiseptic soap. 
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■ DISINFECTION. 

Whenever a room has been occupied by a peraon elck wltb coosamp- 
tlon. diphtheria, scarlet fever, typboid fe%'er, smallpox, measles or whoop- 
Ing cough, it should be carefully dislnfectpd and all clothing and ardcIeB 
which have been In contact with the patient sbonld also be disinfected. 
If tbls were always done, there would be much less sickness, for then 
the seeds ot the diseases would -be killed and so prevented from cflustng 
more sicltnesB. Don't neglect to uielnfect after sickness; it will pay well. 
It would pay to disinfect at Intervals even If no sickness had existed. 



HOW TO DISINFECT. 

Washable Articles. — Into a tub or other receptacle of appropriate size, 
put enough water to cover the handkerchiefs, towels, napkins, sheets. 
blankets and other washable articles, and to each gallon of water used add 
one lluld ounce (two tablespoon fuls) of 40 per cent, formaldehyde solu- 
tion. Stir the water and formaldehyde together, and then put in the ar- 
ticles. Let Boiik for not less than one-half hour, then laundry as usual. 

Unwashable Articles, — Qnilts, comforts, pillows, mattresses, carpets, 
ijugs, clothing, etc.. may be disinfected by placing tbem In n tight room or 
In a room that Is itself to be disinfected, and then burning sulphur therein 
or filling the room with formaldehyde gas. The articles must be spread 
on chairs, clothes-racks, or otherwise disposed bo the gas may get at 
them. If sulphur is used, proceed as follows: 

By Sulphur. — -Place a tub containing about two inches of water in the 
room. Put two bricks in the tub and on them place a tin pan or a stone 
crock, and In thd pan or croCk place three pounds of sulphur for every 
1,000 cubic feet, now Qll (he room with steam by pouring hot water onto 
a red-hot brick or stone which may be placed in an Iron kettle in the room. 
When the loom is full of steam, pour a spoonful of alcohol or coal oil 
onto the sulphur and .set on fire. Immediately leave the room and close 
the floor. The sulphur is burned to a gas, and this gas, in the presence of 
the steam, kills all Infection. Sulphur gas without steatn Is worthless. 
Do not, on any account, leave out the steam. Sulphur candles, purchasable 
at drug-stores, are all right, if enough are used, but they are more expen- 
sive than ordinary sulphur and, of course, roust have steam as ordinary 

By Formaldehyde. — The room and contents may be disinfected by 
formaldehyde by burning formaldehyde candles in the room, or better, 
by filling the room with formaldehyde gas which Is evolved in a generator 
and passed into the room through a small pipe which projects through the 
key-hole. The steaming of the room is necessary for formaldehyde in- 
fection and must not be omitted. 

Whether disinfected by sulphur or formaldehyde, at the end of ten or 
twenty hours, open and air the room thoroughly; take out all the- articles. 
Including carpet, and submit them to air and sunshine for several days; 
then clean the floor, wood-work, bedstead, chairs, table, etc., with soap 
and hot water. The walls sbonld be repapered or calcimlned. 
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DisiufectioD of Clotbing or a Few Artli^tea. — Take au taipty truiik, 
woodeo box or wash boiler. On me bottom, lay any article, say a coat, 
coyer with an old towel or piece of wash goods, and sprinkle thereon two 
tablespoonfvilB of 40 per cent, formaldehyde solution. Then put in other 
articles, say a pair of troupers or a dress sliirt, cover as before, and again 
sprinkle two tablespoonfuls of formaldehyde. If there are enongh 'articles 
the boiler or trunk may be filled in this way.' Finally, put on the cover 
to tite boiler or close the trunk, and in ten hours open and hang out in 
the air and sunshine. If the smell of formaldehyde persists, a little aqua 
ammonia sprinkled on the clothes .will remove it. 

A Standard Disinfectant. — -Dissolve chloride of lime of the beat quali- 
ty in pure water in the proportion of six ounces to the gallon. Keep in 
a stone jar o[ jug. Use one quart of this solution for each discharge from 
a patient suffering from any contagious or infectious disease. Mis well 
and leave in the vessel for an hour or more before tlnowing into privy 
vault or water closet. The same for vomited matter. For a very copious 
discharge, especially in typhoid fever, use a larger quantity; and for solid 
or semi-solid matter, use the solution in double strength. Discharges 
from the mouth or thxoat should be received ink a cup half-full of the so- 
lution, and those from the uostrils upon soft cotton or linen rags, whliih 
should be immediately burned. ,

an InTestigatioh at my solicitation, that the (a>ndttion of the camps la very 
Jmd. In the condition tliey have been and are now, and are likely to con- 
tinue unless steps shall be taken to have the matter remedied, they are a 
constant menace not only to the population of the cami>s and the region 
about said camps, but to the whole Slate, by reason of the population 
of the camps being nomadic. I respectfully request that such, steps l>e 
taken aa will remedy the condition, and further suggest that the local 
authorities be directed to at once Investigate the conditions and see 
that they are put In and maintained In as sanitary condition as it is 
possible for such camps to be. Mr. McCormack reports that Mr.. Shutt 
is a very nice man a^d doubtless the health officers will have very little 
difficulty in having matters put in piMper condition. I have written Mr. 
Shutt this day saying to him that I should call the attention of the 
State Board of HealtL to the matter.

requested him to go to Lawreneeburg and malce a careful sanitary 
Inspeotion of the camps refwred to and to make such immedia.te rec- 
ommendations and orders as the conditions seemed to justify, and on his 
return to report to me the conditions found and the action taken with 
a view to such further action as may seem necessary. As It Is too late 
for him to reach Lawrenoeburg today in time to make an Inspection, I 
have advised tiiat he go on an early train Monday morning, and as soon 
aa his report is received, I will communicate the same to yon and will 
be glad to confer with you In reference to same or to call a meeting 
of the Board of Health to take such further action as may seem 
advisable.

Report read as follows and ordered spread of record ; 



To the State Board of Health: 

Gentlemen— There aj* seven camps In Indiana owned and controlled 
by the Shutt Improvement Company, five being in Dearborn County 
and two In Ripley County, on the line of the Big Four Railroad. The 
Indiana office of the company Is at Manchester, Dearborn County. 

Camp No. 1. Is west of Manchester abont one and one-half miles. 

Camp No. 2. Is west of Manchester about three miles. 

Camp No. 3. Is east of Manchester about one-half mile. 

Camp No. 4. la at I^awrenceburg Junction. 

Camp No. 5. Is west of Mancheswr about four and one-half miles. 

Camp No. 6. Is west of Welsbiu-g about one mile. 

Camp No. 7. Is at Guilford. Not used ut this date, March 7. 1904, 
yet about twenty-flve men under ii sub-contractor are working at Guil- 
ford. The men are quartered at private houses. 

Camp No. 1.— This camp was established In May, 1003. Its popula- 
tion vartee from day to day, the average being two hundred men. It 
1— Bd. af Rnlth. 
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Is located on a bill, Tanner's Creek being on one aide. There are 
thirty-two tents In this camp and all but two are sleeping tenta. The 
two exceptions are a kitchen and dlntng tent for the day laborers and a 
dining tent for engineers and tKisaes. The eeneral steeping tents are 
about thirty by twelve feet, most of them having board floors, but a 
few have earth floors. Sleeping bunks of two tlera are arranged on 
each side with passageway l»etw©en. The banks are provided with 
straw ticks and two to four shoddy blankets. There are no pillows 
nor bed linen. 

The tenta are heated with Sibley stoves. Two men usually occupy 
each bunk, the day force sleeping at night and the night. force during 
the day. The bunks are therefore used continually, no opportunity 
being offered for airing or cleaning the bedding or cleaning the bunks, 
except when the force is temporarily lessened by discharges or voluntary 
quitting. In most Instances the straw ticks are worn out or torn, 
and loose straw Alls the bunks. The blankets are filthy. It Is very 
probable that not a single bunk In the laborers' tents Is free from 
vermin, and certainly all are dirty, moat being filthy. The laborers 
spit npon the floor of the tents or Into or upon the bunks, and as all 
are chewers and smokers, and many have catarrh and colds, and as all 
are copious spitters, the accumulation of filth and Infection can best be 
imagined. Many tenta have large rents in them and a few have l>een on 
fire, thus making open places of greater or less area. The men complain 
of these openings, tiecause they admit rain, snow, wind and cold. On 
'account of the better ventilation afforded by the rents and holes, we 
believe them to be more advantageous than otherwise. Even with 
rents and holes present, the air In the tents was foul when occupied with 
their full quota of day aleepera. All of the laborers' . tents are filthy 
and infested with vermin. This condition would be expected when th^ 
character of the laborers— the greater number being hoboes— la consid- 
ered. It certainly Is true that very few of these men even think of bath- 
ing for months and many doubtless coutlnaally harbor vermin. Most of 
the men turn Into the bunks without removing even their outer clothing, ■ 
and many neglect to remove their boots or shoes. The bunks, there- 
fore, contain mud and such flith as may cling to boots and outer 
clothing. 

The Shutt Company furnishes tid wash basins and a bench outside 
of the dining tents, where hands and face may be washed, and each man 
must furnish his own soap and towels. In one tent, where thirty men 
lodged, not a single towel or a piece of soap was owned. In another tent, 
one man had a towel, a mere rag, but no soap. Some men, however, do 
have soap and towels and use them to some degree. 

Urine Is discharged any time and anywhere, and in Instances in 
the bunks. Each camp la provided with one or more privies or sink. 
At Camp No, 1 a large privy, entirely open in front, stands on the Hide 
of the hill, but as there Is no pit beneatli, the excreta flows down the 
hillside. 

The tents inhabited by the engineers and bosses were always floored 
and tidy. Most of them had cots Instead of bunks, and towels, soap and 
other toilet facilities were always In sight. 
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Tbe KitcheDs and Dining: TeDta.— Tbe kitchens and dining tente are 
managed b? men, and are not clean, and on account of their coDBtrnc- 
tlon can not be kept clean. Some have board floora and some earth 
floors. In one end oC the dining-tent a.t Camp No. 1 waa a good sized 
mud bole. All garbage and slops are thro-wn on tbe ground, near the 
kitchen tents. The masaea of grarbage were frozen at tbe time of tbe 
Inspection. 

Camp No. 3.— Tbe population of this camp numbers seventy. It Is on 
high, rolling ground and Is In every respect like No. 1. The aleeping 
tents, hitcben, and dining tents are exactly the same, also tbe general 
conditions. Indeed, we were assured oy Ur. G. F. Smltb, surgeon and 
physician for the gbutt Company, tbat to see one camp la to see them all. 
It la for tbia reason we did not think It neceaaary to iuapeot tbem all. 

Suinmary.— Tbe Shutt camps are very unsanitary and badly need 
sanitary control. Tbe laboring men Inhabiting these tents are moatly of 
tbe hobo variety. Such are ordinarily and usually uoclean, vermin- 
rtdden, and clothed In garments which are old, badly worn and dirty. 
Many emitted odors which were noticeable at an appreciable distance. 
Several different nationalities are represented, private diseases prevail. 
and law and order are not well observed. All of these facts are given 
with the idea of making plain tbe' fact tbat tbe unsanitary conditions 
described are mostly due to tbe men- tbemselves, and also to make , 
it plain that sanitary rules or orders to be practicable must be issued 
with tbeae facta In view. 

Recommendations.— We recommend that orders be Issued by the 
State Board of Health to the Shntt Improvement Company, commanding: 
Tbat the blankets and straw ticks of' tbe laborers' camps be steamed 
and wasbed: tbat all old straw be removed from the bunks and burned. 
and fresh straw provided; that garbage accumulations be covered with 
earth and that all garbage hereaXter be buried in pits every day; tbat 
privies be provided that stand over pits, and tbat every day all accumula- 
tions be covered with earth, tbe privies being removed and placed over 
new pits as fast as old pits are fllled up; that good facilitlea be provided 
€or tbe washing of faces and hands, also that bathing tents be 
provided where "all-over" batha may be taken; and tbat proper rulea 
shall be issued imposing a fine upon any man who befouls tents or 
bunke and does not use tbe privies. We also recommend that vaccination 
be required as a condition of employment Tbe moat essential sanitary 
measure which should be Immediately enforced is tbe" proper disposal 
of excreta and garbage, for, with the coming of warm weather, fermenta- 
tion and putrefaction will appear, producing bad odors and noxious 
gases and general unhealthy conditions. With tbe warm weather wouid 
also come flies and other Inaecta to distribute abroad flltb, infection and 
poisons.

To the County Board of Health of Ripley Counly: 

Whereas, It ie true tliat the campa for laborers, known as the 
Shutt Improvement Company camps, situated In Ripley County, Indiana, 
are exceedingly unsanitary and the conditions there existing seriously 
threaten public health and the same is in a state of nuisance, therefore, 
the Ripley County Board of Health Is directed by the State Board of 
Health, without delay, to carry otit. enforce and maintain the following 
rules and regulation)) of the Indiana Btate Board of Health, passed March 
12, 1904: 

BegulaHon No. 1. The Shutt Improvement Company shall be re- 
quired to establish and maintain a strict sanitary condition of their vari- 
ous camps located In Ripley County. 

Regulation No. 2. In order to secure proper sanitary conditions 
requked In Regulation 1, the State Board of Health directs the Ripley 
County Board of Health to adopt and enforce without unnecessary 
delay, the following rules and regulations, which are based upon an 
official sanitary survey of said camps. The rules and regulations which 
tlie Ripley County Board of Health Is directed to adopt and enforce are 
as follows: 



Rule No. 1. All blankets and emptied straw ticks of the Shutt Im- 
provement Company's laborers' camps In Ripley County shall be steamed 
and washed; all old straw taken from the bunks and burned, and the 
bunks thoroughly cleaned, sprayed with a 10 per cent, solution of for- 
maldehyde, and' treated with an etftclent insect poison, and this shall 
he repeated as frequently as Is necessary or as may be ordered by the 
counly board officer. 

Rule No. 2. All garbage accumulations now existing in said camps 
sh.iU be well covered with earth, and hereafter all garbage shall be buried 
dally. 

Privies shall be provided with pits beneath, into which 
excreta shall be received, and every day the accumulations of excreta 
in the pits shall have thrown npon tbem sufficient earth to absorb the 
same and keep away flies and other Insects; and when the privy pits 
nve completely tilled, new pits shall be dug and the privies placed over 
them, and the covering of excreta with earth continued. 
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Rule No. 4. Proper and sufficient facilities sliall be provided for the 
washing of facea and hands. 

Rule No. 5. I'be Shutt Improvement Company la ordered and re- 
quired to maintain Its lahorers' camps that are in Kipley County In good 
sanitary condition, and to that end sanitary rules ehail be adopted, 
poHteil and enforced by said company Imposing dlschai^e, fine, or other 
proper punlBhment upon any man who pollutes the tents, bunks or camp 
ground, or who occupies the bunks without removing his boots or shoes 
and outer clothing, and no person who Is unprotected against smallpox 
to the satisfaction of the county health officer or his deputy shall be 
employed.

Rule No. 5. The Sbutt Improvement Company Is ordered and re- 
quired to maintain Its laborers' camps that are In Dearborn County In 
good sanitary condition; and to that end sanitary rules shall be adopted, 
poHtcd and enforced by said company imposing discharge, fine or other 
proper punishment upon any man who pollutes the tents, bunks, or camp 
grauuds, or who occupies the bunk without. removing his boots or shoes 
and outer clothing, and no person who is not protected against smallpox 
to the satisfaction of the county health officer or his deputy shall be 
employed. 

' Rule No. C. Any person or persons or any corporation disobeying or 
disregarding these rules, shall be prosecuted according to law. 

Rule No. 7. As an emergency exists, these rules shall be enforced 
upon passage by the Dearborn County Board of Health.

REPORT OF INSPECTION. 

March 19, 1904. 
American Box Board and Paper Company, Yorktown, Ind. — ■ 
This plant is situated on the east side of White River about threo- 
fourths of a mile east of the town of Yorktown, The conditions 
about the plant are first-class in every respect. The settling beds 
are between the river and the plant, conformed to the trend of the 
river, and comprise about fifteen acres. The north half of these 
beds are in use at this time and are overflown slightly at floodgate, 
on account of the melting snow and heavy rains which had filled 
it from the hillsides and ravines adjoining. A sample of the water 
emptying into the river at this gate was taken and is submitted 
for examination. At the present stage of water in the river, I 
would suggest that this plant be allowed to open the floodgates and 
allow the ponds to be drawn. Ordinarily there is no overflow at 
' all, as the settling beds seem to be beds of coarse sand and gravel 
which allow the water to drain without hindrance. 

I would recommend that a permit bo granted as per petition.

REPOIIT OF INSPECTION. 

March 19, 1904. 
American Box Board and Paper Company, Munele, Jnd. — This 
plant is situated on the north side and adjacent to White River. 
There are seven settling beds for waste water, five of whicji, adja- 
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co»t to (lie plant, are from one-half to three acres each, and the 
other two divided into large beds of about twenty-two acres each, 
giving a total of about forty-five to fifty acres lying along, and 
conforming to, the trend of the river bank. These beds were well 
filled at the time of inspection, owing in a large measure to the 
melting snow and ice and the heavy rains. The first five beds are 
simply settling beds. The two large ones are filter beds of gravel 
underlaid with tile. At this time the river is so full that the 
ouUet til.e are covered, and the waste water is held in the filter 
beds. Not being able to obtain a sample from the tile outlet, I 
got some water from the last filter bed and submit it for examiija- 
tion. The superintendent also promised to forward a sample of 
the water taken from the outlet tile when the river reaches a stage 
low enough to obtain it. I would suggest that he be allowed to 
open the floodgates and allow the beds to be drained while the 
river is at' its present stage. The plant was in first-class condition 
in every respect. I recommend that a permit be granted as per 
petition.

Whereas, The State Board of Health has duly inspected said stream 
at and below the point proposed for discharge and has found and finds 
that under certain conditions and treatment said refuse and liquors may 
be discharged into White River without nuisance and without injury to 
the public. 

Therefore, tbe State Board of Health of Indiana, as by law provided, 
grants the following permit, tQ wit: 
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First' Tlie yellow liquors as they proceed from, the mill Bball be 
passed tbrougb the nine settling ponds which are provided, and the 
liquors from the last settling pona shall be conducted Into the large filter- 
ing pond, and tbe liqnors which pass tbrougb the gravel and tile filters 
may be directly dischai^ed Into Wblte EUver during tbe life of this 
permit. 

Second. Whenever tbe stage of water In White River la high, tbe 
river being in flood, tbe sediment In tbe settling ponds may be dis- 
charged, gradually and in sucb a way as not to burden the stream, and 
this shall be done only by consent of and In the presence of tbe county 
health officer of Delaware County or bis deputy. 

This penult expiree December 31, 1904, being operative from the date 
of its passage.

SECOND REGULAR QUARTERLY MEETING. 

April 8, 1904. 

In this meeting the business and affairs of the first calendar 
quarter were considered.

Called to order by President Wishard at 3 p. m. 

Minutes of the prior regular and the special meeting of March 
12 read and approved. 

Secretary's report for the quarter ending March 31 read and 
ordered spread of record. 



REPORT OF SECRETARY FOR FIRST CALENDAR 
QUARTER. 

The quarter ending March 31, 1904, presents the highest death 
rate of any like period since statistics have been collected. Pneu- 
monia was extra prevalent, so also was tuberculosis. The follow- 
ing table shows the situation : 
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A careful studv of tlie climatic conditions leads to the conclu- 
sion that tlie increase is not due to the severe weather, for in 
1901, when the pneumonia deaths were 21 fewer, the weather was 
comparatively mild, while for the same quarter in 1904 the 
weather was blustering and cold. Only as to prevalence of measles 
and influenza, and as to ages, were the two periods similar, the 
increased deaths appearing mostly among children under five 
years. This leads to the conclusion that very probably the increase 
in pneumonia was due to the increased prevalence of measles and 
grip, the pneumonia appearing as a sequel.

By comparison with corresponding quarter in the preceding 
year, there appears — 

Cases, a decrease of 67.8 per cent 
Deaths, a decrease of 71.8 per cent. 
Area invaded, a decrease of 32.9 per cent 

On January 28 the Supreme Court handed down a decision 
in the case of Hendershot versus Bennett, from Perry County, 
in which the amendments of 1899 to the health law of 1891 were 
decided unconstitutional. This decision rests entirely upon the 
fact that the engrossing clerk failed to copy the title of the original 
act into the hill carrying the amendments. This throws us back 
onto the law of 1891, which is weak in the extreme. Already at 
this date confusion is appearing in the statistical returns and 
many new and inexperienced officers are being appointed. 

The School for Feeble-Minded Yoiith at Fort Wayne applied 
to have four water analyses made to determine the sanitary stand- 
ing of the institution water supply. The work was done at the 
Secretary's expense, and the following correspondence and analytic 
report are self explanatory:

BACTBBIOLOGICAI.. 

Each sample was tested for the presence of auspicious bacteria, tbat 
is, bacteria whicli act like bacteria from liuman bowels. Th^ findings 
were: 

Sample No. 1. only harmless bacteria. 

Sample No. 2, suspicious forms. 

Sample No. 3. suspicious forms. 

'Sample No. 4, suspicious forms. 

RBMAKKS. 

Sample No. 1 passes Imtti tiie chemical and bacteriological tests and 
is therefore pronounced a good drinking water. 

Samples Nos. 2, 3, 4. by cbemlcal tests, show the presence of nitrites,. 
and tills means they contain fermentable matters, wbich fact does not 
count in their favor. The bacteriological tests discover the presence of 
suspicious bacteria in great numbers, and this counts decidedly against 
the samples. They therefore can not be set down as safe drinking 
waters.

Mr. A. E. Carroll, Ft. Wayne, Ind.: 

Dear Sir— I have made a very careful study of the four samples of 
water which you submitted and enclose hei-ewith the data of myanalyses 
together with certain remarks which are warranted by my study and 
figures. The sample marked "Colonial Well" is certainly all right. I am 
sure this is'a deep well, iiecause its water is of the composition generally 
found In deep wells. I was surprised to find nitrites present in the other 
three samples In considerable quantities. 

Some sanitary chemists go so far as to say that waters which carry 
nitrites are almost certainly polluted and should not be used for drinking. 
All other chemical points determined in samples 2. 3 and 4 are in nowise 
against them. When, however, we consider the bacteriological findings, 
we are constrained to conclude that these samples represent a supply 
which is not safe for di-Inking purposes. Will yon not be so kind as to 
let me have a description of the source of each sample? I would like 
aiso to know if there lias ever been the least suspicion drawn upon Nos. 
2, 3 and 4. Close observation frequently discovers that wliat is supposed 
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to be pure wntei', not iHfreqiiently catisea slight stomach and bowel cUb- 
turbancee. Such waters carry minute amountB of toiias, which are the 
products of material action upon organic matter which they contain. 
An excellent rough test, in such inetancea, Is for any person, who is 
■willing to try tie esperiuient, to dduk one or two pints of the water 
and see whether or not It gives a sense of fullness. Perfectly pnre water, 
though taken in quantities sufficient to distend the stomach, will be 
quickly absorbed and will not give the feeling described as " a sense of 
fullness." You have undoubtedly in the slimmer time met with instances 
where people, seemingly well, have vomited freely after their noon or 
evening: meal. This may be caused by toxins in the food or by toxins 
In the water which is drank with the meal. More frequently, it is the 
latter cause. All users of the water are not affected alike because they 
are not all equally susceptible. Some have strong, vigorous digestion and 
good powers of elimination, while others are not so blessed. The last 
class are the ones who are affected. 

I think 'that the rcHults of the analyses Indicate that a mote thor- 
ough investigation should be made, and I recommend a second set of 
analyses. In regard to my analyses of these samples, permit me to say 
the work la done at my own expense, and If possible, i would like to 
be paid cost price. 

You know we are not provided with a laboratory in which public 
work can be done froe of chaise. We have made strong efforts to secure 
such a necessary adjunct to health work, but have so far failed.

Id addition to these ■water analyses the following were made, 
also at the expense of the Secretary: 

Twenty-four sputum examinations were made for various phy- ' 
sicians over the State, Of these, nineteen ■were positive and five 
nega"tive. Twelve diphtheria cultures were received. One was 
overgrown, nine were positive and two were negative. 

On account of extra work attending the tabulation of the statis- 
tics of 1903, it was necessary to require an extra half hour's work 
daily from the office force. As a legal day's work in Indiana is 
eight hours, and as eight and one-half hours have heen required 
during the quarter, the force requests a proper allowance for^ the 
extra time. The extra time for th§ whole force amounts to 150 
hours. 

AH orders, as directed by the special meeting of March, in 
r^ard to the Shutt camps on the Big Four Railroad, were 
promptly served. As the one camp in Ripley County was aban- 
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doned it was not necessary for the Ripley County officer to serve 
the required orders. Dr. A. T. Fagaly, health officer of Dearborn 
County, reports that the orders of the State Board were promptly 
adopted by the Dearborn County board and then immediately 
served. The officers of the Shutt Company expressed satisfaction 
at being specifically directed in the sanitary conduct of their camps 
and promised to immediately carry out every provision.

NEW CAS'J.'LB. 

January 13. — I visited New Castle in order to deliver a lecture 
before the Henry County Earmers' Institute. I arrived early in 
the afteiTioon, visited the high school and gave a short ten minutes' 
talk to the high school studenta upon the State Board of Health and 
its work. In ^e evening at the opera house, which I am glad to 
say was crowded and much standing-room in demand, I gav^ an 
illustrated lecture, raititled, "Sealth on the Farm." The lecture 
was well received, for a unanimous vote of thanks was given after 
several complimentary speeches were made by members of the 
Farmers' Institute. 

EVANSVILLE. 

I visited Evansville January 17, on account of an outbreak of 
smallpox in the insane hospital. Dr. Laughlin, superintendent, 
telephoned that what he believed to be smallpox in mild form had 
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broken out in the institution and he deaircd the lielp and advice o/ 
the State Board. I immediately wont to Evansville and visited 
the asylum. I found five cases of smallpox among the inmates. 
These were removed to tents, placed out in the grounds and made 
very comfortable. Every inmate of the institution, including serv- 
ants and officers, were then vaccinated. This was the end of the 
outbreak, for no more cases appeared. 



January 20, — I visited Lagro, in Wabash County, on account of 
smallpox. The health officer of the county, Dr. Doraer, wrote two 
letters and also telephoned once asking help from the board. He 
reported that smallpox had existed at Logro for some time, that 
the doctors there would not acknowledge it was smallpoj^, and alto- 
gether, a deplorable condition existed. Upon arrival at Lagro, 
with Dr. Domer, I visited the public schools, and found that the 
principal of the schools had just recovered from smallpox, and 
furthermore, that several cases had existed among the children. 
After this, we visited iive houses and found smallpox in every 
house. The health officer, Dr. Bloomer, is not efficient He had 
no quarantine cards, had not distributed the smallpox circulars 
which had been furnished him, and had never read his book of in- 
structions. Indeed, he had forgotten that such a book had ever 
been furnished to him, and it was only by hunting around in his 
office that I found it. He declared he had not seen it before, I 
was told this officer was addict^ to the use of drugs and liquor. 
This man, I believe, is totally unfit to be health officer, and I very 
candidly told this to the town board of trustees. The trustees 
themselves did not wish to. believe that smallpox existed in the 
town, but when informed that the healtii officers were to judge the 
matter and they had nothing to do but to consider it smallpox and 
proceed accordingly, they promised to do everything the law com- 
manded. Dr. Domer was instructed to look after the town care- 
fully and see that the law and the rules were fulfilled. In a report 
since then he states that, from the time of my visit, all went well. 
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THE ANTI-TUBERCULOSIS EXPOSITION HELD UNDER THE AUS- 
PICES OP THE TUBERCULOSIS COMMISSION UP MARY- 
LAND IN BALTIMORE DURING THE WEEK 
COMMENCING JANUARY 25, 1904. 

Eecently the Maryland l^slature passed a law making an ap- 
propriation to pay the expenses of investigating tuberculosis in the 
State of Maryland. A commission of six was appointed .wilii Dr. 
Wm, S, Thayer as president and Mr. John M. Glenn, secretary. 
The duty of this commission was to make a report concerning tu- 
berculosis in the State of Maryland and append it to any recom- 
mendations which might be proper. This tuberculosis commission 
immediately associated itself with the Maryland Stat© Board of 
Health and the Maryland Public Health Association. It was final- 
ly decided to hold a tuberculosis exposition, which, as said, opened 
January 25 for one week. 

■ This exposition was entitled, "An Objective Presentation to tlie 
People of Maryland of the History, Distribution, Varieties. 
Causes, Cost, Prevention and Cure of Tuberculosis." The pro- 
gram was carried out exactly. On Monday evening, January 25, 
the exposition opened in McCoy hall of Johns Hopkins University. 
This hall has a seating capacity of 1,200, Every seat was occupied 
and the standing room in the rear was entirely taken up. It is es- 
timated that probably 200 people were turned away. 

Dr. Thayer first introduced Governor Warfield, who evidently 
had informed himself thoroughly upon the importance of combat- 
ing the public enemy known as tuberculosis. He expressed him- 
self as favoring any reasonable measure which could be advanced, 
having for its object tlie suppression cf tuberculosis, spreading de- 
struction on every hand. Mayor McClain was also evidently well 
informed in regard to the importance of fighting the common ene- 
my, for he, too, declared that he would gladly support any reason- 
able measures which might be proposed. 

A notable speech was made by Dr. Osier, who deapribed in vivid 
terms the horrors of tuberculosis, and its awful destruction. He 
said, however, a worse disease existed in Baltimore and Maryland 
and it also prevailed throughout the United States. This disease 
was apathy. Until apathy could be overcome, it would be impos- 
sible to effectively fight the monster, consumption. Mr. Frederick 
Hoffman, of Newark, N. J., the well known insurance statistician, 

6-Bd, of Hwtth. 
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closed the meeting with an address entitled, "The Statistical Laws 
of Tuberculosis." This address was notable, being a careful com- 
pilation of insurance statistics and setting forth fully the chances 
in life caused by tuberculosis. At the close of this meeting the ex- 
position WAS formally opened. 

Upon entering the hall, the first thinfj to direct attention was a 
"Fisher Tent," invented by Prof. Fishor, professor of political 
economy at Yale University^ This gentlenian had acquired tu- 
berculosis and cured himself by outdoor life. He devised several 
tents, improved them from time to time, and now has a perfect in- 
vention. There is no patent on the tent and any one is free to con- 
struct it. A fine collection of old publications upon tuberculosis, 
dating back to views of Ilippoeratea, the father of medicine, and 
some valuable old engravings of famous investigators of the dis- 
ease, were on exliibition. ' These books and portraits l)elong to Dr. 
Wm. Osier, Dr. II. Barton Jacobs, Dr. D, R, Lyman and Dr. 
Lewis V. Haniman. There were over one hundred volumes in all. 
Among thorn was "The Pathology of Phthisis," by Anderson, who 
was the iirsfc to give a correct description of the pathology of tu- 
bercle. Still another work was by Lannec. Lannec's own stetho- 
scope, now owned by Dr. Osier, was on exhibition. 

Many of the American and European sanatoria were exhibited. 
This was accomplished by photc^aphs, elevations of buildings, 
plans of grounds,, charts, maps and diagrams. A most striking 
sanatoriiim was the one established and maintained by the Inval- 
idity Insurance Company of Germany, this company finding it 
more profitable to cure consumptive patients at its own expense 
than to pay their life insurance. 

AVe may especially mention the Adirondack Sanatorium at Sa- 
ranae Lake, New York, under the superin tendency of the weli- 
known Dr. Trudcau. Dr. Trudcau when a young man, smitten ■ 
with tuberculosis, determined to adopt the outdoor treatment for 
consumption. He found his way to Saranac Lake, a point 42 
miles from any railroad. Here he lived out of doors for many 
months and recovered his health. He graduated in medicine and 
established the now famous Saranac Lake Sanatorium, which is a 
property valued at $350,000. Dr. Trudeau has not made one cent 
for his own pocket out of this, but has given the work of 30 years 
for the humanitarian piirposc of saving human life from tuln^roi- 
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losis. Such knowlei^, persistence, intelligence and tact as is 
possessed by this man would have made him a captain of industry 
had he chosen to devote his life to self^ rather than to the benefits 
of others. 

The Miisfeoka Sanatorium at Gravenhurst, Canada, was repre- 
sented hj Dr. J. H. Elliott, superintendent. Many things exhibit- 
ed had been made by patients. The exhibits consisted of models, of 
shingled-roof tents for outdoor life, photographs, plans, typewrit- 
ten bills of fare, and a book full of names of patients who had 
studied the rich flora of the r^on in the spring time, cataloguing 
the flowers and plants they found. The sanatorium is situated at 
the southeast end of Muskoka Lake, a body of water 20 miles long 
and 10 miles wide. 

The Millett Sanatorium at East Bridgewater, Mass., was repre- 
sented by its founder. Dr. Millett He exhibited a model of the 
frame sleeping shack which bears his name. This shack must al- 
ways face to the south and is entirely open on that side. It is 
raised six feet above the ground, has windows on the side and in 
the rear, thus furnishing absolutely perfect ventilation. The per- 
son who sleeps in this shack virtually sleeps out of doors. 

The sanatorium at Oderbui^, Grermany, was represented by pho- 
tf^aphs, plans and statistics. One of the largest exhibits was 
made by the Massachusetts State Sanatorium, Dr. W. E, Mark- 
ley, superintendent As we know, this is the only State sanato-, 
rium for consumptives in the United States, but the one in Rhode 
Island is rapidly approaching completion. Stony Wold Sanato- 
rium at Kushaqua Lake, N. Y. ; the h(tepital for diseases of lungs. 
Chestnut Hill;>Philadelphia ; AVhite Haven Sanatorium, Connecti- 
cut; the Bedford Sanatorium for consumptives, West Chester 
Coilnty, New York, were all represented. 

The tuberculosis statistics for the last ten years of Michigan and 
Minnesota were exhibited in attractive popular form. The tubercu- 
losis statistics of Indiana for the last four years, tlie entire period 
of collection of the same, were exhibited by graphic, charts. In the 
Baltimore exhibit were photographs of houses where tuberculosis 
had prevailed for a number of years, giving exact facts in regard to 
the same, thus bringing forward prominently the truth that houses 
must be disinfected in which this disease occurs if the combat 
against it is to be successful. Photographs of tenements and sweat- ■ 
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sbopB were also presented, togetlier with Btatiatics and plans and 
Bpecifications of the proposed Maryland State Hospital. It will be 
noticed tiiat the name propoeed does not contain the word con- 
sumption, this being left out on purpose, as is also the case in Mas- 
saclmsetts. Rhode Island will also simply call her institution 
"The State Hospital." 

The Loomis Sanatorium presented some interesting features 
which the other institutions omitted. One was die classification 
which was as follows: 

1. Early cases with mild symptoms. 

2. Early cases with severe symptoms. 

3. Advanced eases with favorable symptomsi. 

4. Advanced, with unfavorable symptoms. 

5. Long-standing cases; fibrosis predominating, 

6. Long-Standing cases; ulceration predominating. 

The classification of discharged patients was as follows: 

1. Apparently cured. 

2. Disease arrested. 

A large placard on the wall, signed by Oder, was headed : 
"How shall we combat the bad sanitary conditions in homes 1" 
This question was answered : 

1. By an educational campaign in the homes carried out by 
the board of health and a staff of trained visitors. 

2. By compulsory notification. 

3. By enlarging the powers of health "boards so as to deal effi- 
ciently with the question of disinfection. 

4. By attention to housing of the poor, proper control of tene- 
ments and r^;ulation as to number of persons in each room. 

5. All vacated homes to be made sanitary before reoccupation. 

6. By condemning all that are not sanitary. 

Various mottoes were placed high upon the wall on canvas and 
artistically painted. One was in rhyme as follows: 
"Whilst meagre phthisis gives a silent blow. 
Her strokes are sure, but her advances alow. 
No loud alarms, nor fierce assaults are shown; 
She storms the fortress first, then takes llie town." 
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One exhibit "yas devoted to placards and bulletins prohibiting 
spitting as prescribed in the cities of New York, Boston, Omaha, 
Denver and other places. Of these Boston seemed to outdo all 
other cities with a placard two feet long. It read aa follows : 

"Yon are violating the law against spitting. You are subject to 
imprisonment or fine, or both. By order of the Board of Health." 
"Sputistics." This was the title under which Dr. Fulton, the 
able secretary of the Maryland Board of Health, gave certain 
counts of sputum defacements around the city hall. In these sta- 
tistics ordinary tobacco spits were not counted ; only those that had 
the forbidding appearance which resembles the conaumptive spu- 
tum. Bacteriological examination disclosed the tubercle bacilli 
quite frequently. The counts ran into thousands and were present- 
ed in a most interesting way. 

On Tuesday evening Dr. Lawrence F. Flick, of Philadelphia, 
superintendent of the Henry Phipps Institute for the Investiga- 
tion, Cure and Prevention of Tuberculosis, delivered an address 
entitled, "House Infection of Tuberculosis." On tiie stage were 
Henry Phipps, the multi-millionaire, who had made the institute 
possible. He will give in all $5,000,000 for this institute. Five 
hundred thousand are immediately available. Other gentlemen 
upon the stage were Drs. Welch, Osier, Jacobs, Abel, Eavenel, Sal- 
mon, Potter and President Eemsen, of Johns Hopkins University ; 
Richet, Elebs, Babcock, Bowdit«h, Elliott and Kenyoun. It was 
Dr. Flick's endeavor to show in his address the great part which 
houses take in propagating tuberculosis. His message was : . "!No 
one need get tuberculosis, and, having gotten it, one need not die of 
it" He pointed out that the principal essential condition for its 
contraction is an enclosure, and without it contagion is unlikely. 
The house is the granary of tuberculosis outside of the patient or 
"host," as he is called. Sunlight, air and water are its enemies, 
for the bacillus has a short life in the air. Even when not killed 
by the elements the bacillus is weakened and often rendered pow- 
erless. Within the house, where no sunlight or air can get to them, 
-the bacilli remain dry and their vital force is unimpaired, even 
when ground to powder. It is a helpless organism, except under 
certain conditions, and a striking scientific fact in the economy of 
nature that the germ to a large extent aids in making its own fa- 
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vorable eonditiona by the chilliness, malaise and general helpless- 
ness which make the victim seek cover, feeling that his condition 
will be improved, when it is the fresh air which he really needs to 
kill the germ. The disease comes upon the victim through such 
house contagion generally, malnutrition or a "run down condition" 
opening the way. 

The address of Dr. Flick was delivered at 5 p. m. That evening 
at a dinner given by Dr. Osier, Mr. Pbipps presented the host a 
check for hventy thousand dollars, without conditions, simply tak- 
ing the word of Dr. Osier that it would be applied to outdoor con- 
sumptive patients, patients at the Johns Hopkins Hospital. 

Wednesday evening two notable addresses were given. The first 
by Dr. Ravenel, of Philadelphia, entitled "Bovine Tuberculosis a 
Factor in Human Tuberculosis." The second was by Dr. Salmon, 
"Some Observations on the Tuberculosis of Animals." The re- 
searches and publications o£ these two gentlemen have completely 
overthrown the contention of Dr. Koch, which he advanced in the 
international tuberculosis congress o£ 1901. Dr. Ravenel showed 
that even when infection takes place through the intestines, the 
first and oldest lesion shows in the lungs, and in ten animals which 
he experimented upon tubercle bacilli were found in eight, showing 
that the tubercle bacilli can pass through the perfectly healthy in- 
testine without leaving any trace or mark of its passage, and this 
takes place in a short space of tima "When we remember," said 
Dr. Ravenel, "tliat the chyle goes directly into the thoracic tract 
and is thrown into the circulation near the heart, from which it 
passes to the lungs immediately, we can understand that infection 
from the intestines may readily show itself first in the lung." He 
showed a phot<^aph o£ the remains of a guinea pig inoculated 
with tuberculosis material which, says he, "I think justifies me in 
saying that tubercle bacilli pass through the intestines in lai^ 
numbers." He said that he would strongly endorse the statement 
of Villemi that cattle perpetuate tuberculosis. 

Dr. Salmon's article was carefully written and very conserva- 
tive. He reviewed the classical experiments which he has conduct- 
ed, and agreed with Ravenel that it is now positively proven that 
human beings may be infected with tuberculosis by drinking milk 
from animals infected with the disease and eating tuberculosis 
flesh which is not thoroughly cooked. These two addresses were 
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somewhat technical, yet the lay audience remained and heard them 
throngh with quiet and courteous interest, 

A truly popular address was delivered by the famous Dr. Knopf 
of New York, entitled, "Pulmonary Consumption and the Possi- 
bility of Its Eradication, Through the Combined Action of a Wise _ 
Government, Well-Trained Physicians and an Int*^lligent People." 
Dr. Knopf evidently caught his audience, for they became very en- 
thusiastic, and when he sat down he was made to appear to tlie 
front of the platform and bow his acknowledgments. 

On Friday evening the address was by Geo. Adami, professor of 
pathol<^, McGill University, Monti-eal, The subject was, "Facts, 
Half-Truth, and the Truth About Tuberculosis." Dr. Welch in- 
troduced him as one of the most eminent pathologists of tlie world. 
This is certainly a high compliment, when we remember that Dr. 
Welch never uses extravagant language in expressing himself. Dr. 
Adami's lecture was of necessity somewhat technical. He made a 
brief historical review of the history of tuberculosis, to make possi- 
ble a consideration of the principal theories which he wished to 
correlate and view in the light of the wonderful and almost icono; 
clastic discoveries of the last ie\v years. He advanced rapidly 
through the half-truths of the older clinicians and led his audience 
up to the most important ideas about tuberculosis, but insisting 
that the truth itself was oven yet to be devoutly wished for and se- ■ 
riously and laboriously worked for. "The unity of the tubercle 
bacillus throughout the animal kingdom is one of the great themes 
in which medical men are engaged at present To-day so fast is 
the accumulation of facts that have been garnered in every depart- 
ment of human interest, that to keep abreast of all the advances be- 
ing recorded in any large branch of science is a vain dream." Con- 
tinuing, he said : "This is eminently true of medicine. We have 
reached with vengeance the days of specialism, and so great is the 
outpouring of facts and of new articles regarding the one subject of 
tuberculosis that it-is impossible for any one to pose as an authori- 
ty upon this subject, unless his whole time is devoted to it I do 
not come to you as an authority upon tuberculosis. Indeed, but 
for the insistence of our friend, Dr. Osier, I would not be upon 
this platform. I have no new facts to bring before you, no record 
of personal ohs^vations that I am prepared to announce. I still 
remember the old warning of Hippocrates, a warning that appeals 
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especially to medical men, coming as it does from the father of 
medicine himself, that experience is fallacious and judgment diffi- 
cult. ■ I would try to point out how in the past, and in the very re- 
cent past, in this subject of tuberculosis, experiences prove falla- 
cious; how during the last twenty years conclusions which ap- 
peared to be absolute and sure, based upon exact observations, have 
been proved to be faulty, or at least imperfect ; and now, therefore, 
it is the part of a wise man to have an open mind and to be pre- 
pared to find that which he has regarded as settled, may, through 
fuller knowledge, be found unsettled ; to find we must weigh evi- 
dence with the greatest care and be most cautious in arriving at 
conclusions. Only a comparatively short time ago the infectious 
nature of tuberculosis was strenuously denied by most medical 
men; in 1880 and 1881 the communicability of the disease was be- 
ing thought over at the meetings of medical associations." The 
great achievement of establishing the fact of the communicability 
of tuberculosis Dr. Adami gave in some detail. He reviewed the 
fact that Behring is strongly 'of the opinion that the principal 
source of tuberculosis is the milk on which infants are fed. Dr. 
Adami used this as a potent argument for l^slation about the 
proper inspection of cattle, for as Bebring holds, there is a greater 
liability for infection by bovine tuberculosis than by human. The 
speaker, however, expressed himself as inclined to believe that 
Behring's position on this point was somewhat insecure in that it 
is not now believed that bovine tubercle bacilli are any more read- 
ily implanted in the system than human bacilli. In passing, it 
may be remarked that Salmon and Ravenel agreed heartily with 
Behring, for, in general, as already related, the experiments of 
these gentlemen and recent studies by Theobald Smith plainly' 
prove that bovine tubercular bacilli readily pass through the intes- 
tine without leaving a scar, appearing in the fluids of the thoracic 
duct, and readily prodiicing lesions in the lung tissue. In illus- 
tration of the value of reeii^izing half-truths Dr. Adami said: 
"But why, it may be asked, trouble so much about arriving at the 
exact truth ? We admit that bovine tuberculosis is transmissible 
to man ; that is suflicient, and once this is recognized, the duty of 
the government and of the people is obvious. What is more, all the 
advances so far had been made by the recognition of half-truths, 
even in biology. No man will grant more freely than I do that if 
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the legislation regarding bovine tuberculoais was based upon an 
imperfect conception regarding the relative frequency of the con- 
veyance of the disease from cattle to man, that l^slation has con- 
stituted a very distinct advance. From a purely commercial aspect, 
whatever be the result of this active controversy, it is the duty of 
the government, as well as a pecuniary advantage to the farmer, to 
see that tuberculosis be, if possible, eradicated from our herds, and 
present legislation might go much further towards accomplishing 
this end." To regard ^e full truth Dr. Adami said : "I use this 
term merely for convenience, confessing its inaccuracy, hoping in 
this connection it- is fylly understood. If half-truths are useful, 
and if we have to be, in the main, content with them, it is the duty 
of the man of science to seek ever after a nearer realization of the 
whole truth. He must not expect to attain it The whole truth 
in anything mundane seems almost beyond our power. But if we 
can not attain thereunto it is for the man of science to strive ever to 
approach near to it, to be dissatisfied with half-truths. He must 
neither accept tiiem a» adequate nor get into the habit of regarding 
them as fixed. His new facts lead to the demonstration of the 
imperfection of those half-truths. He must ever he prepared to 
modify his views. Facts are not truths; true in themselves they 
may, if insufficient, or if they do not hear upon all the factors con- 
cerned, lead away from the truth, and in medical problems so many 
factors are involved that the half-truth is ever to be guarded 
against" 

The social features of the tuberculosis exposition were simply de- 
lightful. Dinners were given by Drs, Osier, Welch, Jacobs, Thay- 
er and Fulton, and every night, after the lecture, a social gather- 
ing was held at one of the clubs. Those from abroad who were spe- 
cially invited, attended luncheons and teas in elegant homes, pro- 
vided with art galleries and conservatories. Teas were served in 
halls where the portraits of Rubens and other great artists looked 
down upon the company, and where the statues of great sculptors 
furnished decoration, enlightenment and pleasure. In one in- 
stance a dinner was given in a home having a conservatory where 
bananas and oranges were growing and where roses and orchids 
were in bloom; where spring prevailed, while outside the winter 
king ruled boisterously. It was, indeed, encouraging to know and 
fully realize that men who live amidst such surroundings had not 
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lost the instinct of charity, and could leave them to add individual 
effort to pecuniary gifts, for the purpose of rescuing the poor and 
miserable from the grip of tuberculosis. 

SHELBYVILLE. 

March 15, — I went to Shelbyville, to deliver a public lecture 
upon the aubjeet of "Public Hygiene." This lecture was given by 
invitation of the local ladies' aid society. A large audience was 
assembled, many of the physicians of the city being present I am 
gratified to be able to state that a strong resolution of thanks was 
passed. This is the fourth time since I was made Secretary of the 
State Board of Health that I have been invited to lecture at Shel- 
byville. Twice I was before the Shelby County Medical Society, 
reading a paper before that oi^nization, and the other two times 
I delivered popular public lectures. ' 

LAFAYBTTK. 

March 29.— I visited Lafayette, on account of smallpox in Tip- 
pecanoe County, This visit was made at the earnest solicitation of 
Dr. Hiner, county health officer. He had met with a good deal of 
opposition in his efforts to quarantine and to vaccinate in the coun- 
try about five miles from Lafayette. In visiting the section, which 
was almost directly east, at the little hamlet of Monitor, we found 
five houses where smallpox existed. The physician of the neigh- 
borhood had strenuously denied that the disease was smallpox, call- 
ing it "Cuban itch." His patients very naturally believed him, for 
they did not want to have smallpox. The diagnosis was quickly 
made in all instances, quarantine was established, and we vaccin- 
ated in all twelve people. The county health officer said he would 
return on the following day with a good supply of vaccine and 
would vaccinate all who came free of charge. 

REPORT OP VISIT TO NEW ALBANY, ACCOUNT OP SMALLPOX 

Pursuant to directions, I went to New Albany February 6, 
1904, to investigate the smallpox situation, which had become com- 
plicated. In company with Dr. Mclntyre, city health officer, and 
Dr. Lemon, city smallpox physician, I made investigations as fol- 
lows: 
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I was with these gentlemen from 11 a. m. until 8 p. m. and vis- 
ited the following houses and cases : 

First. Miss Josephine Burner, aged twenty-three, unvaccinat- 
ed, one of a family of ten, there being four sisters working in the 
J. M. Robinson & Norton Pants Manufacturing Company, with 
250 to 300 other employes. From this center a number of cases 
were dermal. All the other members, of the family were vaccin- 
ated in earlier life and escaped. Josephine's case "did not taka" 
A guard was on duty ; the case was mild ; 250 pustules, but typical. 
Family comfortably situated, residence 1120 East Shelby street 

Second. The Funk family; John P. Funk, wife and family and 
father, eight in family. All had the smallpox or were just over it 
TTiere was a guard with shelter house. The grandfather was sick, 
but not with smallpox. Those who had the disease have not been 
vUecinated. Cases were believed to he from the pauts factory. 

Third. Our next visit was to the ofBce of Dr. A. T. Hauss, who 
claims to have treated a score of these cases, and believed them to 
be chickenpox in adults. He had not reported the cases. His 
course was that of an obstructionist. He has read the books, but 
has misinterpreted the statements, and is also arrogant and willful. 
With him we saw a case near his office, a girl of nineteen with 
smallpox which Dr. Hauss regarded as chickenpox. There were 
three in the family. Dr. Hauss then stated that he "had no more 
eases," and said further that he would hereafter report any cases 
of eraptive disease to thp Health Board. Dr. Hauss's position is 
not supported by the profession or laity ; these bodies have confi- 
dence in the board. 

I advise that you write an official letter to Dr. Hauss, stating 
that he is failing to report cases of eruptive, pustular disease, oc- 
curring in unvaccinated adults to the health board at a time when 
smallpox is prevalent and a menace to the community; that he is 
calling such cases "chickenpox," when in all probability they are 
smallpox ; that he is violating the law through ignorance, stupidity 
and willfulness, and is already subject to fine and imprisonment, 
and that Dr. Brayton finds his course a menace to the public health 
and safety ; that such is the opinion of the health ofRcers, of other 
physicians, and of editors of public papers of New Albany and of 
even some of his own patients, as expressed to me. This man 
should be brought up with a round turn and made to do his duty. 
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Fourth. We visited Dr. Shacklett, who may well liave some 
useful emallpox literature sent to him, as he has bad some doubte 
as to chickenpox being among tbe cbildren. He was courteous and 
will not ignore Uie board. 

Fifth. We next saw Drs. Cook, Easlej, Grant, Alexander (col- 
ored from M, C. class of 1903.) All these leading physicians are 
ardent supporters of the health board. I told them I bad seen 
some twenty cases, and thought there was or had been upward of 
fifty cases in tho city, widely desseminated, and without thorough 
vaccination the disease would remain until the smmner, to which 
ibey agreed. 

I next saw the editor of the Ledger; he is in sympathy with the 
board. 

I next saw the mayor of the city at the new Carnegie library; 
also, several prominent citizens. The mayor is quiet and non-com- 
mittal; he is again for tbe office; he has supported tbe action of 
the health board. 

We visited the Robinson & Norton pants factory and saw Mr. 
Norton. He is an Englishman and believes in vaccination. I 
urged him to make vaccination compulsory on his work people, and 
told him you would send literature and notices if possibla 

I next saw a case at 615 Main street, under guard ; three in fam- 
ily. The girl had had chickenpox and now has the smallpox. 

At 326 East Main I saw another case; Aaron Hutsler, recov- 
ered, but well marked^an early case, December 14. 

I saw Arthur Reed, 405 West Eirst street, in the Hippie family, 
A few — 100 — pustules ; aged 20, doing well, under guard ; three 
in family. 

And other cases. 

By this time, it was 7 o'clock p. ra. and our work was done. The 
result of the visit was good. The health officers and physicians of 
the city have great confidence in the local and State boards; ihey 
say smallpox exists in Louisville, but little is said about it. 

The houses with smallpox are well guarded. Dr. Lemon is ear- 
ing for them well as physician at $10 per day. Dr. Mclntyre is 
active, friendly and vigorous. I find him a graduate of the McGill 
Medical Collie, Montreal. He is well informed and has a son 
who is practising in Louisville. Dr. Mclntyre, Senior, lectures on 
State medicine in the Kentucky Medical College. 
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The virus used is taking very well. There are many unvaccin- 
ated people in New Albany. Their ai^ument is that the disease is 
so mild they might as well have it aa to suffer vaccination — the ar- , 
gument of Senator Try, who, however, was vaccinated. 

I would recommend that an encouraging and supporting letter 
be written to Dr. Mclntyre, enforcing the necessity of vaccination 
and re-vaccination, and the relation of their city to the trade and 
oommerce of Kentucky and Louisville. I did .not have time to visit 
the school board or schools, or hospitals, and do not know whether 
vaccination is compulsory on school children.

INSPHCTION OF INDIANA UEPOEMATOEY, JEFFERSONVULE, 
IND. 

I inspect^ this institution March 26, 1904, and with Mr, Will 
H, Whitaker, the superintendent, visited every part of the building 
and grounds. 

The cell houses are clean, well ventilated, and absolutely free 
from any disagreeable odor. The old cell houses are especially no- 
ticeable on this account, as they are compelled to use night buckets 
in them. The old wooden buckets formerly used have been re- 
placed with porcelain lined steel buckets, thereby contributing very 
materially to the sanitary conditions. Every cell was neatly paint- 
ed and the beds and bedding were dean and free from -vermin. . 
The beddins in all the cell houses is aired every day by being hung 
on the railing of the corridors during bad weather, and on lines in 
the yards when the weather permits. All buildings have cement 
floors where practical, and they are scrubbed every morning. The 
kitchen, dining room and store rooms were in excellent condition, 
the floors and woodwork being scrubbed until almost white, and ab- 
solutely free from cockroaches, water-bugs, or any unpleasant odor. 
Even the odor of cooked food was scarcely noticeable, owing to the 
excellent system of ventilation. The foundry and chair shop were 
in satisfactory condition. The. chair shop floors were clean, and 
the latrines were in good order and free from odor. The boiler 
rooms were in good condition, the exposed parts being well painted. 
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Mr. Whitaker stated they were having a good deal of trouble with 
the city water used in the boilers on account of its muddy condi- 
tion, causing the pipes to fill up and scale badly. 

The hospital and punishment cells are in the same building. 
The ceUs were clean and free from any unpleasant smell. The 
floors are all hard wood, well oiled, the woodwork was varnished, 
and the walls painted. The wards for the sick are all light and 
airy, well ventilated and comfortable. The prison physician, Dr. 
H. C. Sharp, is tohe eommwided for the excellent condition of this 
department. There were ten prisoners sick, four in the tuberculo- 
sis ward, and six in the other wards. Superintendent Whitaker 
stated that when he first took charge of the reformatory the daily 
average of sick in hospital was al)oiit thirty, but at this time it was 
only fifteen. The reformatory yard was in a bad condition in 
some places, on account of the heavy rains of the last few weeks, 
but the superintendent stated that he expected to have the streets 
filled with cinders and graded this summer so that this condition 
would be impossible in the future. 

A close scrutiny of the prisoners showed them to be well fed and 
clean in pra-son and clothing. The discipline is strict, but tempered 
with kindness, and the guards impressed me as being efficient, high- 
class men. Indeed, the well-known experience and reputation of 
Superintendent Whitaker and his assistant, Mr. Bernard, renders 
it unnecessary to say that no others would be tolerated in the insti- 
tution. The only criticism I have to offer is on the character of the 
water supply furnfshed by the city at an annual rental of $1,600. 
It is totally unfit for use, either for drinking, toilet purposes, or in 
the boilers at this time, and for the greater part of the year, as it it- 
obtained directly from the river and is distributed without any ef- 
fort at purification. The .water for cooking and drinking is ob- 
tained from deep wells in the reformatory grounds. 

I would respectfully su^^t that this matter be taken up at its 
convenience and recommendations made to the proper authorities 
looking to the erection of a filtering plant at the reformatory, or 
the obtaining of water from a different source. It is believed that 
an abundant supply of pure water can be obtained from driven 
wells north of the reformatory but a short distance. 

While Superintendent Whitaker is an enthusiast in the reform- 
atory plans' and ideas, his practical experience and the work nl- 
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ready accomplished here shows tiiat great good has already been 
done, and that all future work will be on the same high plane. I 
r^ard him as a man specially qualified to carry the reformatory 
plans to their highest type of fulfillment. 

Ordered : A health officers' school shall be held in Indianapolis 
June 23 and 24,- and the Secretary shall prepare a program and ae- - 
cure speakers. 

COMMISKBY SCHOOL HOLoB. 

Commiskey is a small town in Jennings County. Trustee Chas. 
P. Lurton, of Montgomery Township, wrote to the State hoard as 
follows : 

I Iierewith petition the State Board of Health to mahe aanitary in- 
spection of the school house at Commiskey aud tHke sach action as the 
findings and Judgment of the board dictates. 

Inspection. — Capt. J. L. Anderson went to Commiskey March 
35, inspected the school house, and made the following report: 

INSPECTION OF SCHOOL HOTISE AT COMMISKEY. JENNINGS 
COUNTY. 

I visited Commiskey March 25, 1904, and in company with the 
_ trustee, Mr, Chas. F, Lurton, visited the school and inspected the 
building. Hiis is a one-story frame building, built about 1886. 
Size of the building, 24x30 feet, outside measurement. A solid 
stone foundation with openings large enough to permit hogs to 
enter. The room leaks badly, nearly one-fourth of the floor being 
wet from rain that had fallen the day I inspected the building. 
The ceilings and floors are in very liad condition, .being cracked 
and broken in many places. The weatherboarding was badly split 
all over the house. The ground is rather flat, but can be easily 
drained. There were twenty-six pupils present. The enrollment 
was fifty-two, and average attendance forty-one. The room is 
badly ventilated and' is too small to properly accommodate over 
thirty pupils. 

There are two and sometimes three pupils on a seat Twelve 
pupils in this district did not attend this winter on account of the 
crowded condition of the building. The' population of the village 
is about loo. The school enumeration for the district is 64 at this 
time, and as several families have arranged to move Into the vil- 
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lage this summer, the prospect is for about 75 pupils this coming 
fall and winter. 

The school building has been well taken care of, but it is now 
past the stage of repair, and I would reapectfuUj recommend that 
it be condemned. 

Mr. Simon Kiser, a resident and taxpayer, stated tiiat, in his 
opinion, a new school building was badly needed, and that a large 
majority of the patrons of the school and the taxpayers favored 
such a building. 

Mr. H. T. Austin, farmer ajid taxpayer, said that he favored a 
new building, with a good stone foundation and tile roof, and so 
arranged that rooms could be added if it became neceesary in the 
future. There had been an estimate made as to the coat of such 
a building, including a good furnace, put up in modem shape, and 
proper ventilation. The estimate given was $2,700, and he stated 
that he would be willing to donate the stone for the foundation, if 
they would put up such a building. In his opinion, such a build- 
ing would be more sanitary and much cheaper in the end than a 
frame building would be. He said he had attended the meeting of 
the townfihip council with other citizens of the sdiool district and 
that it is almost the unanimous feeling of those present that there 
must be a new two-room building erected in time for school this 
fall and winter. Two of the council are in favor of building, but 
• the third one was opposed to it, and even refused to write up the 
minutes. 

The only reason he could give for opposing it was that he had 
a good two-room building in bis own school district and thought 
that was enough for the township. Mr. Austin also stated that if 
they could not get a brick building, he was in favor of a good frame 
building. That it was needed badly, and that the present building 
could not be repaired so as to be fit for use another year, even if it 
was large enough to accommodate the pupils. 

Mr. Austin is a carpenter and builder, but has retired from that 
kind of work. 

Mr. Eli Wells, a farmer and taxpayer, fully endorsed Mr. Aus- 
tin's statement in every particular, and insisted on the State Board 
of Health assisting them in obtaining this building. He also 
stated that hie farm abutted the school yard and that if any more 
ground were necessary he would donate it to the district fir school 
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Mr. Charles F. Lurton, township trustee, has been trustee for 
three years. The township is out of debt and has about $600 in 
the treasury. The school house is a necessity and he is anxious to 
build as soon as arrangement can be made for the money. He 
wants a modern two-room building, with furnace, hardwood floors, 
and all sanitary arrangements, A majority of the council and 
patrons favor the building, but one of the council opposes it He 
can give no reason for this opposition unless it be personal jealousy 
on the part of the member of the council. 

Mr. Lurton desires to know if he will be justified in going ahead 
with the building where two-thirda of the council favor the build- 
ing and say that they will support him in the work. 

Condemned.^ After fully considering all facta pertaining to the 
Commiskey school house, the following order was adopted : 

Whereas. It Mb been proven to the satiBfaction of the State Board 
of Health., that the school house nt Commiskey, In the county of Jen- 
nings, Indiana, Is unaanitiiry and a threat against the health and life 
of the pupila, therefore, it Is 

Ordered, That the Bald school house 1b condemoed and It sball not 
agaiD be nsed for school purposes after Ma; 1, 1904. Any trustee or 
teacher, or other person or persons who useB this school house for school 
purposes or destroys or mutilates this proclamation, shall be prosecuted 
by the Attorney-General, according to the statutes provided. 

Passed by the State Board of Health, according to the statutes, April 
8. 1904.

On account of the petition signed by many citizens, an inspec- 
tion was made by the Secretary, of the school bouse" at Mulberry, 
Clinton County, and he presents his report as follows : 



The sanitary inspection of this school house was made because of 
an invitatifin from the advisory board of the township, and t>ecauBe of 
the request of several citi7,ens. The building Ib brick, has no cellar 
beneath, very old, and has cracked walls. The site is excellent. The 
out-houses ai-e new and of brick with good paths leading thereto, and 
screens In front of them. Steep nairow stairs, no cloak-rooms. There 
are five rooms as follows; 



8-Bd.of Hcftlth. 
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First Primary.— This room is 12x26x34, and there are fifty-six pupils 
in this room. The floors are good, there are two windows at the back 
of the pupils, two at the right, one at the left, and a half window In 
front. The blackboards are painted, the room heated by a stove, and 
no means of ventilation, except windows and doovs. Only two of the 
windows were found to open and shut easily. Itl such a room as this 
it is impossible to secure proper ventilation, and heating by stove is never 
uniform ana even. The beating of the room is wrong In every particular, 
and lighting is wrong. 

Second Primary.— This room was 12s20x31 feet, and contained forty- 
flve pupils. The room la therefore not over-crowded, for this area allows 
a fuil quota of space to each pupil. The room Is heated by a stove, 
no ventilating ducts, three windows at back of pupils, one at the right, 
painted blackboards, good seats and good floor. The fault to be found 
with this room is, it can not be properly ventilated, it is nof evenly 
warmed, and the painted blacklioards are trying to the eyes. 

High School.— This room is 12i2Gs34 and contains fifty-one pupils. 
Blackboards are painted, floors ai-e good. ThePe are nine windows, three 
at the back of the pupils, two at the right, two at the left and two in 
front; the walls are covered with good wallpaper. The requiring of the 
pupils to look straight into the light, the heating by ordinary stoves, the 
absence of proper facUitieB for ventilation, and the painted blackboards 
all mark this room as unsanitary. 

Thii-d Grade.— This room is 12s20si!l feet, thirty-three pupHs. heated 
by stoves. Ave windows, good floor, painted blackboard, old desks, three 
of the windows at back of the pupils and two at the left, area of window 
surface not sufllcient. and the room, therefore, not properly heated. 

Eighth Grade.— The room is 12x20x31 feet, thirty-live pupils, four 
windows, three at the back of pupils, one at right, painted blackboards, 
heated by stoves, not sufficient window surface and the room is dark. , 

General. — The records of the school say that no epidemic has oc- 
curred during the last year, but coughs, colds, headaches were frequent. 
All epidemic of diphtheria prevailed iu this school one or two years ago. 
The attendance, as testified by the trustee, was not up to standard, due 
to minor illnesses. The water supply is from a deep well with an iron 
pump, and la satisfactory. Outhouses are as satisfactory as privies can 
be. 

Uecommendations. — As this school house is very old, inadequately 
lighted and ventilated. Is heated by stoves, has no basement, and is pro- 
vlded with steep narrow stairs, I therefore recommend that the same be 
condemned as unsanitary and unfit for school purposes. 

After full consideration of the matter, the following action was 
taken : 



Whereas, It is proven to the satisfaction of the Indiana State Board 
" of Health that tlie school house at Mulberry, Clinton County, is unsani- 
tary, and in every room conditions exist which are inimical to the health 
and lives of the pupils, therefore, it is 
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Ordered, TMt the aald house is coudemned by the Indiana State 
Board of Health according to the statutes prorided, and said school 
bouse shall not be used for school parposes after May 1, 1904. Any 
scbool trustee or any Bchool authority, teacher, or other person or per- 
sona, who uses this said school house for scbool purposes, or removes. 
destroys or mutilates tbis proclamation, shall he prosecuted by the Attor 
ney-General according to the statutes.

WESTFIELD SCHOOL ROOMS. 



On account of petition of citizens and Dr. Dove, health officer of 
Westfield, Indiana, an inspection of the school rooms at Westfield, 
Indiana, Hamilton County, was made. The following report 
shows the existing conditions : 



The school huilding at Westfield burned down in January, 1904, 
and since that time the school children have been accommodated 

to the beat of the school board's ability, in three store rooms in the 
business part of the town, and in two rooms of the Union High 
School Association's building on the south side of town. The storo 
rooms were darks, ceilings low, no ventilation except doors and 
windows and no way of separating the sexes when visiting the wa-. 
ter closets, which were not over twenty feet from the buildings. 
The Union high school building was old,* dilapidated and unsani- 
tary, being poorly lighted, ventilated and warmed. The west room 
has good light and fair floor, but no ventilation or blackboards, and 
poorly wanned, and is about 24x30 feet The east room is about 
24x25 feet, nine foot ceiling, poorly lighted and the most of th" 
ventilation comes through the floor, which is worn out and has 
cracks one or two inches wide all over the room. There is no base 
ment to the building and the "earth smell" was plainly noticeabl'. 
?n the room. All rooms are heated by stoves. 

The enrollment of pupils is about SOO. The average attendance 
is about 250, and of this number an average of 30 pu])ils have been 
absent on account of sickness all through the school term. Thc! 
population of Uie town is about 1,000. The enrollment o£ <r;h...-' 
children in the township is about 600. 
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Professor W, A. Jessup ia principal of the schools and has eight 
pssistant teachera under him. I believed him to be an able, ener- 
getic gentleman, and he said he has been carrying on a graded high 
school system in the school, but unless some arrangements are made 
for a new building next year, the school will be compelled to sus- 
pend all but the common grades, A proposition has been made to 
r^it or lease the Union High School Aasociation's building to the 
town, but the terms asked and the conditions of the building make 
that proposition imtenable. 

After talking to Dr. Dove, Dr. Fodrea, Milton Hanson (ex- 
member county council), the town clerk, Mr, Bray, and some 
other citizens, who are interested as patrons or taxpayers, I pre- 
sent the situation as follows, viz : 

Westfield has about one-half of the school enrollm^it ■ of the ' 
township and is very anxious to have a graded township school, 
but the taxable property of the town is not large enough to erect 
a suitable building for that purpose and the township advisory 
board is not willing to appropriate the amount of mon^ Westfield 
needs. 

The town wants about a $20,000 building, and the advisory 
board is not willing to give more than $7,000, This amount, I 
learned, could be obtained without much trouble. 

The Westfield citizens are undoubtedly in need and should have 
a suitable school building. A $7,000 to $8,000 building will sup- 
ply the town with a good sanitary building, large enough for all its 
needs, for several years, and they can obtain that amount without 
much opposition. 

After full consideration of the matter, the following action 
was taken: 

SANITARY ORDER CONDEMNING THE UNION HIGH SCHOOL 
BUILDING AND CERTAIN BUSINESS ROOMS HERETOFORE 
US^D FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES AT AND NEAR WEST- 
FIELD, WASHINGTON TOWNSHIP, HAMILTON 
COUNTY. INDIANA. 

Whereas, The evidence proves that tbe Union hlglj school building 
and certain business rooms at and near Westfield, Washington Town- 
ship, Hamilton County, Indiana, are unaanltar; and have conditlonB 
which affect the comfort and threaten the health and lives of the pupils, 
therefore, it is 

Ordered, That the building: known as the Union hlgli school and also 
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the bucdneBS rooms used as school rooms, to ^t, the room Qsed for 
grades No. 1 aod No. 2, which was rented from Laura Mills; the room 
used for grades No. 3 and No. 4, which was rented-from the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows; and the room UBed for grades No. 5 and No. 6, 
. which was rented from Lydia Cntterson, for the school term ending 
March 26, 1901, all belog In Washlngtou Township, Hamilton County, 
Indiana, are adjudged and declared by the Indiana State Board of Health 
to be unsanitary and having unsanitary conditions Inimical to the com- 
fort, health and lives of the pupils. The Indiana State Board of Health 
therefore condemns said Union high school building and all said rooms, 
and commands Ell Stalker, trustee of Washington Township, Hamilton 
County, Indiana, and all school authorities not to again use said building 
and rooms for school purposes under penalty of prosecution by the Attor- 
ney-General according to the statutes provided. 

Passed by the Indiana State Board of Health, April 8, 1904.

REPORT OF SPECIAL ATTORNEY CONCERNING THE DECISION 

OF THE SUPREME COURT DECLARING THE AMENDMENTS 

TO THE HEALTH LAW OF 1891 UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

At the Special Meeting held March 12/ 1904, it waa ordered that 
the Secretary employ Mr, Eliaa Salaburj as special attorney to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of securing from the Supreme Court a re- 
, consideration of its decision of January 28, 1904, wherein the 
amendments to the health law of 1891, made in 1899, were ad- 
judged imconstJtutional. 
■ roUowing is the report of Mr. Salsbury : 

Indianapolis, March 24, 1904. 
To the Indiana State Board of Health: 

Gentlemen— Pursuant to your request, I have carefully examined 
the dA^Edon of the Suplreme Court In the case of Hendershot vb. State, ex 
rel. Bennett, 69 N. B. 679, decided January 28, 1904, wherein the court 
held the act of February 7, 1899 (Acts 1899, p. 17, c. 16), unconstltutloaal. 
After studying the opinion and reviewing the authorities on the question 
involved, I am of opinion that it would he useless to ask for a rehearing 
of the case, or to ask the court to change its opinion as to the constltu- 
tionality of the act. 

The court. In its opinion, says: "The amendatory act is assailed as 
being in violation of section 21, article 4, of the State Constitution, which 
reads thus: 'No act shall ever be revised or amended by mere reference 
to Its title; but the act revised or section amended ehall be set forth, and 
jubllehed at full length.' It is lirmly established by the decisions of this 
court that, under this provision of the Constitution, to amend a statute, 
the title of the act amended must be set out in full, and the section 
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amended mnat be set forth and pabllshed at mil length." Citing, Lingtiist 
va. State, 153 Ind. 542. 

In Linguist vs. State, 153 lud, 542, Jndge Monks, speaking for the 
court, says: "It is settled by the decisions of this court that. In the re- 
vision of an act or the amendment of a section, two things are required: 
tlf The title of the act to be amended must 1>g referred to by setting it 
out: (2) the act, or section as amended, must be set forth, and published 
at full length." To the same effect, bpc 142 Ind, 254. 256. 

I am unable to tlnd anything in the former decisions of the court that 
can be said to give a different construction to the constitutional provision 
than that given by the court In the Ijluguist case, which was followed by 
the court in the Ilendershot case. 

While it is true that authorities can he found in Other States which 
would be persuasive authority Cor holding that the title to the act In 
question was a sufllcipnt compliance with the constitutional requirement, 
yet our court has adopted a different construction, and the construction as 
given by our court is the construction that has been given, almost wlth- 
. out exception, by the different legislatures which have conveuen since 
the adoption of the constitutional provision In question. 

An examination of the hill as originally Introduced In the House dis- 
closes that the title of the act In question, as it was finally passed, la the 
same as when oriehmlly introduced, and a part of the title of the act of 
1891 was omitted from the title of the amendatory act of 1899, the omit- 
ted part being as follows: "Providing for town, city and county boards 
of health, prescribing penalties Cor the violation oC the provisions thereof." 

Upon these facts, before the court could consistently grant a rehearing 
and hold the title to the act valid, it would be necessary for them to over- 
rule the former opinions rendered In Linguist vs. State, 153 Ind. 542, and 
Citizens' St. It.. Co. vs. Haugh, 142 Ind. 254, or at least modify the former 
rulings, as almost the identical language is used In the three cases. 

For the foregoing reasons, I am of opinion that any effwrt that might 
be made to have the court grant a rehearing would be fruitless.

Dr. Hurty, havhig received all o£ the four votes cast, is declared 
elected for the term b^inning May 1, 1904,

and to attend to such matters as might come up.

REPORT OF SECRETARY FOR SECOND CALENDAR 
QUARTER ENDING JUNE 30, 1904. 

The annual report of vital statistics for the calendar year 1903 
was finished May 27 and the manuscript submitted to the Govern- 
or. A full report of the health officers' school held Decanber 16 
and 17, 1903, was submitted with the request that it be printed in 
the annual report. The same was returned, rejected, with a verbal 
message from the Goverflor that "such matter did not properly en- 
ter into the board's report" 

A ^^hoid epidemic has prevailed at Indianapolis during the 
quarter. Three hundred and eighty-three cases were reported and 
47 deaths, a mortality of 12.2 per cent March 25, White River 
and Fall Creek were at high flood, covering a large area of ground 
in the northern part of the city, and the heavy rains flooded streets," 
cellars and yards in other parts of the corporation; The cases and 
deaths in Indianapolis for the last six months are reported in the 
following table:

It seems fair to assume that the floods distributed the infection, 
for in about 30 days a marked increase in cases appeared, reach- 
ing the highest point the last of May and then going down rapidly. 
It is to be noticed, however, that in June the number of cases was 
14 more than the total in the months of January, Pebruary, Martdi 
and April. In the whole State there was a decrease in typhoid 
deaths in May of 13 per cent, and in Indianapolis an increase of 
112.3 per cent., as compared with the preceding month.

Reports of these visits are herewith given. 

ETNA GBBEN. 

On account of the prevalence of an erruptive disease ^t Etna 
Green, Kosciusko County, and because of two telephone messages 
from Dr. Eurket, health officer, who had diagnosed the said dis- 
ease as smallpox, and who was strongly opposed, I visited the 
place April 6th. Upon arrival it was discovered that great excite- 
ment prevailed among the citizens. The four physicians living at 
the place had all diagnosed the eruptive disease as chickenjwx. 
Some thirty cases were found, and all were unqueationed small- 
pox. The merchants believed with the physicians that no small- 
pox existed, and it was this opposition which compelled Dr. Burket 
tc ask for a visit from the State Board. Finding it impossible to 
convince the people that it was smallpox, it became necessary to 
assemble the town board and let it be plainly known that unless, 
prompt action was taken against the disease I^y the board, as the law 
commands, it would be necessary for the State Board of Health to 
take charge of the town. The right or the power of the State 
Board to do this was denied by citizens present at the meeting. In 
answer, the law, which is very specific, was read. All of this 
caused a very serious state of mind to fall upon the protesting in- 
habitants, and very shortly the town board announced its determi- 
nation to treat the disease as smallpox and to enforce every regula- 
tion necessary for its extermination. The board was recommended 
to purchase a supply of pure vaccine and offer free vaccination and 
to quarantine and to disinfect as the. law commands. Full and 
complete promises being given that this would be done, I came 
away. 

The same day I visited Bourbon, an adjoining town, and made 
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careful inquiry asiong the physicians as to whether or not any 
eruptive disease prevailed there. I learned of two <Aildren who 
were suffering from ehickenpox and visited them, and upon exami- 
nation found that the disease was ehickenpox. I believe that Bour- 
bon was entirely free from smallpox, but that it prevailed to some 
degree at Etna Green was imquestiMiably true. 

INSPECTION OF SCHOOL HOUSES IN DEMOCRAT TOWNSHIP, 

CARROLL COUNTY. IND„ ON ACCOUNT OF REQUEST OF 

TRUSTEE W. C. S. JORDAN AND OTHER CITIZENS. 

B7 J. L. Anderson. 

On April 21, 1904, I went to Cutler, CarroU County, Indiana, 
and inspected three scliool houses in Democrat Township. I ob- 
tained a conveyance and driver at Cutler, and drove to the residence 
of the trustee, W. C. S. Jordan, but found him absent since the 
morning of the 20th, being engaged in tating the school census of 
his township. From his residence I drove to the Rex school house, 
about three miles east and one and one-half miles south of Cutler. 
This is a bndt building, erected in 1870, about 30x40 feet, solid 
stone foundation and solid brick walk, facing north and has four 
windows on a side. It will seat about 40 pupils comfortably. Is 
heated by a wood stove in the center of the room. Is ventilated by 
windows and a transom over the door. The building is in good 
condition, except that there should be some little repairs in the 
floors near the stove. The blackboards are merely a composition 
spread over the plaster and have a green tint, not black. The locu- 
tion of the building is good, being. on high ground with plenty of 
slope to carry off the surface water. The well is about 25 feet to the 
east of the building, with a good iron pump and wooden platform. 
An open drain carries the water down the hilt. The closets are 
about 150 feet west of the building and are only in fair condition 
and no screens about them. The yard contains about two-thirds of 
an acre of ground. 

The Oakland school house is situated about two milee south of 
Cutler. Is a brick, with a solid stone foundation and solid walls. 
This building has had a new roof and new floor within the last year, 
and is in good condition. The surroundings are about the same 
as the Hex building, with the exception that the ground is more 
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level. From this place we drove to tlie Shanklm Bchool house, 
about three milee northeast of Cutler. 

Shanklin School House. — This is a brick building on a solid 
stone foundation and has been built about thirty years. It is 
about 22x32 feet on outside, has solid ivalls, with three windows 
on a side, facing the east. The front end has split and cracked in 
a fan shape from the top of the transom to the eaves and comb, 
and the whole wall has bulged outward, leaving a space of at least 
two inches between the ceiling and wall on the inside of the room. 
The roof was new, having been put on the building last year, but 
was sunken down probably six inches on the southeast end, and not 
quite so badly on the northeast part, and has split on the comb, tip- 
ping the belfry to the south. The wall above and below the south- 
west window is cracked open from the eaves to the ^se, and above 
the northeast window was cracked to ^e eave. The plastering was 
badly shattered, especially at the east end. The blackboards are 
of composition spread on the plaster and are of dark olive color ; the 
floor is in bad condition, with cracks and several holes in front of 
the atove. There are seventeen double seats and four single seats 
in the room and will Beat thirty-eight pupils comfortably. The 
enrollment is aboct thirty, with an average attendance of about . 
twenty-three. There is a raised platform at the rear of the room 
dbout six inches high, five feet wide and extends acrous the room. 
(This platform was noted in all the school houses visited.) There 
is no well in the yard. The water cloeete are about 160 feet in die 
rear of the school building, about 50 feet apart, but have no 
screens around them, and only one has a floor in it or was in shape 
for use. The lot contains about three-quarters of an acre, is flat 
and has a small pond in the southeaat corner, but can be easily 
drained at a very small expense. 

It is my opinion that this building is not only unflt for school 

. purposes in its present condition, but is absolutely dangerous to 

life, as a strong wind storm would, in all probability, cause it to 

collapse. I therefore respectfully recommend its condemnation 

for school purposes. 

Mr. Andrew T. Shanklin, a patron of the school and one of the 
heaviest taxpayers of the township, says : "I consider the school 
house not only unsanitary and unfit for use, but that it ia abao- 
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tUtely dangerouB for the children to stay in the room, aa I think 
it ia liable to collapse in the first high wind that comes." Mr. 
Shanklin also said that the patrons of tbeschool had called a meet- 
ing and petitioned the trustee, Mr. Jordan, for a new building, 
and that every patron of the school but one had signed tlie paper. 
He said lie thought that their children were entitled to at least as 
much consideration as their stock, and that he would not risk his 
horses in that school house. Ee wants a good, modern, sanitary 
building put up, and the school grounds drained and filled up level 
with the road. 

Mr. J. C. Shanklin, his son, patron and taxpayer of the dis- 
. trict, was seen, and his testimony was to the same effect as bis 
fether^s. 

Mr. William Sibbitt, patron and taxpayer, one-eighth of a mile 
east of the school house, stated that all patrons of the school consid- 
ered the building unsafe, that he did not think that any one would ■ 
risk teaching in the building, even if the children were allowed 
to go, and that he did not believe that any of the patrons would be 
justified in risking their children in the building. The building 
was damp, unsanitary, unsafe, and the cost of repairing and put- 
ting it in a safe, sanitary condition wouJd be greater than building 
a new one. The above three gentlemen, all heavy taxpayers, were 
all in favor of building a frame building instead of a brick, as 
being more sanitary. 

Messrs. William Draper and Samuel Kirkpatrick, members of 
the township advisory board, were seen in Cutler. They stated that 
they would not object to building a new house if the township were 
not in debt, and that the only question in' their minds now was 
whether the building was safe or not So far as being sanitary was 
concerned, there was but one sanitary school house in the town- 
ship, and that was the on© they built last year. But there was not 
I enough money to rebuild them now, and all they could do was to try 
to make the best of the situation until money could be obtained to 
rebuild them. 

They said they would take this matter up at once, however, and 
see what oould be done in the matter. 
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JACKSON TOWNSHIP, HAMILTON COUNTY. 
By J. N. Hnrty. 

On May 28, I visited school house No, 6, Jackson Township, 
Hamilton Coimty. Complaints had been received at this office 
from the school teacher that the building was unsanitary in every 
way and that the pupils had suffered. I found Mr, 0, M, McCon- 
nell, of Cicero, who was township trustee, and went with him to 
inspect the above school house, and herewith present my survey. 

Site excellent, being high and dry land. Building is brick, with 
stone foundation, and was built in 1890, and at the present time is 
in good repair. The room is 27x30x13, pupils enrolled 32, thua 
giving 300 cubic feet of air space to each one. Room heated by two 
coal stoves, which were new and in good condition. Floor con- 
tains a number of cracks, which could be closed without difScnlty : 
lighted by eight windows, four on each side, the light is ample, and 
excellent shades and curtains pere at each window. The plaster 
ceiling had been torn off, preparatory to putting a new one on, and 
this gave a very rough and dilapidated appearance, but of coui^e 
does not coqnt The examination of the record showed the attend- 
ance had been 96 per cent, which is high. Coughs and colds pre- 
vailed to some degree among the pupils. The only fault which 
could be found with the building was its ventilatiwi, and Trustee 
McConnell promised to remedy this by introducing a large ventilat- 
ing heater. 

From this place we drove to Atlanta, and there inspected the 
new eight-room brick school house, which is modern in every par- 
ticular. 

SCHOOL HOUSE AT MONTEREY, INDIANA. 
By J. L. AnderBon. 

May 31, 1904. 

This is a two-room, two-story frame building, supposed to be 
about fifty years old, on stone foundation. The siding is patched, 
split and loose. In southwest comer a part of the siding was 
burned off. In the southeast corner the weatherboarding was 
torn off so as to allow the ingress of children to a closet under the 
stairway and the hall of the building, and which was apparently 
used in preference to the door by the town boys. The supports on 
the north side of the stair steps on the ground floor are gone, and 
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the steps are merely propped up by a stoat board, and are likely 
to collapBe at any tiini. The railing and banisters of the upper 
half of the stairway and the haJl above are entirely gone, and 
there is nothing to prevent a pupil from falling to the floor below 
if he should be pushed or j<}stled too near the edge of the landing. 
There is a hall and cloak room on each floor. The halls are about 
8 X 20 feet, including the stairways, and the cloak rooms about 
eight feet square. The rooms are about 30 x 36 feet, with about 11- 
foot ceilings. Three windows on a side (curtained), with spring 
stops in the upper sash, but none in the lower ones. There is no 
way for ventilation except by the windows and doots. The plaster- 
ing is badly cracked and is falling off in several places. The seats 
are old, out of date, and unfit for use. The floors are worn out, 
with cracks between nearly every board, and at the south end have 
settled about six inches. The whole house shakes when any one 
walks over the floor of tiie upper room. The rotans are warmed by 
large stoves in the middle of rocans, but owing to the condition of 
the house it was impossible to keep them comfortable during the 
coldest weather last winter and school was closed a part of the time 
on that account. 

The belfry on the south end of the building is open to the 
weather and the woodwork is so rottMi that the bell fell to the land- 
ing on the second floor last year. The roof is covered with patches, 
but still leaks freely whenever it rains. 

The lot comprises about onfr-half acre of ground with the low- 
est part where the house stands. The closets are nothing but a 
shell, with the partitions and seats torn out, and one door and 
a part of the siding torn oft. 

The whole structure is unsafe, tmsanitary, and beyond repair. 
It should be condemned for school purposes. 

The population of the town is about 300, with an enrollment of 
80 pupils and an average attendance of between 70 and 75 pupils. 
The town is very clean and neat, the houses being well painted, 
lawns well kept, outbuildings and fences painted, and fine cement 
walks all over tie town. 

I met Mr. Eeddick, county superintendent; Dr. H. E. Misener, 
local health officer ; Moses Eosenberg, an ex-member of town coun- 
cil; P. A. Follmer, county commissioner; D. K. Haschel, member 
of town council, and several other taxpayers and patrons of the 
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school. Every one to whom I talked expressed himself &b ausioTia 
to have the old building condenmed and removed in time to put 
up a new one for school this fall. 

The towndiip is reported out of debt and with $500 or $600 in 
the treasury. 

On account of the following petition, the school house com- 
plained of was inspected June 4, 1904. Report of inspection 
follows : 

To the state Board of Health: 

We. the undersigned school patrons and taxpayers of School District 
No. 8, In Shelby Township, Shelby County, the building of which school 
is Imown as the Green school house, located about fire miles south of 
ShelbyvILc, reEpectfulIy represent and show that said building Is In an 
unsafe condition for school pnrposes and for use in holding schools therein. 
We further state and show that' said building was erected many years ago. 
That It was originally constructed as a one-story brick building and a 
few years. afterward was remodeled by building a second story of brick 
upon the old walls, and we believe that the original walls were not strong 
enough for the support of the additional building, and that the whole 
structure Is now In a shaby and unsafe condition. That two of the walls 
are cracked and spread, and the rooms of said building are poorly lighted 
and ventilated and are dark and gloomy for use by the children of said 
district. We therefore petition and ask that you Inspect or cause to be 
inspected the said schol building as to its sanitary and unsafe condition 
for school purposes, to the end that proper steps may be taken by us to 
secure the erection of a new school building in its stead for our school 
children, and that you make such inspection at as early day as possi- 
ble. Signed by John A. Endlcott and thlrty^)ne other citizens. 

REPORT OF INSPECTION OF THE GREEN SCHOOL HOUSE, DIS- 
TRICT No. 8, SHELBY TOWNSHIP, SHELBY COUNTY, 
INDIANA. 

By J. L. Anderson. 

June 4, 1904. 

This is a two-story, slate roofed, brick building and was origin- 
ally a one-story building. (See petition attached.) The second 
story was added several years ago, as the additional pupils necessi- 
tated more room. The school yard was one-half acre, and is high, 
dry ground, with several forest trees on it. One of the outbuildings 
is in bad condition, the seat and the floor being broken and part of 
the siding torn off ; the other one is in fair condition, but the dug 
pits under them are filled to the level of the ground and need clean- 
ing out The building is about 30 x 38 feet, situated witb the 
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aide to the road. The walla are beginning to crack ahove the doors 
and above and below the windows, and on the east, north and weat 
sides are beginning to bulge outward very perceptibly where the 
new wall joined the old. The roof has started to open at the comb, 
and the timbers on which the rafters rest at the eaves are beginning 
to break loose from the wall and are pressed outward from their 
original bed in the walls at least one inch on each side. The lower 
room has two doors, both in the south aide, the east one opening 
directly into the school room, the west one opening into the landing 
of the stairway leading to the upper room. There is also an out- 
side door to the stairway, so that the pupils need not enter the l6wer 
room to reach the stairway. There is no hall on the lower floor, 
just a three and a half by four-foot landing at the foot of the stairs. 
There are two windows on the north aide of this room and one in 
each end, but none in the south. The ceiling is about eleven feet 
high and the plastering on the ceiling is badly cracked. The black- 
boards are of slate and in good condition. The floor is hardwood, 
well oiled and in good condition. The room is ventilated by the 
door and windows, and owing to the few windows would be dark 
on cloudy days. This room will seat about forty pupils very com- 
fortably. 

The upper room is about 28 x 32 feet, ceiling about 8V^ to 9 
feet high, with four windows, one on each end and two in the south 
side. The stairway and a four-foot hall come off of the west end 
and the light from that window is carried through this hall by a 
window in the partition. The plastering, blackboard and floor of 
this room are in fair condition, but the baseboards around the floor 
are drawing loose from the wall, probably on account of the walls 
spreading at that point. This room is ventilated by the windows 
only. It is intended to seat forty pupils in this room, the same as 
the lower one, biit owing to the low ceiling, had ventilation and 
poor light, only about twenty pupils use this room. Owing to the 
low ceiling it is impossible to have proper light in this room, even 
when the son is shining, but on dark cloudy days it would be very 
hard to read ordinary print, on the north side of the room, and the 
pupils' eyes would be subject to a continued strain that would 
likely injure the sight permanently. 

These rooms are warmed by stoves situated in the middle of the 
rooms, and all desks are single and in fair condition. 

T-Bd. of Htidtlk, 
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In my opinion the building is not especially dangerous at this 
time, bnt may become so in a year or two if subject to a heavy wind 
storm, or if the roof continues to spread as it bas begun, it is only 
a question of time when it will become dangerous. I fully coincide 
with the report of the petitioners so far as the sanitary condition is 
reported. The rooms are not sanitary and very poorly ventilated, 
and are "not and can not be properly lighted. The upper room, es- 
pecially, is well calculated to ruin the eyesight and health of both 
pupils and teacher, and from the report given me by the trus(«e, 
Mr. William Majors, I am satisfied several of the pupils have had 
their eyesight and health seriously impaired by being forced to at- 
tend this school. 

I would therefore recommend to the board that the prayer of the 
petitioners be granted and the building be condemned for school 
purposes. Number of pupils enrolled is 65 to 70. Average attend- 
ance 60, Several patrons transferred their children to other schools 
on account of the condition of the building, claiming it was unsafe 
and ruining their eyes. 

I was met at the school house by Mr. William A. Majors, town- 
ship trustee. Mr, Majors stated that there was a great'deal of 
complaint from the patrons on account of poor light and v^itila- 
tion of this building and that several patrons refused to send their 
children to the school, declaring that the building was unsafe. 

The teacher told Mr. Majors that the pupils were doing but little 
good and that those in the upper room would be better off out of 
school, as they were ruining their eyes and health by trying to study 
in that room. Mr. Majors' two children had to have glasses 
and their eyes treated last winter, and his son had taken treatment 
since school closed for his eyes. Mr. Majors also stated that every 
patron of th^sehool and a number of taxpayers, not patrons, had 
signed this petition, and he endorsed it as the proper measure to 
take, and hoped that tbe board would grant their prayer. 

WESTFIELD. 

The Union high school building at Westfield was condemned as 
a place for holding public school at a former meeting of this board. 
Due notice was served, and in a few days the owners of this build- 
ing, for it is an "academy" owned by Quakers, called at this office 
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to inquire Tfhat should be done to make the school house usable. 
The gendemen representing the owners were accompanied by an 
attorney, and it looked at first as if opposition was to be met with. 
After going over the matter thoroughly I promised to visit West- 
field on the following day and advise as to Tvhat should be done to 
make the school house sanitary. The building has been heretofore 
deacribed, I found it was very possible to meet satisfactorily all 
sanitary requirements. The management promised to put in a 
furnace of ample size, which would evenly warm and thoroughly 
ventilate all rooms. They promised also to fumish-ahades for the 
windows so as to temper the light, because in two rooms there was 
a glare which needed to be controlled. The authorities of the 
st^ools were assured that if these changes were made there would 
be no opposition on the part of the State Board of Health to hold- 
ing school in their building. 

LOSANTVILLE, IND. 

The petition which is given below from losantville is the rea- 
son for a visit to that town. 

LosantYllle, Ind., June 23, 1904. 
Dr. Hnrty, Indianapolis, Ind. : 

Dear Sir — We, tlie undersigned patrons and residents of District No. 
G, Nettle Creek TowusLip, Randolph County, Indiana, believing that our 
school house is unsanitary and Inadequate for the needs of our children, 
respectfully petition that you inspect our building and advlae us. Let 
us hear from you at once. 

Signed by J. T. Borrows and fourteen other citizens. 

The visit was made July 5th. Having sent notice ahead, I was 
met at the railway station by Mr. F. M. Thomburg, trustee of Net- 
tie Creek Township ; Mr. John Arhogast and Mr. C. O. Wiggins. 
The last two named gentlemen were members of the tovraship ad- 
visory board. I was taken to see school house No. 5, Nettle Creek 
Township. 

Survey. — A one-room brick building, built in 1877, walls 
cracked, foundation washed from two comers, dilapidated. A 
single room, no' hall, floor contains many cracks and holes, three 
narrow windows on each side, walls defaced, desks old and much 
defaced, cracked, womout wood stove. The door and' some of the 
windows were open, and the wind had filled the room with leaves 
and dirt. Many torn books and a few torn charts and maps were^ 
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upon the floor ; no well, two poor but well separated oufiiouBea, 
number of enrolled pupils 28, average attendance 20. Coughs, 
colds, headaches, sorethroats and "malaria" among the diildren 
last winter. It is my opinion, baaed upon inquiry, that the malaria 
complained of is nothing more nor lees than sickness due to unsani- 
tary surroundings such as dampness of room, foul air and poor 
light The majority of the patrons of this school favor it« con- 
demnation. 

SCHOOL HOUSE No. «. 

Survey. — This building is in Nettle Creek Township and witbln 
the coloration of Loeantville, but is under township direction. 
It is a frame, tiiree rooms, dilapidated, foundation bad, ground 
wet and difficult to drain. No well, water being carried from a 
house some distance away. Outhouses, two in number, widely 
separated, no paths leading to them. 

Primary Eoom. — Size 14x30x30 feet; contains 54 seata with 
52 pupils on the roll, three narrow windows, furnishing insuffi- 
cient light The day was bright, but at one end of the room it 
was really too dark for easy reading. Slate blackboards, floor out 
of repair. 

Intermediate Eoom. — Size 16x30x32 feet; 52 pupils on roll, 
lighted by four narrow windows, one end of the room quite dark. 
The trustee said the teachers had asked for swinging lamps to use 
last winter in the day time. On account of this room being so 
dark school was sometimes dismissed a half hour earlier in the 
afternoon. 

High School Eoom. — Size 16x30x32 feet; lighted by four nar- 
row windows, dark the same as intermediate room, slate black- 
boards. 

All of these rooms are heated with stoves with no provisions 
for ventilation other than windows and doors. The trustee said 
he had many complaints of cold feet and that a constant good 
fire was insufficient to keep these large rooms warm. Further, 
the trustee said, "One day last winter I visited the school to see 
how things were getting on, found only about half the pupils pres- 
ent, and in all three rooms they were huddled around the stoves 
trying to keep warm." 

This ^hool house is dilapidated and old and unsanitary. The 
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att^idance is not np to the average, and coughs, colds, and light 
diseases prevail. The teachers, trustee, two members of the advi- 
BOiy board, and many citizens think the school house should he 
eondanned and a new one constructed. I recommend condemna- 
tion of this school house by the State board. 

WILKINSON SCHOOL H0lj,3f. 

This school house is at Wilkinson, Brown Toi*n8hip, Hancock 
County, and is known as District No, 7. The trustee is Mr. A, 
V. Harlan, postoffiee, Wilkinson. The school house was built in 
1884, is of brick, of stone foundation, no cellar beneath, three 
rooms. The building is very damp, and according to tlie testimony 
of the superintendent, Professor Berry, the walls drip with mois- 
ture in wet weather. He also says the school house is frequentiy 
surrounded with water. AU of the rooms are heated by stoves and 
the front room only is sufficiently lighted. All the blackboards 
are glossy. There has always been sickness among the children. 
The teachers all tell of the existence of coughs, colds, catarrhs, 
headaches, etc. The average attendance is 89 per cent, which is 
very low indeed. The front walls are badly cracked, the walks 
leading to the school house are very bad and made of boards. 
The floors are very bad, and the only ventilation is by windows 
and doors. One of the rooms, called the north room, is so dark 
even on a bright day, that the pupils call it "the dungeon." On 
dark days it is necessary to have coal oil lamps in order to see. 
It ia the testimony of the teacher that "four or five children brok^ 
. down under the strain of the unsanitary conditions last year," All 
the teachers of the school but one have signed a petition for a 
new school house. 

This school house is very unsanitary in every particular. The 
dampness alone is enough to condemn it. I recommend the ab- 
solute condemnation of this school house for school purposes. 

The following letter from the Attorney-General explains itself : 

May 25, 1901. 
Dr. J. N. Hnrty, Secretary, State Board of Healtb, Indianapolis, Ind.: 
Dear Sir— I have your commnnicadon of the 23d, in which yon ask: 
(1) "Has the State Board of Health power to make a rule that vital 
BtaUatics shall be collected for the calendar year? 
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(2) "Does the law give a speddc time within wUcli tbe report on 
vital etatetlcs shall be piade?" 

Answering your qiiestloDB In their order will say, that section 3 of 
the act of 1801, naming the duties of the Secretary of your board, pro- 

"He shall collect Information concerning vital Btatletice. knowledge 
respecting diseases, and all useful information on the subject of hygiene, 
and through an annual report and otherwise as the Board may direct, 
shall desaeminate such Information smong the people." 

This Is the only provision In said law as to collecting information in 
reference to vital statistics. This law does not speelflcally name when 
this annual report shall he made, hut as our statute defines the year to 
mean the calendar year, unless otherwise expressed, I take it that this an- 
nual report concerninK vital statistics should be made for the close -of the 
calendar year. It ls_ my opinion that in view of the wording of the act 
that It is within the discretion of the State Board of Health to designate 
the time for the secretary to collect vital statistics. 

As to the time within ivhlcL this report is to be made, the statute Is 
also silent. Being silent, the law contemplates you should have "rea- 
sonable time." As to what constitutes reasonable time depends upon the 
nature and character of work and is a matter of fact which your board 
should determine.

Whereas, Tlie evidence sLows that the school honae at Monterey, Pu- 
laski County, Indiana. Is very unsanitary and unsafe, and as for tliese 
reasons the health and lives of the pupils who may attend this school, are 
constantly in Jeopard.v, therefore it ia 

Ordered: That the said school house Is condemned and shall not be " 
need for school purposes, after this date, July 8, 1904; and it is further 

Ordered: That any trustee, teacher, school authority, person or per- 
sona wiio opens or uses said athool bouse for school purposes, or removes 
or mutilates this proclamation, shall be prosecuted by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral according to tlie statutes provided, 

SCHOOL HOUSE IN SHELBY COUNTY. 

The report and survey by Anderson, of the school house, Dis- 
trict No. 8, Shelby Township, Shelby County, Indiana, was con- 
sidered. After discussion the following action was taken : 

Whereas, It is satisfactorily proved to the Indiana State Board of 
Health that the school house knovrn as the Green school house, Shelby 
Township, District No. 8, Shelby County, Indiana, ia very unsanitary and 
also unsafe, and as for these reasons the health and lives of the pupils 
who Tvho may attend the schools are conatantly In Jeopardy, therefore 

Ordered; That tlie said schobi house Is condemned and shall not 
be used for school purposes after this date, July S, 1904; and it is further 

Ordered: That any trustee, teacher, school authority, person or per- 
sons who opens or uses the said school house for school purposes or re- 
moves or mutilates this proclamation, shall be prosecuted by the Attor- 
ney-General, according to the statutes provided. 

SCHOOL HOUSE AT WILKINSON. 

The report and survey by the Secretary, of the Wilkinson school 
house, District No. 7, Brown Township, Hancock Cpunty, was 
considered. After discussion and consideration the following ac- 
tion was taken : 

Whereas, It ia satisfactorily ahown to the Indiana State Board of 
Health, in regular session, that the Wilkinson school house, District No. 
7, Brown Township, Hancock County, Indiana, Is very unsanitary, being 
damp, insufficiently lighted, and ventilated, and poorly warmed,- and so 
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placing the liealth and llvea of the echool children In Jeopardy, therefore 
It la . 

Ordered: That the said school house Is condemned and ahall not be 
used for school purpoaee after August 1, ld04, and it is further 

Ordered: That any trustee, teacher, school officer or officers, person 
or persons, who opens or uses said BChool house for school- purposes or 
removes or mutilatee this proclamation shall be prosecuted by the Attor- 
ney-General, as by the statutes provided. 

Moved by Dr. Davis: The Secretary is hereby empowered and 
directed to employ an inspector to collect food and drug samples 
for analysis, the work to be done according to the rules herejofore 
adopted.

REGULAR QUARTERLY MEETING. 

At this meeting- the business and affairs of the third calendar 
quarter were considered. 

Present: Drs. Wishard, Cook, Davis, Eisenbeisa, Hurty, 

Called to order at 3 p. m. by Vice-President Dr. Cook, Presi- 
dent Wishard coming in ten minutes later. 

Minutes of last meeting read and approved. 

Dr. Eisenbeisa called for tho Secretary's report as to what had 
been done in the matter. of collecting and analyzing food samples 
as ordered by the board. 

The report was read as follows : 

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF STATE BOARD OF HEALTH ON 
FOOD ADULTERATION IN INDIANA. 

According to ordere of tbe board aod autbority given, the Secretary 
employed I^ouIb Bristol, aBsiatant in chemistry at the Indianapolis Man- 
ual Training School, aa a deputy food Inspector. Tbe salary agreed upon 
was $50 per month. The Secretary also contracted with Professor T. A. 
Smith, analytical chemlet, to make food aQatysea at the following rates: 

For each qoantltatlTe analysis $2 00 

For each qualitative analysis ?1.50 to 2 00 

For each day as witness — expenses (transportation, hoard and lodg- 
ing), and a per diem of .10 00 

Labels, bottles for containing samples, sealing was, stamp, alcohol 
lamp, red tape, a hand case and like neceBsltieB were procured, and on 
July 11, 1904, Mr. Bristol commenced his work of Inspecting foods and 
collecting samples. Hla first work be$^n In Indianapolis, and later Pen- 
dleton, Anderson, Marlon, Muncle, Wabash, Warsaw, PL Wayne, Bluffton. 
Lebanon, Greenfield, NoblesvtUe, Lafayette, Greencaatle, Bloomlngton, Co- 
lumbia City, Hartford City and Shelbyvllle were visited. The manner of 
inspection was to enter a grocery or drug store, and after showing cre- 
dentials to inspect the stock and buy samples of suspected articles. In all 
(106> 
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191 samples were collt^ed and analyzed. Each sample was given a dis- 
tinctive mark and tlien delivered to the analyist By this plan he bnev? 
nothinf; of where the samples came from and reported on the same by 
mark. 

Butters. — Fifteen samples collected and analyzed, ten samples from 
Indianapolis, two from Anderson, two from Pendleton and one from 
Bloomiagton. Adulterated, four, or 26.66 per cent One of these was sim- 
l!ly oleomargarine, snd was purcliaBed In Indianapolis; one from Anderson 
contained 17.5 per cent, of water, or 2.B above I^al limit; one from Pen- 
dleton ccmtalned 19.31 per cent, of water, or 4.31 above legal limit. The 
one sample from Bloomlngton contained a large amount of curd, which 
must have been purposely added. 

Cream of Tartar.-^-PIfty-flve samples collected, adulterated 8, or 
14.54 per cent. From Indianapolis, 13 samples; Anderson, 2; Pendleton. 2: 
Lebanon, 2; Greenfield. 2; Noblesvllle, 4; Iiafayette, 2; Green i^astle, 1; 
Bloomlngton. 2; MaHon, 2; Warsaw, 2; Columbia City, &; Ft Wayne, 2: 
Blufrton, 3: Hartford City. 3; Muncle, 6; Warsaw, 1; Shelbyville, 2. The 
adulterated samples were found — 3 In Indianapolis, 1 In Greencastle, 1 
in Columbia City, 1 in Hartford City. 1 In MuDcIe. 1 in ShelbjrlHe. The 
adulterants were starch, acid calcium phosphate and alum. 

Baking Powders. — Forty-three samples collected and analyzed. The 
only requirement In the law for baking powders Is, they shall not contain 
anything which la Injurious to health. At the present time alum and acid 
cal,clum phosphate powders ai-e not classed as injurious to health; but if 
an altim powder is not balanced, that is, so proportioned that the alum Is 
exactly neutralized by the sodium bicarbonate, then It Is classed as injur- 
ious by the State board. An excess of aeid calcium phosphate is not 
classed as injurious. Powdered kaolin, terra alba, and powdered clay in 
baking powders are classed as adulterants. Of the forty-three samples 
six contained terra afba and twenty-four contained excess of alum, mak- 
ing 30 samples which do not meet legal requirements. The percentage of 
adulteration was tlierefore 6».7 per cent The baiting powder samples 
were pnrcliased as follows; 

Anderson 1; adulterated 1, excess alum. Indianapolis 3; no adultera- 
tion, 1 sample being a cream of tartar powder and two alum. Lebanon 2; 
adulterated 1, excess alum. Noblesvllle 4; adulterated 3, 9II containing ex- 
cess alum, and one containing terra alba. Lafayette 5; adulterated 2. ex- 
cess alum. Greencastle 3; adulterated 2, excess alum. Bloomlngton 6; 
adulterated 5, excess alum in all five, and terra alba in 4; one sample 
contained 8 per cent, of terra alba. Marlon 3; adulterated^ 2, excess alum. 
Warsaw 4; adulterated 3, excess alum. Columbia City 3; adulterated 2, 
excess alum. Ft. Wayne 4; adulterated 4, excess alum. BluBFton 2; 
adulterated 1, excess alum. Hartford City 2; adulterated none. 

Vinegar. — Seventeen vinegar samples collected and analyzed. All 
were l>otight for pure cider vinegar. Not one was true to name, as there 
" was not a cider vinegar in the lot all being "whisky vinegars," "malt 
vinegars." Nothing unwholesome was found and the acetic acid strength 
was up to legal standard, which is 4 per cent Ten of the falsely- sold 
vinegars were purchased in Indianapolis, 5 in Greenfield, 1 in Blnffton, 
1 in Hartford City. 
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Apple Butter.—Two sttmples examined. Botb pnre goods, no pre- 
serratlve. Purchssed In Warsaw and Bloomlngton. 

Jam.— One sample examined, found adulterated with starch and glu- 
cose and' preserved With salicylic soda. Purchased iu Columbia City. 

Maple Syrup. — Four samples examined, three were wholly artiSclal 
and one pure. Adulterated 75 per cent. Adulterations were glucose and 
cane sugar. Nothing harmful to health. A swindle only. The adulter- 
ated samples were purchased in Ft. Wayne, Greencastle and BluOton. 
The pure sample purchased in Noblesville. 

Strained Honey. — Seven samples examined; Ave adulterated, which 
Is 71.4 per cent Adulterants were glucose and cane sugar. The five adul- 
terated samples purchased in lafayette, Greencastle, Ft. Wayne, Bluff- ' 
ton and Muncle. 

Jellies. — Sixteen samples examined. All were sold -for "pure fruit 
'elites" and all contained, a lai^re proportion of added glucose. One con- 
tained starch; 100 per cent, adulterated. 

Summary. — uf the 191 samples, 90, or 47 per cent, were adulterated. 
In Pennsylvania, where the fight against the adulteration of foods is 
kept going, the food laboratory in the month ending October 15, 1901, made 
analyses of 57S samples of food and found only 8 adulterated, or 1.3 per 
cent. This shows how the people of Indiana, where no laboratory exists, 
are keeping up a constant light, are made to suffer. The following esti- 
mate Is submitted of the dally and annual loss to the people on account of 
the failure of the law-making power to give protection. The x»opnlatlon 
of the State numbers 2,500,000; of this number one-flfth are wage-earners 
eaniing on the average 80 cents per day. This uieans $400,000 are earned 
dally in Indiana, surely a ridiculously low estimate. We have found it an 
actual fact that 47 per ceut. of all food samples examined were adulter- 
ated. Of course, Iresh meats, vegetables and fruits are never adulterated, 
and also over one-half of the samples of prepared foods were unadulter- 
ated, therefore it will not do to take 47 per cent, as a basis of calculation. 
Let us then accept S per cent of the money spent for foods as going for 
adulteration, and If one-half of the total daily wage goes for foods, then - 
we have 5 per cent, of ?260,000, or 512,500 lost each day to the people. If 
this be reduced one-half, we will sdll have $6,250 lost each day, and if re- 
duced one-half again, it is $3,625. So any way we calculate, there is con- 
' slderable money loss, and it Is surely tea times what it would cost to 
fight it It certainly is not economy to let this state of affairs continue, 
nor business sense either. 

After hearing and discussing the above it was accepted and 
ordered spread of record. 

Moved by Dr. Eisen'beiss ; The Secretary is instructed to select 
three or four cans of the worst adulterations and institute prose- 
cutions through the proper diannels.

Orders of last meeting executed. 

On July 11 the proclamation for the oondenmation of the vari- 
otia school houses, as ordered at the meeting of the board July 8, 
were transmitted as follows: 

Proclamationa condemning school houses Nos. 5 and 6, Nettle 
Creek Township, were sent with special letter to Q, S. Wi^ns, 
health officer of Ixwantville, instructing him to serve said procla- 
mations by reading them to the trustee and then securely fasten 
them to the respective school houses. Dr. B. S. Hunt, health 
officer of Randolph County, was informed of this proceeding as 
a matter of courtesy. 

The proclamation of condwnnation of the school house at Mon- 
terey was sent July 11 to Dr. H. E. Misner, health officer at 
Monterey, instructing him how to proceed as above stated. Dr. 
J. J, Thoipas, health officer of Pulaski County, as a matter of 
counteay, was informed of the case. 

Condemnation of the Shanklin school hoiise. Democrat Town- 
ship, Carroll County, was sent to Dr. W, R, Quick, at Delphi, 
He was instructed how to proceed as above set forth. 

Condemnation of the Green school house, Shelby Township, No. 
8, Shelby County, was sent Dr. J. B. Stewart, health officer of 
Shelby County, and he was instructed to serve the proclamation 
as above set forth.

I^OSANTVirXE. 

July 5. — This visit was made in the third quarter, but the re- 
port of the sanitary surv^ was presented at the r^ular meeting 
for the third calendar quarter, held July 8, and disposed of. 

WILKINSON. 

July 15 I visited Wilkinson to inspect the school house at 
that point. The visit was made, because of petition and request 
of citizens. I found the school house to be an old, dilapidated 
brick, situated upon damp ground. The walls are so damp that 
at certain seasons of the year the blackljoards drip with mois- 
ture, and using the blackboards is out of the question. The build- 
ing is old and dilapidated, insufficiently ventilated, improperly 
lighted and is heated witii stoves. Coughs, colds and other com- 
plaints of the respiratory tracts prevail among the pupils, and from 
every point of view the school house is unsanitary and I recom- 
mend that it be condemned. 



July 25 I visited Kewanna on account of a petition presented 
herewith. The said petition explains the situation, which need 
not be repeated. I will say I examinted the grounds, made many 
inquiries of fanners and residents in the neighborhood, and I 
believe that the draining of the lake is producing unsanitary con- 
ditions. The withdrawing of the waters has exposed large areas 
of ground so as to produce pools of stagnant water. The inhabit- 
ants in the locality say there is a plain increase of mosquitoes. 
This eventually means an increase in malaria. Some of the phy- 
sicians and citizens testified that malaria had again appeared in 
the community after it had been unknown' for several years. My 
opinion is if the State Board of Health has the power it would 
do wisely to order that a dam be constructed at the point niinio'l 
in the petition in order to preserve Bruce Lake. 
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COLUMBtJS. 

August 6, I visited Columbas on account of a petition of citi- 
zens to inspect the Bartholomew County orphan asylum. This 
institute is named tlie Thomas Orphan Home. It is a brick build- 
ing, well built and attractively situated. There are 54 inmates, 
which number crowds the building excessively. 

Nursery Dormitory. — Size 21x21x12 feet Eight children and 
one adult sleop in this room. There are four windows, and beds 
are placed against each window. This makes ventilation by win- 
dows impossible without drafts, and "consequently," the assistant 
superintendent said, "the windows are not raised at night." This 
means the children are compelled to breathe foul air, and the assistr 
ant superintendent said the room smelled badly in the morning. 
Such conditions are, of course, unsanitary and productive of dis- 
ease. 

Girls' Dormitory No. 1. — Size 21x21x12 feet Ten beds in (hia 
room. Unsanitary conditions the same as in nursery dormitory. 

Girls' Dormitory No. 2. — Size 18x20x10 feet Eight beds in 
this room. There are two windows open to the open air and two 
open into a (dosed hall. The unsanitary conditions the same as in 
nursery dormitory. 

Boys' Dormitory -No. 1. — Size 21x21x12 feet Twelve beds, 
four windows, unsanitary conditions the same as in nursery dormi- 
tory. 

Boys' Dormitory No. 3. — Size 20x25x10 feet Nine beds, six 
windows. Unsanitary conditions same as in nursery dormitory. 

Hospital. — Size 18x20x10 feet Four beds. Only two of these 
occupied by help at the present time. This room has few of the 
requirements of a hospital, and if it ever contains a few patients 
they must live under very unsanitary conditions. 

Bath Koom. — There are two bath rooms, one for boys and one 
lor girls. Three old zinc box bath tubs in each ; floors covered 
with sheet zinc, which is badly worn and broken in many places. 
Examinations showed that beneath this zinc there was consider- 
able filth and a bad odor proceeded therefrom. 

Kitchen. — The kitchen had few conveniences but was clean. 

Cellar. — The cellar extended under the whole house except on» 
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comer. The floor ia cemented, musty amell, badly ventilated, al- 
though siinuner time. 

Laimdry. — Is in the cellar and was passably sanitary. 

Heating. — Heating by direct steam radiation. 

Outhouses. — Two outhouses were provided, one for boys and one 
for girls. Both are removed from the main building, are dilapi- 
dated, unclean, and foul smelling. .Obviously no attrition ia given 
to them. 

Sickness. — According to the report of the superintendent there 
has been only very little "inconsequential sickness." Examination 
discovered three consumptives — Edna McCalip, 15; Howard Col- 
lins, 8 ; Clay Collins, 4. These three consumptives sleep in dormi- 
tories with other children. Their coughing brings disturbance 
and threatens the spread of their disease. Together with the 
eonnty health officer all of these unsanitary conditions were brought 
before the public, and I believe they will be corrected without 
interference of the State Board, and therefore I recommend no 
action at present. 

ANDERSON. 

On August 19 was subpoenaed to a trial at Anderson of the 
American Strawboard Company f»r polluting Wliite Kiver. My 
inspection and report of this instance of pollution has heretofore 
been given. TJpon arrival I reported at the c:iirt and after waiting 
two hours for the appearance of aD concerned the trial was con- 
tinued. 

GOSHEN AND AUBTTRN. 

Augnst 22 I visited Goshen on account of smallpox in that city. 
The health officer and citizens petitioned for a visit from the State 
board in order to establish beyond a doubt that smallpox existed, 
and to secure such suggestions as we might give. Upon arrival I 
met the city and county health officers and visited seven cases. All 
were found to be typical smallpox, and it was plain the officers 
were doing everything which could be done to check the spread 
of the disease. Some citizens, however, had entered complaint 
that laxnesa in quarantine prevailed. I called upon the mayor, 
council, and the committee on public health. I "advised that free 
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vaccination be offered, and thes» authorities assured me they would 
do it. I left Goshen the evening of August 22 for Auburn, where 
I arrived late at night. I visited Auburn in order to advise with 
the local authorities in regard to certain projected sewers and 
also to make an address before the Dekalb County Teachers' Insti- 
tute. In regard to the sewers I was able to make but one minor 
suggestion, and the town authorities will likely adopt the plan in 
their possession. My address on School Hygiene before the County 
Teadiers' Institute was well received, a lai^ audience being pres- 
«nt. A unanimous vote of thanks was passed.

THREE HAUTE AND BRAZIL. 

September 27, on account of a petition from Brazil, which was 
threatened with smallpox, at that time prevailing extensively at 
Terre Haute, I mad© the following inspections. Upon arrival at 
Terre Haute I called upon the city health officer. Dr. Combs, who 
told me there were at liiat date 75 cases of smallpox in the city, 36 
of them being in the contagious disease hospital. Some of the quar- 
antined cases were declared not to be smallpox and these were vis- 
ited, but found every one of them, without doubt, the disease in 
question. Quarantines were therefore continued. We later visited 
the peet house, situated on the poor farm, about three miles east 
of Terre Haute. Here we found 36 cases. The moat of them were 
very severe. Five deaths had occurred within the preceding three 
weeks. Authorities of Terre Haute had conferred unusual powers 
upon the health officers, had furnished vaccine and an appropria- 
tion of $5,000 for putting out tiie disease. Everything was being 
done which could be done in the premises. Late in the afternoon 
I visited Brazil, which had not yet developed a case of smallpox. 
That night I addressed the city council and a number of citizens 
and urged them to clean up the city and to give free vaccination. 
Upon the conclusion of my talk the council passed an order that a 
sufficient quantity of pure vaccine should be purchased by the 
health officer, and he should employ others to help him and proceed 
at once to vaccinate all who would permit the operation to be per- 
formed. A few days afterward Dr. Orr, health officer, telephoned 
that over 4,000 persons had been vaccinated and that the oleaninir 
up of the city was prt^essing rapidly.

BRAZIL AND TBRKB HAUTE. 
On September 26 a petition was received from Brazil signed by 
the mayor and the members of the city council, asking the State 
Board_of Health to order the disinfection of the Brazil cars, which 
run hourly between Brazil and Terre Haute. The occasion was 
the fact that smallpox existed in virulent form in Terre Haute. 
The petition was as follows: 

Brazil. September 24. 1904. 

To the Indiana State Board of Health, Dr. J. N. Hurty. Secretary: 

The undersigned would represent the eiisten<^e of (conditions that ei- 
Ist liere, which in our opinion call for Immediate action of the State Board 
of Health to prevent the spread of smallpox. 

Brazil is a city of upward of lO.OUO Inlmbttants and at the present time 
Is entirely free from smallpox, the last case having disappeared a month 
ago. During the month of August we had four cases, all of which were 
treaceable to Terre Haute. 

The city of Terre Haute Is now afflicted with an epidemic of smallpox 
of a fatal and malignant form, 70 cases and 12 deaths having l>een re- 
ported to have occurred In that city within the last three weeks. 

There Is an Interurban electric line in operation, running cars every 
lioui- and often at more frequent intervals, currying freight and passen- 
gers between this city and Terre Haute, malting the communication be- 
tween the two cities continuous. 

We do therefore hereby request the State Board of Health to require 
the Terre Haute Rleetrte Company to cause all of Its said earai both 
freight and passenger, and all passengers running Into Brazil from the 
said city of 1'ciTe Haute to he thoroughly inspected and disinfected at 
Miller's Switch, three miles west of said city of Brazil, such disinfection 
and inspection to be done at the expense of said Terre Haute Electric 
Company, of Clay County, and we base tills, our said request, on the pow- 
er given the State Board of Health, by section nine (0), ten (10) and eleven 
(11) of the quarantine act of 19as, and sections 22, 23, 24 and 25, act of 
rules of the Indiana State Board of Health, we deeming It in the high- 
est degree essential that such precautionary measures should be taken 
to prevent the spread of disease, and the infection of the city of Brazil 
therewith. • r. l.

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I will say that several telephone messages were received from 
Brazil urging a visit and immediate action on the part of the State 
board. On September 27, by early morning train, I went to Terre 
Haute and there inspected the sitnation. On that date there were 
seventy-six cases of smallpox, most of them virulent. Thirty-seven 
■were in the pest house and all but two were very severe. Twelve 
deaths had occurred within the preceding two weeks, at least two of 
the deaths being due to black smallpox. The city council had ap- 
propriated $5,000 for fighting the epidemic and had conferred un- 
usual powers upon the local health board, which was doing every- 
thing it could in the way of quarantine, isolation and vaccination. 
The local business men's association had held a joint session with 
the city health hoard and had adopted the plan of requiring vac- 
cination of their employes, otherwise they would be discharged. 
This brought about vaccination by the wholesale and it was estimat- 
ed that no less than 1,000 people were being vaccinated daily. The 
Vandalia Ea'ilroad Company had urged vaccination of all its men 
at Terre Haute and was thoroughly disinfecting all coaches which 
found their terminal at Terre Haute. The street car company, in- 
cluding the suburban line, were disinfecting their ears every night, 
and if a person with the disease was found upon any car at any 
time, that car was sent to the shops immediately and disinfected. 
Health Officer Dr. M. II. Combs took me in his buggy over the 
greater part of the city, visiting many quarantines and also visiting 
the pest house. 

At the latter place I found that two of the patients were insane 
men who had long been confined at the poor house because they 
were violent and dangerous. These men had the disease in severe 
form and were chained to their beds. This was a sad sight. 

Being convinced that everything was being done that could be 
done at Terre Haute I went to Brazil and in the evening, met the 
mayor, council, school board and a large audience of citizens. 
They were fully informed as above in regard to the situation at 
Terre Haute, and then I told them plainly that vaccination was the 
only scientific and practical prevention against smallpox. If the 
city council would pass a special order which would enable the 
health officer to purchase vaccine and employ assistants and pro- 
ceed to vaccinate all persons in the city who would submit that the 
best practical rule would be made. I promised to furnish 1,000 
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smallpox circulars which would be distributed throughout the city 
to help convince the people of the necessity of vaccioation. These 
circulars were sent the next day. 

BOONVILLE—HUNTINGBUBG— JASPER. 

Pursuant to instructions from Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of 
your board, to visit Boonville, Warrick County, and investigate an 
ill^al burial reported from that town, I left Indianapolis at 12 :20 
a. m. and arrived at Evansville 10 :10 a. m. I found that Dr. Gil- 
bert^ the city health officer, was absent on his vacation and so did 
not go to his office. I called on Dr. Pritchett, the county health offi- 
cer, who reported health and sanitary matters in good shape in the 
city and coijntry. One case of smallpox had been imported into 
the city this month from outside the State, but had been sent to the 
pest house, all exposed peraons vaccinated and premises fumigated 
and disinfected, so that any spread of the diaeaae was not expected. 

In the afternoon Dr. McCutcheon, the city sanitary of&cer, drove 
Dr. Pritchett and I out to the insane hospital and we were met by 
Dr. Loughlin, the superintendent, and shown over the grounds and 
buildings of the institution. An inspection of the dining-rooras, 
kitchens, cold storage, laundry, power house and sewage plant 
showed everything to be in first-class condition, I found Dr. 
Loughlin a modest, courteous gentleman, and he impressed me as 
being eminently well fitted for the position he holds. 

From the insane hospital we returned to the city and drove over 
agood portion of it, viewing the hfgh school and other school build- 
ings, city hospital and other public buildings of the city. Dr. 
Pritchett and Dr. McCutcheon report that their commissioners are 
in accord with them and aid them in all reasonable measures. The 
gentlemen showed me every possible courtesy as a representative of 
your board, and from the information I gained I am sure that the 
Vanderburgh County Board of Health is second to none in the 
State. 

Angust 17. — Arrived in Boonville at 8 :30 a. m. and at once went 
to Dr. DePorest's office. After interviewing Dr. DePorest, the 
health officer; Dr. Hoover, the attending physician, and Mr. 
Shafer, the undertaker, and getting their versions of the ease, I 
foQud that there was no criminal intent and no intention or desire 
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on the part of the sttonding physician or undertaker to evade the 
law, and I instructed Dr. DeForest to issue the burial permit, but 
also assured Jlr. Shafer that the doctor was only carrying out the 
orders of this board in refusing to issue a permit after burial, and 
that we would not allow the matter to pass again. With Dr. De- 
Forest I visited the high school building, which was erected in 
1903, and found one of the best up-to-date buildings I have seen 
in the'State, It is modern and sanitary in every respect, with 
eight well-lighted and well-ventilated class rooms, two rooms for the 
superintendent and teachers, a good dry basement with flush cloa- 
et3 and steam heat for the building. Everything was in splendid 
condition and the building is an honor to the town, and shows ith 
citizens to be progressive, enterprising people. The old school 
building is wanned by steam, but the water closets are vaults out- 
side the building. There ig a new court house being erected at an 
approximate cost of about $90,000 when completed. I also visited 
the reservoir, orphans' home and the line and proposed outlet for 
the sewer from the court house and jail. There was some conten- 
tion about this sewer, but Dr. DeForest thought that a satisfactory 
arrangement woidd be made by the city and coimty commissioners 
in regard to it. Dr. DeForest impressed me as being a young man 
who is well qualified for his profession, and as anxious to do 
all in his power to push matters up to the highest standing. He 
went into olEce last June, succeeding Dr. H. W. Scales (who was 
notoriously incompetent and made no effort to fulfill his duty as 
health officer) , and got a rather rough introduction into the work, as 
he had to almost make a new set of books in order to bring them 
up to date, and found quite a number of death transcripts were en- 
tirely lost, which had to be replaced by the State board, but he is in 
a fair way to become familiar with his duties, and if he is allowe4 
to continue in the ofBce'and to carry out the necessary work, Boon- 
ville and Warrick County will soon he in the front rank in sanitary 
matters. 

From Boonville I went to Jasper, Dubois County, arriving there 
at 5 p. m. I foimd Dr. E. J, Kempf acting as city health officer, 
Dr. Rowland having resigned and returned to his former home at 
Alfordsville. Dr. G. W. Traylor, the county health officer, lives 
and keeps his office at Ireland, about four and one-half or five miles 
from Jasper, but was away from home on a visit, so I did not try 
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to go there. Dr. Kempf reports health matters good in Jasper and 
the country so far as his practice extends. They had some trouble 
with smallpox last year, but by general vaccination had succeeded 
in getting rid of it. There are three schools in Jasper, one public, 
one parochial (Catholic), and one seminary (Catholic), The pub- 
lic school is heated by stoves, the other two by hot air furnaces. All 
are in good sanitary condition and any recommendations made hy 
the health officer are carried out as well aa possible. Jasper has 
water works and electric lights, but no sewer system. The popula- 
tion is about 1,900. The books are for births, deaths and contag- 
ious diseases and are up to date. 

August 18, Huntingburg. — This town is about seven miles south 
of Jasper on the main line of the Southern Railroad and has a pop- 
ulation of about 2,500 to 2,600, and is very widely scattered. Dr. 
A. F. Ramabroji is health officer, succeeding Dr. Williams, who 
died in June, Dr. Ramsbrok had taken possession of the books and 
blanks left by Dr. Williams, but they were not up to date, and 
would bring tbem up as soon as possible. Health was very good, 
but sanitary conditions were not good and it would be necessary to 
get some measures passed by the town council before he could en- 
force some necessary rules. Dr. Williams had paid no attention to 
sanitation or other health matters. The school buildings were re- 
ported in good condition and he would see that they were kept so. 
He asked for a book of instructions for health officers, which I sent 
him upon my return home. The Doctor is a comparatively young 
man, and I am informed, of a good deal of experience and ability, 
and I am sure he will endeavor to perform his duties in a manner 
satisfactory to this board, and at any rate better than has ever been 
done in the past. The town is improving and there were four or 
five new buildings going up, among them being a church and busi- 
ness block. I only had' about two hours in the town, and as it 
was raining all the time I did not get to visit the school house or 
other public building^. 

From Huntingburg I returned to the city via Louisville, Ky,

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REPOET OF THE PROCEEDINGS OP THE INTERNA- 
TIONAL PURE FOOD CONGRESS AT THE LOUIS- 
IANA PURCHASE EXPOSITION, ST. LOUIS, 
MO., SEPTEMBER 26 TO OCTOBER 
1, 1904. 

To the Indiana State Board of Health : 

Gentlemen : — Owing to the train being late and to other delays, 
it was ahont 11 o'clock of the 28th when I reached the hall of con- 
greeg, where the seaaiona were held. I found that convention was 
completing the Tuesday afternoon program and the matter under 
discussion was "The Use of Coloring Matters and Preservatives in 
Foods," by Prof. J. H. Shepherd, State Chemist of South Dakota, 
and was participated in by L. M. Frailey, of Camden, N, J, ; Dr. 
■ Julius Hortvet, State chemist, Minnesota; H. E. .Barnard, State 
chemist. New Hampshire ; Sebastian Mueller and Glenn E. Mason, 
chemists of tiie Heinz Company, Pittsbui^, Pa. 

Professor Shepherd said that the aniline colors in foods affected 
digestion by delaying it He exhibited some wool cloth dyed with 
the colors taken from artificially colored food stuffs. These colors 
were obtained from sausages, confectionery, and a line of gowis 
that has been examined for this board. Mr. E. G. Smithers, re5)re- 
senting the "Association of Manufacturers and Distributors of 
Food Products of the United States," declared that the public was 
as much to blame for the wide use of coloring matters and preserv- 
atives in food stuffs as the manufacturers, as they were constantly 
demanding such products. As long as the public wanted them, the 
firms will compound them, he said, but would hereafter label them 
if the new laws went into effect. 

Professor Mueller, of Pittsburg, seemed to voice the sentiment 
of both the meat and vegetable manufacturers when he said that as 
soon as possible all coloring matter would be eliminated. At pres- 
ent, he said, the manufacturers were up against some chemical prob- 
lem affecting the preservation of the products which must he over- 
come. He assured tlie convention of the cordial co-operation of the 
chemists of these concerns in aiding the Government and State offi- 
cials to find a remedy for the use of coloring drugs which, at pres- 
ent, he dteclared, is imperative. 

At this point the discussion turned on the poison in canned goods. 
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due to tiie action of the natural fruit acids on the iron, tin and lead 
used in the manufacture of the tin cans. It was generally agreed 
by the cbemists at the meeting that if pure tin were used there 
would be no danger from this sotirce. 

Mr. A. W. Farlinger, of Atlanta, Ga., president of National As- 
sociation of Ketail Grocers of Pure Food Laws, pledged the sup- 
port of his organization in the, furtherance of pure food laws. He 
stated that the association represented a total of 35 States and 86,- 
000 retail distributors. This declaration was received with ap- 
plause, as the position of the association had never been defined 
np to this time. 

The meeting then adjourned until Thursday morning. 

Thursday, September 29.-— The discussion of the morning ses- 
sion was on "Baking Powders," by Dr. J. M. Mallet, professor of 
chemistry of the University of Virginia, which precipitated a gen- 
eral discussion by the members of the convention. What may be 
considered th^ official position of the United States food standard 
commission, which will have jurisdiction over the production of the 
baking powder under the proposed new pure food laws, was laid 
down by Professor M. A. Scovall, a member of the commission. 
He spoke in the absence of Dr. Wiley, chief of the eoraraisaion, and 
stated that he regarded the proper labeling of the powders contain- 
ing the alum as the only reasonable outcome of the grievance. He 
stated that on account of the wide difference of opinion by chemical 
authorities as to whether alum was wholesome or unwholesome, 
that he regarded the spirit of the law as being satisfied if the public 
was warned of the presence of the alum in the baking powder and 
then left to decide for themselves as to whether it was wholesome 
or not During the course of this discussion, Mr. F. M. Barrett, 
editor of the American Grocer, New York city,, made the charge 
that the reason that the pure food laws were not enforced was he- 
cause the food commissioners and State chemists were bought off by ' 
the manufacturers of adulterated food and stuffs, and declared that 
he had the proof in his possession that such was the case. 

This brought the convention to its feet almost to a man, and the 
result was that a committee was appointed to investigate the 
charges,- and they were instructed to prefer charges against any per- 
sons found guilty, and they would be expelled from the convention 
and efforts to have them prosecuted would he begun at once. 
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Dr. E. N. Eaton, State chemiat of Illinois, was the first speaker 
in the afternoon and started a hot discussion by declaring that tlie 
present food standards'adopted and under consideration were im- 
practicable and would not serve ihe ends of either the manufacturer 
or consumer. The result of the discussion was that Dr. Eaton was 
in the minority in regard to his claims. Other subjects discussed 
were "The Adulteration of Drugs," by Dr. Albert E. Leach, of 
Massachusetts; "Uniform Standards for State and National De- 
partments," by Dr. E. N. Eaton, Illinois State chemist; "Food 
Standards," by Professor M. A. Scovall, director Kentucky Exper- 
iment Station, and papers on adulterations of foods, spices, baking 
powder, confectionery, native and imported wines, etc., were read 
and discussed by the members present. The evening session was 
devoted to the subject of wines, and was participated in by Mr. 
Percy T. Morgan, president California Wine Growers' Associa- 
tion ; Mr. Emil Dubois, Florida ; Mr. W. E. Hildreth and E. R. 
Emerson, New York ; Dr. W. E. Bigelow, Washington, D. C, and 
others. 

Friday, September 30, Morning Session.- — -The first thing after 
convening was a call for a report from the committee to investigate 
the charges made by Mr. F. M. Barrett yesterday. Mr. Barrett 
arose and retracted every charge made, apologized for his remarks, 
and asked that they be stricken from the record of proceedings. 
Chairman Bailey put the mijtion to the convention and it was 
adopted unanimously. The balance of the morning was taken up 
with the discussion of brewed products in various forms. 

Afternoon Session.— -This session was devoted to a general dis- 
cussion on the "History of the National Association of State Dairy 
and Food Departments" and the "Enforcement of the Pure Pood 
Laws." 

Evening Session. — This session was devoted to the discussion of 
"Distilled Spirits," "Standards for Distilled Products," "Needed 
Legislation," etc. 

Saturday, October 1. — ^Resolutions were adopted, recommending 
that the use of saccharine be permitted in canned goods only when 
labeled ae such. Resolutions recommending that the use of colors 
in pastries and confections be restricted to harmless ones, and that 
the use of all antiseptics in food stuffs be prohibited were unani- 
mously adopted. It was also recommended that baking powders 
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be labeled and universal standards be adopted. The executive com- 
mittee was given the authority to strike out anything in the record 
of the week's meeting that it seea fit. This action is considered as 
aimed at F. M. Barrett, editor of the American Grocer, who made 
such sensational cKarges. 

W, W. McConnell, of St, Paul, Minn., waa elected president, and 
E. M. Allen, Lexington, Ky., was elected secretary and treasurer. 

I consider the convention to be on© of great interest and instruc- 
tion to those participating.

The following letter from the Attomey-Gieneral was received : 

I>r. J. N. Hurty. Secretary State Board of Health. Indianapolis, lod.: 

Dear Sir — I have your communication of the 28t)). in which you aslied 
my opinion ns to the law in the following: 

"Dr. D. C. Ridenour, Secretary of the Board of Health at Peru, was 
called upon to euppresB a smallpox epidemic. The quarantine law passed 
In 1903 gives health ofHcers the power to employ physicians under certain 
cliTL'Um stance B. Dr. Ridenour tried to find some physician who would 
treat the smallpox chhos, which .according to law he had quarantined. Not 
a single practitioner of Peru would accept the duty. The fact was re- 
ported to the mayor, and by his order, Dr. Ridenour gave medical treat- 
ment, although the law requires that health offlcers shall only do those 
things which are necessary to prevent the spread of disease. Dr. Ride- 
nour DOW presents a bill for treatment, in all amounting to $132; and pay- 
ment is refused." 

Answering the above will say, that this Is a peculiar circumstance, 
Id that the councij refused to pay the claim on the advice of the city 
attorney, whose opiuiou Is hlnding on them. 

My opinion would not settle the matter Cor the reason that a munici- 
pality ia governed by the action of its offlcers and legal department 
'ihis department has only to do with State government. 

For the information of the board will say that the act of 1903 simply 
gives health officers the power to employ physicians under certain condi- 
tions; their duty Is to prevent the spread of contagious and Infectious 
diseases, not to treat the patient. 

The health officer can not, as such officer, employ himself as a physi- 
cian to treat patients coming under his jurisdiction as such crflcer; if, 
however, the proper authorities, as a matter of necessity, saw fit to em-, 
ploy such health officer as a physician to tr^at such patients, such author- 
ities would be bound to pay for such services.

In July the death rate was 0.6 leas than in the corresponding 
month of 1903; in August it was 0,5 less, and in September 1.2 
less. Diarrhoea was the most prevalent disease, standing first in all 
three months of the quarter. There was also a slight decrease in 
typhoid fever as compared with the same quarter last year, and by 
the same comparison smallpox appears as in the table.

The undersigned would respectfully shon to your honorable board 
that tt Is a corporation duly organized tinder the laws of the State of 
Ohio, and is now and has been for many years engaged In the manufac- 
turing of tomato catsup. That one of its factories where it manufactures 
such catsup Is located in the city of Tiptou, Indiana, on the oialn line of 
the Lake Erie and Western Railroad. That the farm lands in the vicinity 
or said city of Tipton are very fertile, and the soil ia of such a nature 
that it produces large crops of very fine quality of tomatoes. That the 
undersigned has expended several thousand dollars in locating its said 
factory coDvenientiy for the farmers who raise the tomatoes, and the em- 
ployes who work In its factory, and for shipping purposes; and at the 
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time of the location of its said factory It obtained permlsdon of tbe premier 
authorities of the city of Tipton to pnt In a four-incli sewer from its 
factory and connect It with one of the city sewers at a point about one 
hundred feet south of its factory for the purpose of carrying off the waste 
water. That It put In said aewer in the summer of 1901, and connected' 
the same with said city sewer and has used the same ever since toe the 
purpose of carrying off the waste water from Ita factory, Tliat it obtains 
its supply of water from a driven well over one hundred feet in depth, 
and the same 1b pure and wholesome.

There is a lalce (known as Bruce Lake) Bituate in sectionB six (6) and 
seven (7), In town thirty (30), north rapge one (1) east. Also in section 
one (1), town thirty (30), nortb range one (11 west, now in Fulton and 
Pulasbi counties in the State of Indiana. At the time the government ' 
surveyed the lands eurroundiug aald lake, it covered about 640 acres. In 
Fulton County tJie lines were meandered, leaving tracts of iand marks 
on the plat book Noe. 1, 2 and 3 In section sis (ti), and in section seven (7). 
uuiDbered one (1) and two (2). In above named town and range. Lot No. 
1 contained 43 70/100 acres. Lot No. 2 contained 36 50/100 acres. Ix>t 
No. 3 contained 53 13/100 acres. S. Wpt. 40 24/100 acres. In section 
seven (1). lot No. 1 contained 07 50/100 acres, lot No. 2 contained 38 91/100 
acres. Tradition says tliat when the government surveyed the lands in 
section one (1), town thirty (30), north range one (1) west, the lake was 
frozen and therefore the plat book does not show that any part of said 
laite Is in section one (1), town thirty (30), north range one (1) west. ■ But 
a part of the lake was, and is now, in Pulaski County, the outlet being 
entirely in said Pulaski County. Practically all the water thai flows 
into said lake comes from said Fulton County, and the dam, if built, will 
be entirely In said Pulaski County. In 1894 there was a dredge 
ditch constructed beginning about 500 feet from tJie lake; it was not the 
intention to drain said lake nor to affect it in any way, but the contractors 
or their employes without any authority did dig a ditch or trench to get 
water to float their dredge, resulting in lowering the lake to about one-half 
its former area, leaving In low water many acres of muddy and marsh 
bottoms around the border of said lake. And at times tliere is quite a 
stench or offensive smell caused by the decaying vegetation, slime, shell- 
fish and other animal matter exposed by the recession of tlie waters of 
said lake, and it is claimed caused mi:ch sickness. 

The lake almve descrilied has been a source of food supply. Formerly 
many kinds of tlshea were abundant that were of the best flavor and 
quality. In its present condition they are rapidly diminishing. The 
breeding grounds of said flsh are now the muddy bottoms and marshes 
above described. The marshes surrounding said lake caused by the re- 
ceding of the waters are the breeding grounds for Innumerable numbers 
of mosquitoes that are active agents in the spread of infectious diseases. 
There Is a railroad nmnlng along the south shore of said lake tliat Is 
destined to make of said lake (if the outlet is dammed) a beautiful sum- 
mer resort tliat will add very materially to the health, wealth and happi- 
ness of hundreds of people now, and probably thousands of the coming 
generations. God gave to us this one-time beautiful lake, and as it can 
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not aor ebiould' not be draloed. we most eameBtly pray your honorable 
board of health to grant our prayer by lasnlng an order for the construc- 
tion of a dam at tbe outlet where the public highway crosseB said outlet 
OD the west side of said lake (see engineer's report). We will guarantee 
the finance necessary to construct said dam.

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REPORT OF SECRETARY ON STATE MEDICINE AND 

HYGIENE FOR THE YEAR ENDING OCTOBER 

31, 1904. 

STATE MEDICINE. 

As the law-making power of the State baa not been in session 
since my last report, there are no changes in laws to record. 

DECISIONS UNDER THE MEDICAL LAW. 

Daring the past year there were instituted twenty prosecutions 
in different counties for practicing medicine without a license. 
About one-third of theni have resulted in convictions. About one- 
half are now on the dockets and remain to be tried. 

The leading case this year was the prosecution and conviction of 
Laura S. Funk, a christian scientist, in the Marion Criminal Court. 
Next in importance probably was the conviction of Dr. A. D. Will- 
iams, a traveling specialist from St Louis, who was prosecuted at 
Bedford. The license of Daniel D. Weiser was canceled. 

Early in the year a final decision was obtained, establishing that 
the board had a right to investigate the character of the diplomas 
held by osteopaths engaged in the practice when the acts of 1901 
went into force. 

In the case of Parks v. State, in 150 Ind. 211, the Supreme, 
Court decided most explicitly^ 

1. That the medical law, as amended in 1901, was constitu- 
tional 

2. That an indictment or affidavit in the general language of tiie 
statute was sufficient. 

3. A magnetic healer is within the inhibition of the law and 
must be convicted if he has no license. 

The complete upholding of the law in all of its features by the 
Supreme Court has had a healthy effect on- the sentiment of both 
the people and the local authorities over the State. 

A licensed physician who changes his residence from one couBty 
in this State to another must procure a new license from the clerk 
of the county to which he has removed, or it will be unlawful for 
him to practice. Mayfield v. Nale, 26 Ind. App. 240.

Dental. — With the exceptioa of five convictions for practicing 
without licenses, no decisions have been given affecting dental medi- 
cine 

Pharmaceutical. — Forty registered and 47 assistant registered 
pharmacists have been enrolled within the year. Nine prosecutions 
for practicing without license. AH plead guilty except one, and he 
filed complaint against himself, defended, and was fined. No Su- 
preme Court decisions. 

-Health. — The Supreme Court, January 28, 1904, decided the 
amendments made to the health law in 1899 to be unconstitutional. 
The case was entitled Claude T. Hendershot v. State, ex rel. James 
B. Bennett, and came from the Perry County Circuit Court. The 
lower court decided the law unconstitutional because of the pro- ' 
viBO requiring that health officers should be graduated of a medical 
college recognized by the State Medical Board of Kegistration and 
Examination, The Supreme Court did not sustain this, but discov- 
ering that the title of the amendment omitted one whole sentence of 
the title of the amended act, decided that therefore it was unconsti- 
tutionaL The omission was a mistake made hy an engrossing clerk, 
and although seemingly trivial, still it is plain by the constitution 
that the highest court acted wisely and well. 

It was under these amendments that correct mortality statistics 
were being collected, to the honor and credit of the State and the 
medical profession. This decision but makes the opportunity for 
the physicians of the State to secure from the next L^slature a 
health law that mil he up to date in every particular. 



Two remarkable conventions directly relating to hygiene were 
held during the year. The first, "Maryland'Tuherculosis Exposi- 
tion," was held in Baltimore during the week beginning January 
25, 1904. There was an exposition, elaborate and specific, cover- 
ing an area of 2,000 square feet of floor space, showing literature, 
pathology, statistics and sanatorium treatment. A lecture was de- 
livered each day in McCoy Hall of Johns Hopkins University. 
The exposition was opened with speeches by Dr. Wm. Thayer, Gov- 
ernor Warfield and Dr. Osier. The lecturers and their subjects 
were: Frederick L. Hoffman, "The Statistical Laws of Tubereu-, 
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loais" ; Dr. L. F. Flick, "House Infection of Tuberculosis" ; Dr. 
Mazyck Eavenel, "Bovine Tuberculosis a Factor in the Causation ■ 
of Human Tuberculosis" ; Dr. D, E. Salmon, "Some Observations 
on the Tuberculosis of Animals" ; Dr. S. A. Knopf, "Pulmonary 
Consumption and the Possibility of Its Eradication Through the 
Combined EiForts of a Wise Government, Well-Trained Physieiana 
and an Intelligent People" ; Dr. J. (Jeo. Adami, "On Facts, Half- 
Truths and the Truth with Special Reference to the Subject of Tu- 
berculosis." 

The uplift of this exposition has been felt throughout the TTBited 
States. 

The second convention was the first international congress of 
school hygiene, held at Nuremberg, Germany. One thousand two 
hundred and forty-seven delegates were present from twenty, coun- 
tries. Eleven delegates were inscribed from North America. 
Many phases of school hygiene were reported upon by committees 
and then discussed. The scientific program was opened by an ad- 
dress by Professor Herman Cohu, of Breelau. 

Eight addresses were delivered and 153 communications pre- 
- sented. Norway was the only country which could report that its 
every school was medically inspected. 

Sewage Disposal. — The very great economic and sanitary im- 
portance of sanitary sewage disposal is gradually filtering into pub- 
lic mind, Rochester and Bedford are two cities which have recog- 
nized the sin of polluting streams with city sewage, and have con- 
structed septic tanks for deatmction purposes. The logansport, 
■Richmond and Evansville insane hospitah, also the Boys' School at 
Plainfield, are now provided with adequate sewage disposal plants. 
Dr. Joseph Rogers, at Logansport, was the 'first superintendent of 
insane hospitals in Indiana to adopt and have constructed a method 
of disposal and utilization of sewage. At the Evansville hospital a 
chemical and sand filtration method is practiced, and at Richmond 
the septic tank and sand filtration was adopted. At Rome City, all 
sewage from the Island in Sylvan Lake is disposed of by septic 
tank and sand filtration method. At the latter place large con- 
courses of people gather during the summer to attend lectures and 
receive instruction in summer school. Heretofore, the gathering of 
5,000 to 10,000 people on the island had produced unbearable con- 
ditions and the management of the Grand Rapids and Indiana K. 
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R. recc^izing that ita health resort would he changed into a dis- 
ease reeort if the crowds and their filth were not effectually separ- 
ated, put in the disposal plant. 

Indianapolis still heads the list as the greatest polluter and pois- 
oner' of streams in the State, and White River is the most ahused 
stream. This river receives its first load of sewage from Mmicie, 
and there, too, strawboard refuse and slaughterhouse offal are first 
added. 

At Yorktown, a few miles below Muncie, strawhoard refuse is 
again introduced, and then comes Anderson, which contributes 
sewage, strawboard refuse, slaughterhouse offal and tinplate pickla 

At NoblesviUe, the poor stream is made to bear more sewage, 
street drainage and slaughterhouse offal. At Broiad Kipplo, near 
Indianapolis, all the above accumulated filth is conserved ]ty a dam 
and furnishes a lake to adorn the park. Finally, the polluted water 
appears at Indianapolis, and there receives a sewer charge so foul 
and in such quantities as to make it appear by comparison of crys- 
tal purity. 

Below Indianapolis, the waters surcharged with rottenness, black 
and reeking, devoid of all life, except a few boys and men whose 
blunted senses permit them to paddle upon or wade in the same, 
proceed sluggishly onward, seemingly disgusted and ashamed. It 
is one of the duties of the physicians of the State to teach the people 
that all sewage must he sanitarily disposed of by some of the meth- 
ods which have been so thoroughly worked out by sanitary science. 
And the people must also learn that, as it is a dirty bird that be- 
fouls its own neat," ao also is that people dirty which befouls the 
streams. 

Immunization in Diphtheria. — Diphtheria antitoxin has grad- 
ually won its way, until now it is the opinion of the leaders of medi- 
cine that that physician is criminally Diligent who does not prop- 
erly use it in good quantity when diphtheria exists. Another step 
is necessary, and that is, immunization. Following the advice of 
Biggs, the New York city Board of Health has issued a circular im- 
munizing whenever children are found in the presence of diphthe- 
ria. The records of the department compiled from the reports of 
results show tiie great value of immunization. From January 1, 
1895, to January 1, 1903, immunizing injections were adminis- 
tered to over 13,000 individuals, and of these only 3 per cent, con- 

e-Bd.of Ha»lth. 
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tracted diphtheria of a mild type and only 1 case resulted fatally. 
The records show that during one year alone 682 cases of diphtbe- . 
ria occurred in New York which were secondary to an original case 
in the same family. Of these 682 cases, 61 died, a mortality of 
8.9 per cent. Had these 682 individuals received the immunizing 
dose of antitoxin when the physician first visited the family, prob- 
ably not one would have contracted the disease. 

Disinfection of Excreta. — As our statistical, clinical and bacte- 
riol<^ical knowledge increase of the diarrbceal diseases, it more and 
mor^plainly appears that complete disinfection of diarrhoeal stools 
must be practiced, and that physicians are derelict who do not so 
advise. It was a surprise that the dysentery bacillna (shiga bacil- 
lus) should turn out to be the cause of summer diarrhoea of chil- 
dren. This organism was proven to be the cause of epidemic dysen- 
tery (not, of course, amebic dysentery) and proven to be the cause 
of adult dysentery, but the medical world was indeed surprised to 
discover that the ordinary summer infantile diarrhcea belonged to 
the same group of cases as adult dysentery. The treatment of the 
disease will be very little changed by the discovery, but the light 
thrown upon preventiwi is very bright.

VITAX STATISTICS. 

Vital statistics are the foundation of sanitary science and mark 
its prepress more than anything else. Their benefit is not limited 
to public sanitation, but ia of great value to economic, legal, 
, social and commercial interests. It is quite evident that the enu- 
meration of births, marriages and deaths does not improve public 
hygiene, but the expraiditure of the appropriation for complying 
■with the health laws helps very materially in that direction, and 
ia in accord with the practice in all the most advanced and civil- 
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ized countries in the worid. From a study of these statistica we 
learn what has happened concerning births, marriages, diseaBes 
and deaths each year throughout the State, and by making com- 
parison with other States, for the same period, we see the value 
of collecting them. It is to be regretted that our Stat© still has 
such incomplete returns of births and marriages. We often have 
application for a record of a birth from some other State, to settle 
some estate, but we can not comply, as w© have no record of births. 
We hope to have, in the near future, a law for the reporting of 
births and marriages, the same as we have for the reporting of 
deaths." 

The information afforded as to the extent and prevalence of 
infectious and contagious diseases, the prevention of the same, 
and the sanitary condition of the surroundings, greatly enhance 
the value of vital statistics. 

Dr. Charles V. Chapin, city registrar of Providence, R. I., says 
of the control of vital statistics : "While the collection of vital 
statistics has only an indirect relation to the preservation of public 
health, yet it is a fundamental of sanitary practice and progress. 
But the collection of vital statistics can only be accomplished un- 
der central control. It is true that the cities were pioneers in 
this field, and some of them have done excellent work, hut it is 
just as necessary that the births, marriages and deaths of the 
whole Stat© or nation should he uniformly recorded as it is that 
the census should be taken. As yet scarcely a dozen States have 
provided for an adequate system of registration, but it is hoped 
that under the guidance of the federal census bureau the others 
will rapidly be induced to take up the work." 

STUDY OF THE VITAL STATISTICS OF 1904. 

BIRTHS. 

Forty-two thousand seven hundred and fifty-six births were re- 
ported ; males, 23,513 ; females, 20,544. Of this number 814 were 
colored children ; 406 males and 408 females. In the preceding 
year the births reported numbered 44,116; males, 22,748; fe- 
males, 21,268. l^egro births,. 741; males, 394; females, 847. 
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The birthB in 1904 exceeded the deaths 5,516. Id the preceding 
year the births exceeded the deaths 10,124. In 1904 the birth, 
rate was 16.1 per 1,000, and the death rate 14, We are confident 
that nearly every death which occurred in the State in 1904 was 
reported to this office, but in regard to the births and marriages we 
know we have very incomplete returns. 

There were 736 illegitimate births reported. Of the total num- 
ber of children born to each parent, 4,506 were the fourth ; 3,174, 
fifth; 2,367, sixth; 1,653, seventh; 1,050, eighth; 653, ninth; 
456, tenth; 237, eleventh; and 268 were the twelfth and over. 
Of these births, 50 per cent, were the fourth child and over born' 
to each parent There were 1,073 still births reported, but we 
have death certificates for 2,040 still births, so it is reasonable to 
suppose that only about one-half the births are reported. 

The ages of parents given were as follows: Under 20 years, 
fathers 690, mothers 4,733; 20 to 30 years, fathers 17,590, moth- 
ers 22,728; 30 to 40, fathers 15,896, mothers 11,912; 40 to 50, 
fathers 5,678, mothers 2,013; 50 to 60, fathers 942, mothers 19; 
fathers 60 to 70 years of age 104, and from 70 to 80 years 15. 



MARRIAGES. 

There were 25,810 marriages in 1904. The grooms under 20 
years old numbered 766, and the brides, 6,479 ; 20 to 30, grooms 
16,713, brides 14,569; 30 to 40, grooms 4,972, brides 2,524 
40 to 50, grooms 1,544, brides 978; 50 to 60, grooms 713, brides 
364; 60 to 70, grooms 334, brides 123; 70 to 80, grooms 109. 
brides 25 ; 80 and over, grooms 11, and brides 1. The American- 
bom grooms and brides numbered 23,804 and 24,049, respectively, 
and the foreign-bom grooms 1,194, brides 884. Of the total mar- 
riages, 904 were colored. As in the previous year, October was 
the leading month for weddings. 

By months the weddings numbered : January 2,174, February 
1,761, March 1,689, April 2,232, May 1,679, June 2,288, July 
1,867, August 1,993, September 2,316, October 2,860, November 
2,542, and December 2,409. Of this number 3,359 were past. 40 
years of age. 
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DEATHS. 

There were 37,240 deatibs reported for the year 1904, being 
3,348 more than in 1903. The rate was 14 per 1,000 population. 
The male deaths were 19,372, and the female 17,868. Of the 
total nnmher, 1,424 were colored; 729 males and 695 fanalea. 
There were 33,273 Americans, 17,102 males and 16,l7l finales; 
foreign 3,564, 2,030 males and 1,534 females. Of the t»tal 
deaths, 16,892 were single, 9,504 males and 7,388 females; mar- 
ried 13,124, of whom 7,036 were males and 6,088 were females. 

By ages, the deaths were: Under 1 year 8,039, or 21.5 per 
cent, of the total; 1 to 2 years 1,394, or 3.7 per cent.; 2 to 5 
years 1,263, or 3.3 per cent. The number of deaths of infants 
under one year is almost as great as those between two and thirty, 
the figures being, respectively, 8,039 and 8,166. The statistics of 
all localities, both city and country, show that the highest mor- 
tality of life is during Uie first year. In Indiana, about one-fifth 
of all who are bom die during the first year. An exceedingly 
large number of infants, even those bom under the best conditions, 
fail to weather the storms of the first and second summers. Among 
the poor, and especially among bottle-fed infants, the death r4te 
is much higher. 

The deaths in the prime of life, 15 to 20, numbered 9,808, or 
26.3 per cent, of the total. The deaths in extreme age periods 
were : 70 to 75, 2,541 ; 75 to 80, 2,317 ; 80 to 90, 2,477 ; 90 and 
over, 381. 

The following table, giving the deaths by months, rfiows March 
in the lead, February next, and June has the lowest : 
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February and March are the highest tuberculosis and pneu- 
monia months, and July is the highest diarrhoeal disease month. ~ 
These preventable diseases account for the large ninnber of deaths 
during the months named.

A review of the same 
shows that the general death rate was higher in 1904 than in Uie 
preceding year. Tuberculosis, diphtheria, diarrhoeal diseases and 
influenza are all higher this year than last, but typhoid fever 
md puerperal septicemia was the same.

The statistics disclose an increase in tuberculosis as eompMed 
with the average of the last five years. This fact is graphically 
shown in Charts Tfos. 2 and 3, The total tuberculosis deaths, all 
forms, was 4,978, rate 187.3 per 100,000. Pulmonary tubercu- 
losis deaths 4,436, rate 166.9; other forms 542, rate 20.4. For 
the preceding year the figures are: All forms, 4,412, rate 174.3; 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 3,864, rate 153.5; other forms, 548, rate 
20.8. 
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By Hon&B. — This year March, April and May show the high- 
est nmnber of deaths, and September and' November tie lowest 
number. With consumption there is not a very great deviation 
in the death rates of the months. Chart No. 3 shows in graphic 
form the influence of deaths on months from tuberculosis. 

By Ages. — Comparison shows that the most critical age period 
for tuberculosis is from 20 to 25. The disease is not destructive 
in the first ten years of life, but begins to rise at the age of ten, 
■ and in the period of 10 to 15, 101 deaths occurred in 1904. In 
the next age period, 15 to 20, the increase was enormous, the 
deaths ninnbering 457; inthe next period, 20 to 25, the nimiber 
becomes 709. The destructiveness of this disease among the young 
is terrible, for of all tuberculosis deaths, 38.1 per. cent are under 
25 years of age. The disease does not subside materially in de- 
structiveness after 25 until the age of 50. In the period of 25 to 
30 there occurred 577 deaths; in the period of 30 to 35 there were 
481; and for 35 to 40, 403; 40 to 45, 286. 

Tuberculosis even attacks the aged, for the statistics show 54 
deaths in the age period of 80 to. 90, and three of over 90. Aa 
in the case of th© months, so it is with the ages, we have to recoi-J 
an increase in tuberculosis.

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TUBERCULOSIS IN 1904— RECORD BY MONTHS. 

January. — The total number of deaths from pulmonary 
tuberculosis was 361, a rate of 169.2. In the corresponding month 
last year there were 337 tuberculosis deaths, a rate of 158. The 
preceding month (December) showed an increase over the same 
month in the preceding year, and now we have to report ft further 
increase for January as compared with the same month last year. 
Bj age periods the deaths were: Under one year, 7 ; frcon 1 to 
6, 11; from 5 to 10, 7; from 10 to 15, 11; from 15 to 20, 38; 
from 20 to 30, 105; from 30 to 40, 78; from 40 to 50, 51; 
from 50 to 60, 35; from 60 to 70, 34; from 70 to 80, 19; from 
80 to 90, 4. Of the total deaths 236 were females and 125 males: 
Of the females 31 were between the ages of 18 and 40, and they 
left 61 orphans; and of the males, 81 were married and between 
the ages of 18 and 40, and they left 167 orphans. ' The total num- 
ber of orphans under 12 years of age was 228. The homes in- 
vaded by this diseaae and left desolate numbered 361. In the 
preceding month this disease made 209 orphans imder 12 years 
of age, and invaded 371 homes. How many of these orphans will 
find their way into orphan asylums can not be told, hut certainly 
a few of them will land there. It is also true that a percentage 
of the 31 widows will be given public aid. 

February. — Three hundred and sixty-five deaths were reported 
from tuberculosis, a rate of 182.7 per 100,000. In the preceding 
month, the rate was 169,2 and in the corresponding month last 
year, 157.5. By age periods the deaths were: Under 1 year, 7; 
1 to 5 years, 19 ; 5 to 10 years, 6 ; 10 to 15 years, 15 ; 15 to 20 
years, 28 ; 20 to 30 years, 110 ; 30 to 40 years, 77 ; 40 to 50 years, 
57 ; 50 to 60 years, 37 ; 60 to 70 years, 32 ; 70 to 80 years, 16 ; 
80 years and over, 4. Of the total deaths, 155 were males and 
253 females. Twenty-eight of Ihe females were between the ages 
of 18 and 40 and married and left 56 children under 12 years of 
age. Of the males, 81 were married and left 162 children under 
12 years of age. The total nimiber of homes invaded by the dis- 
ease is 386. Of the 218 orphans under 12 years of age, a certain 
percentage are sure to find their way into orphan asylums, and 
of the 81 widows, how many will require aid from the public 
purse can not be told. 
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March. — Five hundred and thirty-two deatlis from tuberculosis 
were reported in March, a rate of 220.8 per 100,000. In the pre- 
ceding month the deaths nnmbered 365, rate 182.7, and in the 
corresponding tnonth last year the deaths numbered 384, rate 
180. A marked increase, therefore appears. By age periods the 
deaths were: 1 to 15, 47; 15 to 20, 45; 20 to 30, 152; 30 to 
40, 103; 40 to 60, 65; 50 to 60, 61; 60 and over, 69. Of the 
total tuberculosis deaths, 310 were females and 220 were males. 
Of the females, 109 were married and between the ages of 18 
and 40, and left 278 orphans under 12 years old. Of the males, 
37 were married and between lie ages of 18 and 40, and left 76 
orphans under 12 years old. This one disease, therefore, made 
in one month 354 orphans under 12 years of age, and rendered 
219 homes either fatherless or motherless. If a theater fire had 
done this, the calamity would have been a matter for special dis- 
patches and much editorial comment. 

April. — Four hundred and thirty-five deaths from tuberculosis 
were reported for April, a rate of 199.7 per 100,000. In the pre- 
ceding month the deaths numbered 532, a rate of 220.8 per 
100,000, and in the corresponding month last year the deaths num- 
bered 387, a rate of 187.6. Compared with the preceding month, 
this is a decrease, but compared with the corresponding month 
last year (normal comparison) it is an increase. By age periods 
the deaths were; Under 1 year, 14; 1 to 5 years, 19; 5 to 10 
years, 8; 10 to 15 years, 12; 15 to 20 years, 60; 20 to 30 years, 
114; 30 to 40 years, 95; 40 to 50 years, 44; 50 to 60 years, 
33 ; 60 to 70 years, 23 ; 70 to 80 years, 19 ; 80 and over, 5. The 
female deaths numbered 244 and the male 191, Of the females 
85 were married and between the ages of 18 and 40, and left 
176 orphans under 12 years of age. Of the males, 29 were mar- 
ried and between the ages of 18 and 40, and left 61 orphans- under 
12 years of age. This awful disease, therefore, made in April 
237 orphans under 12 years of age and rendered 114 homes either 
fatherless or motherless. The question is, how many of these 
orphans left without parental direction will find their way into 
orphan asylums, and how many will finally appear in the courts 
for punishment on account of transgreesions of liie law? The 
supreme court on May 13 affirmed a judgment of a lower court 
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for $2,500 against the Big Four Kailroed for the death of a boy 
11 years old. This Qumth consumption (preventable) killed 22 
between the ages of 10 and 20. At the value fized by the Bupreme 
court, the loss waa $55,000. In one year the loss at this rate 
would be $180,000 on this age period alone. The appropriation 
for prevention is $13,400. 

May. — There were 471 deaths from tuberculosis to record 
throughout the whole State; 415 were of the pulmonary form; 
276 were females and 195 males. Of the females, 110 were mar- 
ried and between the ages of 18 and 40, and left 220 orphans. 
Of the males, 41 were married in the same age period, and left 
82 orphans. Consumption, therefore, made in this one month 
302 orphans under 12 years of age. Two hundred and eighty-two 
or 60 per cent of the total tuberculosis deaths were between the 
ages of 15 and 40 ; 36 deaths were under 5 years of age, and 391 
homes were invaded by death from this disease. 

June. — There were 361 deaths from tuberculosis, 317 being of 
the pulmonary form. Of this number 167 were males and 196 
females. Of the females, 82 were married and between the ages 
of 18 and 40, and left 164 orphans under 12 years of age. Of 
the males 30 were married, and in the same age period, and left 
60 orphans under 12 years of age. Consumption, therefore, made 
in this month 224 orphans, under 12 years of age, and invaded 
over 200 homes. Two hundred and fifty-two or 69 per cent, of 
the total deaths were between the ages of 15 and 50. In all points 
this is a higher record than was presented in the corresponding 
month last year. 

July. — There were 390 deaths from tuberculosis, 346 being of 
the pulmonary form. Of the pulmonary deaths, 149 were males 
and 197 were females. Of the males, 19 were married and be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 40, and left 41 orphans under 12 years 
of age. Of the females, 84 were married and between the ages 
of 18 and 40, and left 172 orphans under 12 years of age. Con- 
sumption, therefore, made in this month 212 orphans under 12 
years of age and invaded over 300 homes. In all points this is 
a higher record than was presented in the corresponding month 
last year. It seems proper to ask what will become of the orphans, 
ind how many of them will find their way into orphans' homes? 
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The total cost to the people for the month for this one preventable 
disease, counting eadi life as worth $1,000, amounts to $390,000. 

August — Three hundred and sixty-four deaths reported, all but 
61 being of the pulmonary form. Of these, 135 were males and 
168 females. Of the males, 25 were married and between the 
ages of 18 and 40, leaving 50 orphans. Of the females, 82 were 
married, of the same age period aa the above, leaving 164 orphans. 
All of these orphans were under 12 years of age, and many will 
fall imder- public care. The total number of orphans bereaved by 
this one disease was 214, and almost 300 homes were invaded. 
This is a slightly higher record than was presented in the corre- 
sponding month last year. 

September. — Three hundred and thirty-two deaths reported, all 
but 44 being of ihe pulmonary form. Male tuberculosis deaths, 
132, female, 200. Of the males, 18 were married and between 
the ages of 18 and 40, leaving 38 orphans under 12 years of 
age. Of the females, 59 were married, of the same age period 
as above, leaving 136 orphans under 12 years of age. The total 
number of orphans caused by this one disease in this month was 
174, and almost 300 homes were invaded. This record is slightly 
lower than was presented in the corresponding month last year. 

October. — Three hundred and tiiirty-six deaths reported, all 
but 42 being of the pulmonary form, Male tuberculosis deaths, 
130; female, 206. Of the males, 32 were married and between 
the ages of 18 and 40, and left 47 orphans under 12 years old. 
Of the females, 72 were married, of the same age period as above, 
and left 152 orphans under 12 years of age. The total number 
of orphans caused by this one disease in this month was 199, and 
over 300 homes were invaded. This record is much higher than 
in the corresponding month last year. 

November. — Three himdred and thirty-seven deaths reported, 
all but 31 being of the pulmonary form. Females, 201; males, 
136, Of the females, 68 were married and between the ages of 
18 and 40, and left 140 orphans under 12 years of age. Of the 
males, 19 were married, of the same age period as above, and left 
38 orphans. The total number of orphans caused by this one 
disease in this month was its. Over 300 homes were invaded. 
This record is higher that in the corresponding month last year. 
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December. — ^Deaths from tubereuloBis numbered 368, All but 
36 of these were of the pulmonary form. The rate was 147.4 
per 100,000 population. In the same month last year consump- 
tion deaths numbered 279, a rate of 135.2. We have, therefore, 
a record of increase in this disease by this comparison. By ages, 
the deaths were: Under 10 years, 26 ; 10 to 20, 44; 20 to 30, 
98; 30 to 40, 75; 40 to 50, 42; 50 and over, 84. Of the total 
deaths, 163 were males and 205 were females. Of the females, 
87 were mothers, between the ages of 18 and 40, and left 180 
orphans. Of the males, 39 were fathers, in the same age period 
as above, and left 81 orphans. The disease, therefore, brought to 
the State 261 orphans under 12 years of age. How many of 
these will find their way into orphan asylums to be cared for for 
a number of years, we can not tell. It is sad to contemplate the 
126 homes which were rendered desolate, either by the loss of the 
mother or the father. 

PNEUMONIA. 

This title includes all forms excepting bacillary, caseous ca- 
tarrhal and interstitial. The pneumonia deaths numbered 3,723, 
rate 140,1 per 100,000; in the preceding year there were 2,660 
deaths, rate 104.7. The average deaths for the last five years was 
3,099, rate 116.5 per 100,000. 

The following table gives the number of pneumonia deaths and 
rates per 100,000 for the last five years. 
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The highest death rate occurred in 1904, when it was 140.1 
per 100,000. 

Chart No. 9 shows the incidence of months with 1904, and also 
compares the same year with the last five years.

As 
during 1903, the four months having' the highest death rates from 
these diseases were July, 23; August, 54; September, 39; Octo- 
ber, 23 ; total, 139, or 75.5 per cent of the yearly total. As usual, 
most of the deaths from dysentery were among adults, 82 per cent, 
of the whole number being over 60 years of age. 

— There were 1,629 
deaths from this disease, a rate of 61.3 per 100,000 ; July had 307 
deaths; August, 498; September, 344; October, 204; total for the 
four months, 1,353, or 83 per cent of the grand total.

Diarrhtea and Enteritis Over Five Years, — There were 278 
deaths from this disease, with a rate o£ 10.4 per 100,000 ; in the 
preceding year there were 251 deaths with a rate o£ 9.9. In this 
age period the critical months are July, August and September, 
43.1 per cent occurring then. The largest number of deaths 
occurred in persons over 60 years of age. 
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In this term is included all kinds of cancers and malignant 
tumors. The total number of deaths from this disease for the 
year 1904 was 1,259, with a rate of 47.7 per 100,000. For flie 
preceding year the deaths numbered 1,217, with a rate of 48,3 
per 100,000. There was an increase over 1903 of 42 deaths. 
Cancer of the stomach killed 63 per cent, of all who died of that 
disease, and the last six months of the year showed the greatest 
number of deaths. 

By Ages. — One infant under one died of cancer, and between 
the ages of one and five there were three. The rate increases from 
40 to 45 years, the greatest number being between the ages of 
50 and 80, as 75 per cent, of the deaths occur at that period in 
life.

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Measles, a diseaae most prevalent among children, caused 212 
deaths in 1904, with a rate of 7.9 per 100,000. Of this number 
135 were children nnder 5 years of age, and between the ages of 
5 and 15 there were 32 deaths.

Measles stands next to scarlet fever as a ca\ise of death in 
children,, because of the lung complications. A great number of 
children die from diseases which follow measles. After measles 
it is not uncommon to have abscesses in the ear, resulting in 
partial or complete deafness, also to have sore eyes, making them 
permanently weak and sometimes blinding the child. The most 
dangerous complication is broncho-pneumonia, from which a ma- 
jority of the deaths reported from measles are given as the chief

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VIOLHNCB. 

This term includes accidents, suicides and homicides. Under 
accidents are fractures, bums, sunstrokes, freezing, electrical 
shock, drowning, inhalation of noxious gases, and other acute 
poiaonings. There were 1,622 deaths from accidents during 1904, 
of which 232 were from fracturea; dislocations, 5; other acci- 
dental injuries, 791 ; burns and scalds, 206 ; burning by corrosive 
substances, 1 ; sunstroke, 4 ; freezing, 11 ; electrical shock, 28 ; 
drowning, 152; inhalation of noxious gases, 22; other acute 
poisonings, 84; and other external violence, 87. 

There were 283 deaths from suicida In this class is suicide by 
poison, 132 ; hanging or strangulation, 39 ; asphyxia, 2 ; drowning, 
16 ; firearms, 66 ; cutting instruments, 6 ; other suicides, 22. 

There were 48 homicides reported, a rate of 1.8 per 100,000.

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It is likely all of the smallpox deaths wer^ reported, but prob- 
ably not more tban one-half of the cases. This was due to the fact 
that many eases were so mild as not to require a doctor, and also 
because many doctors do not -know smallpox in mild form. Many 
instances might be detailed when even typical smallpox was not 
correctly diagnosed. 

The following table gives the deaths from smallpox by months 
for the last five years. 
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SMALLPOX IM 1904— RBCOSD BY MONTHS. 

January. — Four hundred and eighty easea of smallpox were 
reported, with 8 deaths, from 38 counties. In the corresponding 
month last year 921 cases were reported, with 50 deaths, in 56 
counties.

It appears, therefore, that by compari- 
son of the preceding month, there is an increase, while hy com- 
parison with the corresponding month last year, there is a decided 
decrease.

We are compelled to again make the remark that smallpox is 
still frequently unreo^;nized, even when it is. in typical form, 
and it also remains true that in many instances it is so mild that 
the case is not suspected to be smallpox until the disease breaks 
out in twelve or fifteen days after exposure to such casw. 

February. — Four hundred and eight cases of smallpox were re- 
ported with 5 deaths from 34 counties. In the preceding month 
there were 480 cases and 8 deaths in 38 counties, and in the cor- 
responding months last year there were 889 cases .with 50 deaths 
in 59 countira. The counties reporting smallpox present were:

We deem it proper to again make the remark that smallpox 
is still frequently unrecognized, even when it is in typical form, 
and it also remains true that in many instances it is so mild that

out in others, in 12 or 15 days after exposure to such caaes. 

March.; — Two hundred and thirty-one cases of smallpox in 41 
counties, with 3 deaths, were reported in March. In the preceding, 
month there were 40 cases in 34 counties, with 5 deaths. In 
March," 1903, there were 590 cases, with 21 deaths, in 56 counties. 
By both comparisons, therefore, a decided improvement is to be 
recorded. The counties reporting the disease were: Allen, 12;

A notable outbreak occurred 
at Etna Green, Kosciusko County. The disease was unrecognized 
hj any of die physicians of the town, and even after the State 
and coimty health officers, also several well-informed physicians 
from neighboring towns, had pronounced the cases smallpox, the 
Etna Green physicians still called it Cuban itch, and one insisted 
it was "blood pimples." The town board of trustees and many 
business men became very angry and would'not admit that anall- 
pox existed at all. One business man went so far aa to declare - 
that the State health officers had been bought He didn't say by 
whom and why. The neighboring town of Bourbon was accused 
of "getting up the scare in order to get trade away from Etna 
Green." Indeed, all manner of foolish utterances were made. 

April. — Two hundred and sixty cases of smallpox in 29 coun- 
ties, with 6 deaths, were reported in April. In the preceding 
month there were 231 cases in 49 counties, and three deaths. We 
have, therefore, to record an increase by this comparison. In 
April, 1903, there were 590 cases in 56 counties and 21 deaths. 
By this comparison a decided decrease appears.

The epidemic of smallpox at £tna Green, which all four resi- 
dent physicians failed to diagnose, and persisted in their error, 
has continued into April. At the town of Bourbon, four miles 
distant, vaccination was done and quarantine rigid. In conse- 
quence, this town has gone almost free from the disease. Clay 
County, in which smallpox originally appeared in virulent form 
and extended areas, still suffers from the disease, and presented 
more eases than any other county, namely, 56. The people of 
Vigo County also seem to take pleasure in having smallpox, for 
45 cases were reported, with 2 deaths. As said heretofore, several 
times, it is plain smallpox will continue with us until all sus- 
ceptible persons are attacked. 

May. — Two himdred and fifty-nine cases of smallpox in 36 
counties, with 6 deaths, were reported. In the preceding month 
there were 260 cases in 29 counties, with 6 deaths. By this com- 
parison there is to be recorded a decrease in cases and an increase 
in area invaded, and an increase in deaths. In the corresponding 
month last year there were reported 579 cases in 59 counties, and 
10 deaths. . The counties reporting the disease were:

Clay County, in which the disease first appeared in Indiana, 
still continues to have it more abundantly than other counties, for 
35 cases are reported from there this month. In Greene County 
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there ■were 20 cases reported, with 3 deaths, but w© feel confident 
there were twice or possibly three times as many cases as wers 
reported. In .Taekson County the disease became epidemic at 
FreetowTi, and the State Board sent Dr. A. W, Brayton to investi- 
gate and make report As is always the ease, h'e found several 
physicians who did not know smallpox either in typical or atypical 
form, and insisted the disease was not smallpox. Dr. Cummings, 
the county healtli officer, had correctly diagnosed the disease in 
the beginning, but the interference of the State Board was neces- 
sary in order to secure the confidence of the community, which 
was upset by the wrong diagnosis of certain local physicians. In 
his report Dr. Brayton says: 

Dr. Pettlgrew was distinctly In opposition to my diagi'osls of the 
disease. Ue visited oDe family with us and then declined to go further. 
He had studied the subject of smallpox, had theoi'etlcal argumeuts aft to 
the occurrence oC an ernptloii in some persons he had vaccinated, aud 
thought they should liave been protected. I suggested a wider and more 
continuous reading on his part. 1 also enforced upon blni, In the presence 
of the other physicians, the fact that we are safe In regarding any pustu- 
lar disorder, widely dfsseminated over the body and attacking both old 
and young in the community, selecting almost always those who have 
never been vaccinated In their lifetime, as smallpox. 

An epidemic of smallpox near Montezuma, in Vermillion and 
Parke counties, called for special investigation, and Dr. C. E. 
Ferguson was sent to investigate the situation. In bis report he 
says: 

I visited the camp at Kock Run, which is a coal miner's camp. Br. 
R. L. Dooley, of Montezuma, accompanied me. I found the people di- 
vided into three classes — those who had had smallpox, those who have It, 
and those who will have It. lu a group of about a dozen houses, 1 found 
the disease In five. All of the cases were of the mild type. There is now 
no difference of opinion among the doctors as to the nature of the disease. 
Little or no vaccination has been practiced, because the people will not 
permit it. ' 

June, — One hundred and twenty-seven cases of smallpox in 27 
counties, with 3 deaths, were reported. In the preceding month 
.there were 259 eases in 36 counties, with 6 deaths. By this com- 
parison there is to be recorded a decrease in cases, in area invaded 
and in deaths. In the corresponding montJi last year there were 
reported 252 cases in 49 counties, with 4 deaths. By every com- 
parison, therefore, a marked decrease in this disease is to be re- 
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corded. The counties reporting the disease were : Allen, 6 eases ; 
Boone, 5; Clay, 10; Crawford, 6; Daviess, 4; Dearborn, 8; De- 
kalb, 1 ; Delaware, 6 ; Dubois, 8 ; Floyd, 3 ; Franklin, 1 ; Gibson, 
5; Grants 5; Greene, 12, 2 deaths; HamiltMi, 2 cases; Ja^Bon, 
22; Knox, 2; Kosciusko, 1; Marion, 5; Noblei, 1; Orangei, 1; 
Pike, 1; Pos^, 6, 1 death; Pulaski, 1 case; Tippecanoe^ 1; Tip- 
ton, 1 ; Vigo, 5 ; Wdls, 1. 

The State Board was not called upon to make any visits on ac- 
count of smallpox in June, but we still feel impelled to remark 
that there are a great many cases -of lliis disease which are receiv- 
ing no medical attention on account of their mildness, and a great 
many cases are missed absolutely in diagnosis. As stated else- 
where 3 deaths occurred, Lintcai, Greene County, 2 ; ML Vernon, 
Posey County, 1. 

July. — One hundred and fourteen cases of smallpox in 21 coun- 
ties, with 5 deaths, were reported. In the preceding month there 
were 127 cases in 27 counties, with 3 deaths. By this comparison 
there is to be recorded a decrease in oases and in area invaded, 
but an increase in deaths. In the corresponding month last year 
there were reported 104 eases in 22 counties, with 4 deaths. By 
this last comparison we have an increase in smallpox except as 
to area invaded. The counties reporting the disease were: Allen, 
8 cases; Blackford, 8 cases,.! death; Clay, 2 cases; Dearborn, 4 
cases ; Elkhart, 8 eases ; Floyd, 5 cases ; Grant, 10 cases, 1 death ; 
Greene, 31 cases, 2 deaths; Harrison, 20 cases," 1 death; Jackson, 
6 cases; Lagrange, 10 cases; Marshall, 2 cases^ Parke, 7 cases; 
Pike, 10 cases; Posey, 1 case; Vigo, 1 case; Wabash, 8 cases. 
The State Board was not called upon to maki> any visits on account 
of smallpox in July, but we still feel impelled to remark there 
are a great many cases of this disease which are receiving no 
medical attention on account of their mildness, and a great many 
cases are missed absolutely in diagnosis. The reporting of other 
cases is purposely omitted. 

August.- — There were reported 56 cases of smallpox in fourteen 
counties, with three deaths. In the preceding month there ^ere 
114 cases in 21 counties and 5 deaths. In the corresponding 
month last year, 129 eases in 24 counties and 13 deaths. The 
counties reporting tiie disease were : Clay, 4 cases ; Dearborn, 1 ; 
Elkhart, 9, 2 deaths ; Lagrange, 4 cases ; Lake, 1 ; Posey, 2 ; Sul- 
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livMii, 2; Vigo, 9; Wabash, 1, The State Board was called upon 
to make only one visit on account of smallpox in August, and 
•this was at Gloshen. Many citizens complained that the physicians 
were not tating proper precautions against carrying the infection, 
and made a petition to the State Board to investigata The results 
of the visit are believed to be beneficial, but the State health ofBcer 
found all of the cases thoroughly quarantined but no public hos- 
pital in use. Two deaths from the hemorrhagic form had oc- 
curred. Still it remains true that a great many eases of this dis- 
ease received no medical attention on' account of their slightness, 
and a great many cases are wrongfully diagnosed; and further, 
the reporting of cases is sometimes purposely omitted to shield 
the family. 

September. — There were reported 197 cases of smallpox in 22 
counties, with 13 deaths. In the preceding month, 56 cases in 
14 counties, with 3 deaths. In the corresponding month last year 
68 cases in 16 counties with 2 deaths. By both of these com- 
parisons smallpox shows an increase. The counties r^orting the 
disease were: Boone, 10 cases; Clay,.4; Crawford, 4; Elkhart, 
5 ; Fulton, 2 ; Grant, 1 ; Huntington, 1 ; Jackson, 1 ; Knox, 1 ; 
Marion, 1; Marshall, 3 ; Owen, 5 ; Parte, 1 ; Sullivan, 13; Tippe- 
canoe, 1 ; Vanderburgh, 23 ; Vigo, 115 ; Wabash, 3 ; Warren, 3 ; 
Washington, 4. AH of the deaths occurred in Vigo County, and 
it is here acknowledged the State Board is perfectly aware that 
probably not one-half of the cases were reported. This is because 
of the occurreni* of many mild cases which never call a physician, 
and also because many physicians fail to diagnose smallpox in 
mild form. At Terre Haute, smallpox was epidemic. September 
27th there were 37 cases in the smallpox hospital and 39 quaran- 
tined in houses. Most of the cases were of sever© form, many 
being confluent and semi-confluent. All of the deaths were hem- 
orrhagic eases, and three of the extrenae hemorrhagic form known 
as "black smallpox." From all of the counties whence the dis- 
ease is reported come accounts of its increased virulence. 

October. — Smallpox broke out in various places in October, and 
where it had not been known before since the same time last year. 
There were reported 226 cases in 29 counties, with 18 deaths. In 
the preceding month 197 cases in 22 counties an,d 12 deaths. In 
the corresponding month last year, 324 cases in 31 counties and 
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1 death. The counties infected were: Boone, 40 cases; Brown, 
5; Clark, 10; Clay, 1; Clinton, 1; Crawford, 5; Daviess, 1; De- 
kalb, 8; Elkhart, 2; Floyd, 9; Greene, 2 deaths; Gibson, 5, with 
1 death ; Huntington, 3 ; Jadrson, 8 ; Jasper, 2 ; Kosciusko, 1 ; 
Lagrange, 9 ; Lake, 8, 1 death ; Laporte, 5 cases ; Madison, 1 ; ■ 
Newton, 5 ; Noble, 1 ; Orange, 5 ; Parke, 10 ; Steuben, 1 ; Sullivan, 
3, and 3 deaths; Tippecanoe, 1 case; Vanderburgh, 37, with 1 
death; Vigo, 41, with 10 deaths. Smallpox prevailed for three 
or four weeks in the neighborhood of Thorntown, Boone County, 
and was diagnosed as chickenpox, Cuban itch, etc. Not until it 
became typical in form was it recognized as smallpox. The State 
health officer found one physician who would not acknowledge 
the disease to be smallpox, although the case in hand was typical 
and quite severe, with not a single symptom missing,' The State 
officer found a teacher in the primary grade with a mild attack 
and still teaching. There were three lesions on her head, two 
being in the hair and one on the forehead. There was also one 
lesion on each wrist. The last two aborted in the vesciilar stage 
and did not become pustules. At Harrisburg, Clark County, 
smallpox has prevailed more or less for several weeks. Not until 
it became severe and typical was it recognized. One physician 
had applied all manner of names to the disease, and when it was 
told to him plainly that the eruptive disease was typical smallpox 
and that every symptom was present, still maintained it was not 
smallpox. Such physicians as here described, and the one at 
Thornfown also, are a menace to the communities in which thoy 
live. The comparison shown above makes plain that the disease 
is more fatal this October than it was in the same month last year. 
November. — Smallpox appeared in places not visited last month 
and where it had not been known since the same time last year. 
Three hundred fifty-five cases in 37 counties, with 12 deaths, were 
reported. In the preceding month there were 226 cases in 29 
counties, with 18 deaths. In the corresponding month last year, 
324 cases in 33 counties, with 1 death. The counties infected 
were ; Bartholomew, 4 cases ; Boone, 12 ; Cass, 2 ; Clark, 6 ; Clay, 
1 ; Clinton, 7 ; Cra^vford, 3 ; Dekalb, 5 ; Dubois, 20, with 2 deaths ; 
Elkhart, 9 ; Eloyd, 2 ; Gibson, 8 ; Huntington, 2 ; Jackson, 30 ; 
Jasper, 2; Kosciusko, 16; Lagrange, 2; Lake, 6; Lawrence, 1; 
Madison, 28; Marion, 2; Monroe, 2; Montgomery, 17; Morgan, 
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2 ; Parke, 1 ; Porter, 2 ; Putnam, 2 ; Randolph, 1 ; Shelby, 6 ; Steu- 
ben, 1 ; Sullivan, 40, with 6 deaths ; Tippecanoe, 3 ; Vanderburgh, 
54; Vigo, 36, with 4 deaths; Washington, 21; Wayne, 2; Wells, 
10. We have the same old story to repeat of typical smallpox 
being diagnosed as chickenpox, Cuban itch, etc. In all such in- 
stances the physicians who did not rightly diagnose the mild caaes 
continued to maintain the disease was not smallpox when it became 
virulent 

December,- — Four hundred and seventy-two cases reported in 
38 counties, with 8 deaths. In the preceding month 355 cases 
in 37 counties, with 12 deaths. In December of last year, 530 
cases in 40 counties, with 2 deaths. The counties invaded were : 
Bartholomew, 5; Eoone, 12; Brown, — ; Carroll, 1; Clark, 10; 
Clay, 13, with one death; Daviess, 6; Dubois, 53, with 3 deaths; 
Floyd, 41 ; Fulton, 2-; Gibson, 2 ; Grant, 1 ; Greene, 2 ; Hendricks, 
9; Huntington, 2; Jasper, 16; Jay, 4; Jennings, — ; Kosciusko, 
1; Lagrange, 3; Lake, — ; Madison, 38; Montgomery, 4; Owen, 
2 ; Poaey, 4 ; Spencer, 5 ; St Joseph, 2 ; Sullivan, 25 ; Vander- 
bui^h, 122; Vermillion, 3; Vigo, 34, with 4 deaths; Warrick, 
4; Washington, 10; Wells, 10. At Colfax the disease has pre- 
vailed extensively and the town board refused, on account of Ia<^ 
of funds, to take action. The local health officer resigned and 
confusion resulted. At Sellersburg, Clark County, Dr. John M. 
Nickels has l)een indicted for refusing to report smallpox cases 
coming under his care. At least one of his smallpox cases died, 
and it may be said this man was responsible for the spread of the 
disease in his locality. He certainly was not able to diagnose 
smallpox, for he told the writer that the cases of typical smallpox 
existing at Sellersburg were not smallpox. 

RECORD OF DISEASE PREVALENCE BY MONTHS FOR 1904. 

January. ^Tonsilitis, as in the previous month, was reported 
as the moat prevalent disease; then follows bronchitis, measles, 
pneumonia, rheumatism, influenza, typhoid fover, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria. In many cotinties measles has been unitsually preva- 
lent, and officers report difficulty in controlling the disease. Many 
physicians are still contending that every child should have 
measles, which, of course, is an error; but this contention is an 
obstruction which will finally be removed through education. 
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February. — Measles waa the most prevalent disease, aud then 
follows in the order given: Brondiitis, pneumonia, influenza, 
tousilitia, rheumatigm, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, pleuritis, diph- 
theria and croup, diarrhcea, intermittent fever, erysipelas, whoop- 
ing cough, inflammation of bowels, cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
dysentery, paerperal fever, cholera morbus, cholera infantum. The 
health officers continue to report difficulty in controlling measles. 
One practitioner has written the State Board declaring it is foolish 
to try to stop the spread of measles, and another one has declared 
it is foolish to quarantine "scarlatina simplex." 

March.— Measlra was the most prevalent disease, and then fol- 
low in the order given : Pneumonia, tonsilitis, hronchitis, rheu- 
matism, influenza, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, pleuritis, erysipelaa, 
diarrhoea, intermittent fever, diphtheria and croup, inflammation 
of bowels, puerperal fever, whooping-cough, dysentery, cholera 
morbus, cerebro-spinal meningitis, cholera infantum. 

In the preceding month bronchitis was the second most prevalwit 
disease and influenza fourth. This month influenza is sixth, and 
lyphoid fever has moved up from eighth to seventh place. As 
the warm weather appears typhoid fever may be expected to slowly 
increase. The health officers still continue to report difficult in 
controlling measles, and as for controlling mild smallpox, it seems 
quite impossible. 

April. — Measles, for the third consecutive month, was the most 
prevalent disease; pneumonia, which waa second in March, is 
fourth this month, while rheumatism, which was fifth in March, 
is second in April. The order of area of prevalence was as fol- 
lows: Measles, rheumatism, bronchitis, pneumonia, tonsilitis, in- 
fluenza, typhoid fever, pleuritis, intermittent fever, diarrhcea, scar- 
let fever, erysipelas, diphtheria and croup, inflammation of bowels, 
puerperal fever, whooping cough, dysentery, cholera morbus, cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis, cholera infantum. 

The deaths from measles, which numbered 40, almost equaled 
those from diphtheria and scarlet fever together. Typhoid fever, 
which we expected to increase, has done so. 

May. — Tonsilitis heads the list as the most prevalent malady. 
Pneumonia, which was fourth in the preceding month, falls to 
seventh place, and rheumatism is second, the same position it oecu- 
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pied in the preceding month. The order of area of prevalence was 
as follows : 

Tonsilitis, rheumatism, measles, bronchitis, intermittent fever, 
inBiienza, pneumonia, typhoid fever, diarrhtea, pleuritis, erysipe- 
las, scarlet fever, diphtheria and croup,> inflammation of bowels, 
cholera morbus, whooping cough, dysentery, cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis, puerperal fever, and cholera infantum. 

The deaths from measles numbered 34, which is exactly the 
same number as occurred from both diphtheria and scarlet fever. 

June. — Rheumatism heads the list as tlie moat prevalent malady. 
It stood second in the preceding month. Diarrhoea, which stood 
in eleventh place in the preceding month, stands third, and tj^hoid 
fever moves up two places from ninth to seventh. The order of 
area of prevalence was as follows : 

Hheumatism, tonsilitis, diarrhoea, bronchitis, dntermittent fever, 
cholera morbus, typhoid fever, measles, pneumonia, scarlet fever, 
erysipelas, inflammation of bowels, influenza, pleuritis, cholera in- 
&ntum, dysentery, puerperal fever, whooping cough, diphtheria 
and croup, cerebro-spinal meningitis. 

July. — Diarrhoea heads the list as the most prevalent malady. 
It stood third in the preceding month, and typhoid fever moves 
up from the seventh to fourth place. The order of prevalence is 
as follows : 

Diarrhcea, rheumatism, cholera morbus, typhoid fever, tonsilitis, 
intfirmittent fever, cholera infantum, inflammation of bowels, bron- 
chitis, dysentery, pleuritis, pneumonia, scarlet fever, measles, ery- 
sipelas, influenza, whooping cough, diphtheria and croup, puer- 
peral fever, cerebro-spinal meningitis. 

August — ^Diarrhoea heads the list as the most prevalent malady. 
It stood first in the preceding month and also in the corresponding 
month of last year. The order of prevalence was as follows: 

Diarrh(Ba, cholera morbus, cholera infantum, dysentery, inflam- 
mation of bowels, rheumatism, intermittent fever, tonsilitis, bron- 
chitis, scarlet fever, erysipelas, pleniritis, pneumonia, influenza, 
diphtheria, cerebro-spinal meningitis, puerperal fever, whooping 
cough. 

September. — Diarrhcea heads the list as tlie most prevalent mal- 
ady. It stood first in the preceding month, and second in the 
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corresponding month last year. The order of prevalence was as 
follows : 

Diarrhcea, typhoid fever, rheumatism, intermittent fever, tond- 
litis, hronchitis, cholera morbus, cholera in&ntam, dysentery, scar- 
let fever, erysipelas, inflammation of bowels, typho-malarial fever, 
pneumonia, diphtheria and membranous croup, pleuritis, influ- 
enza, whooping cough, measles, puerperal fever, cerehro-spinal 
meningitis. 

October. — Tdnsilitis heads the list as the most prevalent malady. 
Diarrhcea, which stood first as the moat prevalent disease in the 
three preceding months, falls to fourth place. Tvphoid fever 
maintains second place. The order of prevalence was as follows: 

Tonsilitis, typhoid fever, bronchitis, diarrhcea, intermittent 
fever, scarlet fever, influenza, erysipelas, pneumonia, diphtheria 
and membranous croup, pleuritis, typho-malarial fever, dysentery, 
inflammation of bowels, cholera morbus, cholera infantum, measles, 
puerperal fever, whooping cough, cerebro-spinal meniugitis. 

November. — -The most prevalent malady during the month was 
bronchitis, which stood third in the preceding month. Typhoid 
fever dropped from second to fourth place. ■ The order of preva- 
lence was as follows: 

• bronchitis, tonsilitis, rheumatism, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
influenza, pneumonia, intermittent fever, diarrhoea, smallpox, 
pleuritis, diphtheria and membranous croup, erysipelas, typho- 
malaria, cholera morbus, dysentery, inflammation of bowels, 
whooping cough, puerperal fever, measles, cholera infantum, cere- 
bro-spinalmen ingi tis. 

December. — The most prevalent malady during the month was 
bronchitis, and this was the case in November, Pneumonia stood 
fifth and smallpox eighth. The order of prevalence was as follows : 

Bronchitis, tonsilitis, rheumatism, influenza, pneumonia, scarlet 
fever, pleuritis, smallpox, typhoid fever, intermittent fever, diph- 
theria and membranous croup, erysipelas, diarrhcea, infammation 
of bowels, whooping cough, puerperal fevar, typho-malarial fever, 
dysentery, measles, cholera morbus, cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
cholera infantum.
